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Event  and  Comment 


It  has  been  our  custom  following  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand 
Council  meetings  to  felicitate  the  Fraternity  on  the  continued  interest 
of  so  many  mature  and  busy  men  in  its  affairs,  but 
Th*  hts"°^'  Brother  Stokes,  our  new  executive  secretary,  states 
the  thing  so  much  better  in  the  last  paragraph  of  his 
account  of  the  meeting  that  we  are  depriving  him  of  its  use  as  a 
parting  shot  and  lifting  it  bodily  to  this  department: 

"Above  all  else  the  Grand  Coxmdl  symbolizes  the  solidarity  of 
the  Fraternity.  It  is  a  manifestation  of  keen  interest,  indeed,  and 
the  magnetism  of  friendship  raised  to  the  nth  power  that  draws  men 
of  mature  age  and  Experience  to  our  very  gates.  It  is  akin  to  the 
spirit  that  Pericles  roused  in  the  old  Greeks  when  he  built  his  dty 
on  a  hill,  and  when  Phidias  carved,  and  Pindar  sang.  It  is  akin 
to  the  spirit  that  prompted  those  same  Greeks  to  give  in  times  of 
{)eace  what  most  are  willing  to  give  only  in  the  delirium  of  war — 
themselves.  So  long  as  the  Grand  Coimdl  meets  we  are  in  the 
line  of  evolution — ^imbued  with  that  fine  sense  of  fellowship  which 
Maeterlinck,  the  Belgian,  calls  the  'Spirit  of  the  Hive.' " 

In  an  obscure  place  in  the  minutes  appears  the  statement  that 
the  Endowment  Trust  Agreement  is  ratified  and  the  Hibernian 
Banking  Association  named  as  trustee.  Translated  into  terms  of 
progress,  this  means  that  the  latest  step  in  the  financing  of  the 
Fraternity  is  now  a  practical  reality  rather  than  a  mere  concept. 
The  Fraternity  is  now  ready  to  proceed  with  assurance  and  intel- 
ligence to  point  out  to  men  of  means  this  new,  safe,  and  worthy 
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opportunity  for  helpful  giving.  "K  I  had  never  heard  of  a  college 
fraternity  I  should  be  enthusiastic  about  the  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment Fund,"  said  Grand  Trustee  Joseph  T.  Miller  to  us  the  morn- 
ing after  the  last  Tri-Province  Convention,  in  New  York.  In  our 
own  humble  way  we  are  interested  in  the  Student  Aid  Fimd;  and 
so  it  goes.  If  we  are  to  believe  the  convictions  of  John  G.  Bowman, 
Alpha  Eta  1899,  ^^  ^  comparatively  easy  to  strike  a  responsive 
chord  in  the  ideals  of  any  prospective  donor  if  you  have  a  really 
worth-while  purpose  for  his  money  to  accomplish  and  know  how 
to  tell  him  about  it.  We  shall  therefore  expect  to  be  able  to  an- 
nounce important  material  progress  in  an  early  issue. 

**We  are  glad  to  announce  that  the  Sigs  in  the  law  school  cleaned 
up  in  scholarship.  Dave  Cannon  took  the  highest  award  in  the 
Junior  clasSf  and  Gerald  Weikert  took  the  highest  in  the  Freshman 
class.  The  general  average  of  the  Sigs  in  the  law  school  was 
77'95i  ^  non-fraternity  average  was  72.67,  the  fraternity  average 
71,48,  and  the  second  highest  fraternity,  74.67.** — EpsUon  Chapter 
letter.

This  could  most  easily  be  done  by  the  local  inter-fraternity  con- 
ference, but  in  the  absence  of  a  conference  could  be  taken  care  of 
by  an  interested  individual.  The  fruits  of  this  arrangement  would 
be  large  in  inter-fraternity  comity,  and  would  tend  to  reduce 
exaggerated  statements  in  the  chapter  letters  from  your  college 
in  every  magazine  represented.

NO  MESSAGE  will  ever  come  to  Sigma  Chi  which  will  touch 
hearts  and  memories  as  did  the  words  which  passed  among 
us  following  June  28,  last,  "General  Rimkle  is  dead."  The  day 
was  the  sixty-first  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Fraternity. 
Benjamin  Piatt  Rimkle  was  in  many  respects  the  leader  of  that 
group  of  seven  college  boys  who  founded  Sigma  Chi  at  Miami 
University  at  Oxford,  Ohio,  in  1855.  Through  a  long  and  eventful 
lifetime  his  devotion  to  the  Fraternity  continued  deep,  constant, 
and  influential. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  these  paragraphs  to  attempt  to  relate 
in  any  adequate  d^ee  the  remarkable  career  of  General  Rimkle, 
or  his  life-long  activities  in  the  Fraternity  of  which  he  was  a  founder. 
It  may  be  suggested  that  these  redtals  might  well  become  the 
subject  of  careful  study  by  some  qualified  commission  among  us, 
to  be  published  in  serial  form  in  some  early  volimie  of  the  Quarterly 
and  to  become  a  permanent  literary  possession  of  the  Fraternity. 
Doubtless  what  we  now  most  desire,  in  addition  to  some  due 
reminders  of  the  high  relations  of  this  great  life  and  character,  is  the 
statement  of  the  matters  of  those  closing  days  at  Hillsboro,  the 
public  services  which  followed,  and  the  tributes  of  love,  honor,  and 
respect  which  were  paid  until  the  final  taps  were  sounded  above 
the  soldier  grave  at  Arlington. 

No  one  ever  met  General  Rimkle  without  being  impressed  with 
the  striking  personality,  the  stalwart,  erect  figure,  the  fine,  expressive 
face,  the  soldierly  bearing,  and  the  sterling  character  of  the  man. 
On  the  side  both  of  the  father  and  of  the  mother  there  was  a  dis- 
tinguished lineage,  going  back  to  French  and  German  sources,  and 
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noteworthy  for  devotion  to  country  and  to  cause.  His  grand- 
father, Jacob  Piatt,  was  a  colonel  of  the  New  Jersey  line,  Conti- 
nental Army,  and  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  General  Washington, 
being  present  at  the  celebrated  controversy  between  Washington 
and  Lee  at  Monmouth.  A  great-imcle,  Colonel  John  H.  Piatt, 
was  conmiissary  for  the  Army  of  the  West  during  the  War  of  1812, 
and  furnished  from  his  private  resources  necessary  fimds  and  pro- 
visions. Another  relative,  William  Piatt,  was  on  the  staff  of 
General  Jackson  at  New  Orleans,  while  another  laid  down  his  life 
at  the  defeat  of  St.  Claire.  During  the  Civil  War,  nine  members 
of  the  family  fought  on  the  Northern  side,  while  an  equal  number 
were  in  the  armies  of  the  South.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
Benjamin  Piatt  Rimkle  was  a  bom  soldier. 

This  founder  of  Sigma  Chi,  the  son  of  Ralph  Edwin  and  Hanna 
Piatt  Runkle,  was  bom  at  West  Liberty,  Ohio,  September  3, 
1836,  and  was  accordingly  in  his  eightieth  year  at  the  time  of  his 
death  at  his  home,  Hillsboro,  Ohio,  June  28,  1916.  His  early  life 
and  environment  thus  reach  well  back  into  pioneer  conditions  in 
Ohio.  Highly  interesting  among  the  spoken  and  written  utter- 
ances of  General  Rimkle  are  his  recollections  of  those  days  of  boy- 
hood, of  school,  of  the  play  and  the  work,  and  the  visions  coming 
into  the  sturdy  hearts  of  lads  thus  reared  of  higher  attainments 
for  life-service  to  be  gained  in  college  halls.  Thus  was  yoimg 
Rimkle  led  to  his  matriculation  in  the  early  fifties  in  Miami  Uni- 
versity, an  institution  long-established  for  the  West,  having  been 
foimded  in  1809.  It  is  not  desired  to  write  again  here  the  story  of 
the  foimding  of  Sigma  Chi.  But  some  reminders  from  former 
writings  concerning  that  event  may  serve  to  intensify  our  concep- 
tion of  the  personality  of  "the  seven,"  and  of  Runkle.  In  our 
History  of  Sigma  Cki  (1890)  a  characterization  appeared  which, 
because  it  was  written  so  near  the  beginnings,  gains  interest  with 
the  passing  years: 

Now,  these  seven  striplings  who  founded  Sigma  Chi  were  not  dreaming 
enthusiasts,  but  live,  practical  fellows  who  loved  life  for  ever3rthiiig  in  it  that 
was  fair  and  pleasant.  It  was  such  men  as  Isaac  M.  Jordan,  the  distinguished 
jurist  and  congressman;  Ben  P.  Rimkle,  the  lawyer,  preacher,  journalist,  and 
soldier,  a  graduate  of  1857,  who  came  out  of  the  war  a  major-general;  James 
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P.  Caldwell,  who  was  graduated  at  sixteen,  among  the  leading  scholars 
of  his  class;  Frank  H.  Scobey,  warm-hearted,  generous  and  gifted;  and 
Rev.  Daniel  W.  Cooper,  who  even  in  his  college  days  was  "Old  Dan,"  noble, 
true-hearted,  and  manly. 

We  must  add  Thomas  Cowan  Bell,  who  was  to  become  the  distin- 
guished educator  and  college  president,  and  Will  Lockwood,  who  died 
so  yoimg  from  woimds  received  at  the  storming  at  Fort  Wagner,  but 
who  made  his  name  inunortal  among  us  by  linking  it  inseparably 
with  the  White  Cross  which  he  and  Rimkle  designed  together  as 
the  everlasting  badge  of  Sigma  Chi.  These  were  the  founders. 
It  is  not  written  that  the  seven  stars  upon  our  Cross  represent  them, 
but  it  is  true  that,  like  the  golden  stars  in  the  deep  blue  of  an  early 
evening  sky,  they  shall  remain  imperishable  in  our  memory  forever. 
Behold  them,  then,  as  "on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  Jime,  1855, 
they  flimg  out  to  the  gaze  of  the  old-established  Greek-letter  socie- 
ties the  banner  of  the  White  Cross  with  a  confidence  that  bordered 
on  a  belief  in  Destiny."  The  boy  is  father  of  the  man.  Even  in 
the  group  thus  marked  in  quality  of  personality,  young  Rimkle 
was  recognized  as  a  leader.  To  his  spirit  and  energy  his  companions 
surviving  into  these  later  years  have  accredited  much  of  the  mutual 
enthusiasm  of  the  group  and  their  success  in  making  the  first-laid 
foundations  secure  and  originating  the  measures  of  extension  which 
were  to  make  their  new-bom  fraternity  national  in  character. 

The  career  of  General  Rimkle  in  the  Civil  War  is  one  of  the 
many  bright  annals  of  ''  the  volunteer  soldier."  It  is  possible  only 
to  indicate,  rather  than  to  characterize,  the  activities  of  those 
years,  and  the  military  promotions  honorably  achieved  therein. 
He  entered  the  war  as  captain  of  the  "Douglas  Guards"  of  Urbana, 
Qhio,  and  of  his  later  activities  we  have  the  following  account: 

He  served  in  the  West  Virginia  Campaign  under  General  Rosecrans  from 
June  until  December,  1861;  participated  in  the  engagements  at  Gauley 
Bridge,  Cotton  Mountain,  and  Fayetteville;  Tennessee  Campaign  under 
General  Buell;  was  wotmded  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh  and  left  for  dead  on  the 
field;  served  during  Bragg's  invasion  of  Kentucky,  commanding  a  brigade  of 
infantry;  in  Kentucky  tmder  General  Q.  A.  Gilmore  as  conmiander  of  a 
brigade  of  motmted  infantry  and  cavalry;  engaged  in  many  affairs  against 
Morgan's  Confederates;  commanded  the  infantry  and  artillery  at  battle  of 
Somerset  or  Button's  HiD.    Served  on  the  staff  of  Governor  David  Tod,  while

conmianded  brigade  in  General  Ammen's  division  until  July,  1864;  trans- 
ferred to  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  August  22,  1864,  and  commanded  21st 
Regiment  of  that  corps  until  end  of  the  war.

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that  is  best  in  foundation  purpose  and  in  ultimate  ideal  of  Sigma 
Chi.  The  Grand  Chapter,  by  a  common,  spontaneous  impulse, 
elected  him  to  the  grand  consulship  of  the  Fraternity,  the  seventh 
in  order  to  attain  this  our  highest  honor  and  office. 

With  a  characteristic  interest  General  Rimkle  at  once  removed 
to  Chicago,  as  the  official  headquarters  of  the  Fraternity.  The 
administration  of  the  Fraternity  affairs  which  followed  was  one  of 
remarkable  zeal  and  success.  The  period  may  fairly  be  said  to 
have  inaugurated  a  new  era  of  improving  organization,  growth, 
and  development.  In  the  historical  sketch  of  the  Fraternity  for 
the  decade  1890-1900,  the  present  writer,  with  the  events  of  the 
period  fresh  in  mind,  wrote  of  this  administration  as  follows:

the  governor  of  Ohio,  upon 
OF  MAINE  that   of    Governor  Tod,   as 

stated  iti  the  military  record, 
following    the    close   of   the 
Civil  War,  and  upon  the  staff 
of  Governor  Judson  Harmon 
during   the  period    1909-13. 
In  each  of  these  periods  he 
represented  the  Common- 
wealth of  Ohio  by  appoint- 
ment upon  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Miami  University, 
mother  of  Sigma  Chi  and  his 
Alma  Mater.    Miami  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  honorary 
degrees  of  doctor  of  laws  and 
doctor  of  himiane  letters.    In 
the  more  recent  years  of  a 
larger  degree  of  retirement  his  home  has  gravitated,  winter  and 
summer,  between  Washington,  the  capital  of  the  nation  he  has 
served  with  such  distinguished  honor,  and  southern  Ohio,  whose 
hills  and  valleys  he  has  known  as  *^home''  in  youth,  manhood, 
and  age.    During  all  these  years  he  has  visited  our  colleges  and 
chapters  here  and  there  throughout  the  land.    We  have  been 
privileged  to  have  him  often  in  the  Grand  Chapters.    With  his 
honored  fellow-founders,  Bell,  Caldwell,  and  Cooper,  he  shared 
in  the  eventful  fiftieth-anniversary  gatherings  at  Cincinnati  and 
at  Oxford  in  1905.    He  has  been  an  organizer  of  new  chapters,  the 
friend  of  every  oflScial  administration,  and  the  wise  counselor  of  us 
all  in  matters  making  for  the  good  of  Sigma  Chi. 

The  last  illness  of  General  Runkle  was  not  extended.  The 
active  and  vigorous  character  of  his  life,  despite  the  old  disabilities 
of  severe  wounds  received  in  battle,  continued  to  characterize  all 
of  his  closing  years.  Just  two  months  before  his  death,  on  April  28, 
1916,  General  and  Mrs.  Runkle  were  the  guests  of  honor  of 
Beta  Theta  Chapter,  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  and  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Alumni  Chapter,  at  a  reception  at  the  Edgewood  Com- 
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munity  Club,  Pittsburgh.  The  occasion  was  marked  by  the  pres- 
entation of  a  beautiful  loving  cup  to  the  General  and  Mrs.  Runkle. 
This  proved  to  be  the  last  of  the  memorable  social  affairs  of  Sigma 
Chi  which,  through  so  many  years  and  in  all  parts  of  the  country, 
had  been  graced  by  his  honored  presence.  His  final  illness  devel- 
oped only  a  few  days  before  the  end.  His  years  '*by  reason  of 
strength,"  were  fourscore,  and  in  the  early  morning  hours  of 
Wednesday,  June  28, 1916,  God  touched  him  and  he  slept. 

The  funeral  services  at  Hillsboro  were  held  at  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  which  he  had  long  faithfully  served  as  vestry- 
man, the  service  being  conducted  by  Rev.  Louis  E.  Durr,  his 
pastor,  assisted  by  Rev.  George  E.  Beecher.  Past  Grand  Coimsul 
Howard  Ferris,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Ferris,  together  with  other 
Sigma  Chis,  was  in  attendance  as  representing  the  Fraternity. 
The  remains,  accompanied  by  his  bereaved  companion,  and  by 
relatives  and  friends,  were  conveyed  to  Washington,  D.C.  From 
the  railway  station  in  the  latter  city,  under  due  military  escort 
assigned  by  the  War  Department,  the  casket,  draped  with  the 
national  emblem  as  for  all  soldier  dead,  was  borne  upon  an  army 
caisson  to  Arlington  Cemetery.  Here  the  party  was  met  by 
Rev.  E.  Hez  Swem,  Xi,  1882,  pastor  of  Central  Baptist  Church, 
of  Washington,  and  a  company  of  Sigma  Chis  of  the  capital  city. 
The  impressive  memorial  service  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity 
was  read  by  Dr.  Swem,  and,  as  regularly  concluding  this  beautiful 
service  of  our  ritual,  each  member  of  the  Fraternity  present  placed 
his  white  rose  upon  the  casket.  Thus,  flag-draped  and  flower- 
covered,  the  mortal  remains  of  the  honored  foimder  of  Sigma  Chi 
were  lowered  into  the  grave.  The  stately  committal  service  of  the 
Episcopal  church  was  read  by  Dr.  Wm.  Snyder  Tayloe.  The 
troopers  fired  three  volleys  above  the  grave.  A  bugler  sounded 
taps.  The  last  marks  of  honor  and  respect,  national  and  fraternal, 
were  paid. 

General  Runkle  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Miss 
Veritia  Reynolds,  of  Ohio,  and  to  them  one  child,  a  daughter,  still 
surviving,  was  bom.  On  February  10,  1894,  he  was  married  to 
Miss  Lalla  McMicken,  of  Cincinnati,  of  the  founder  family  of  the 
University  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  Cincinnati  School  of  Art  and 
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Design,  who  survives  him.  Through  all  these  years  of  life  and  joy 
in  social  relations  of  the  Fraternity  the  gracious  presence  of  this 
elect  lady  has  been  his  inspiration,  and  an  abiding  influence  for  good 
among  wide  circles  of  our  members.  With  her  companion,  and 
ever  by  his  side,  her  interest  and  love  for  Sigma  Chi  has  grown  and 
deepened  with  the  years.  General  Rimkle  was  a  member  of  the 
Loyal  Legion,  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  of  the  National  Geographic 
Society,  of  the  imiversity,  and  of  army  and  navy  clubs  of  the 
various  cities  of  his  residence;  and  a  Knight  Templar  in  the 
Masonic  Order.  His  writings,  including  prose  and  poetry,  have 
been  voluminous.  He  was  easy,  graceful,  and  trenchant  in  the 
use  of  the  pen,  and  eloquent  in  public  speech,  deserving  in  the 
finest  sense  the  name  of  orator. 

We  shall  miss  him  in  the  coimdls  of  days  to  come.  We  recall 
the  eulogy  paid  him  by  his  erstwhile  college  friend  and  opponent, 
Whitelaw  Reid,  reporting  for  the  Cincinnati  press  the  battle  of 
Shiloh  where  brave  "Ben"  Rimkle,  as  close  comrades  have  ever 
known  him,  had  been  left  supposedly  dead  upon  that  hard-fought 
field:  "He  died  a  hero;  green  grow  the  grass  above  his  honored 
grave."  But  we  of  Sigma  Chi  cannot  so  conclude  .the  record.  Li 
his  influence  as  founder  and  for  sixty-one  years  as  a  household 
name  in  Sigma  Chi  he  lives  on—fareverl  We  think  of  his  heroic 
spirit  as  in  the  Land  which  is  without  a  sunset,  bidding  us,  "Fare 
on,"  as  he  bade  us  do  when  here.  And  in  the  decades  yet  to  come 
the  foimder,  soldier  spirit  of  Benjamin  Piatt  Rimkle  will  continue 
to  be  typified  in  Sigma  Chi,  just  as  of  yore,  a  blazing  star — at  the 
foot  of  the  Cross.

THERE  is  a  precedent,  well-established  with  members  of  the 
Author's  Union  and  other  slaves  of  Cadmus,  that,  in  juggling 
the  assorted  components  of  the  alphabet  preparatory  to  fishing 
an  article  out  of  the  ink-pot,  one  should  commence  at  the  very 
beginning.  Having  stated  this,  it  is  here  set  down  that  the  Grand 
Coimdl  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  convened  in  Chicago  on 
October  27-28,  1916. 

After  the  manner  of  the  migratory  crows,  top-notchers  aero- 
planed  in  from  every  approved  direction  imtil,  on  Friday  after- 
noon, the  Hotel  La  Salle  was  a  veritable  Mecca  for  Sigma  Chi 
headliners;  and  from  that  time  until  late  Saturday  evening  a 
galaxy  of  Grands  and  Past  Grands  vied  with  one  another  in 
holding  the  spotlight. 

The  cast  of  this  year's  production  included  eighteen  of  the 
stars  who  have  been  and  still  are  doing  things  for  the  Fraternity. 
Grand  Consul  Allen  left  his  Texas  estate  at  the  mercy  of  ViUista 
raiders  and  hurried  to  the  Chicago  front  in  time  to  get  the  boys 
out  of  the  trenches  before  Sunday  morning.  Grand  Annotator 
Adams,  Grand  Quaestor  Brothers,  Grand  Editor  Robinson,  Grand 
Tribime  Kerr;  Grand  Praetors,  Hall  Wilson,  Henning,  Mapes,  and 
Smith;  Grand  Trustees  McClain,  Heath,  Joseph  T.  Miller,  and 
Mather;  Past  Grand  Consuls  EUiot,  Nate,  AUing,  Ade,  and  New- 
man Miller;  Executive  Secretary  Grabner;  former  Grand  Historian 
Hostetter,  former  Grand  Quaestor  Potter,  former  Grand  Tribune 
Arms;  former  Grand  Praetor  Lawrence  De  GraflF,  of  Des  Moines, 
la.;  Brothers  Robert  E.  Mulroney  of  Missoula,  Mont.,  Charles 
Sharer,  Herbert  Hyde,  and  Martin  A.  Flavin,  of  Chicago  and  the 
round  world,  and  members  of  Omega  and  Omicron  Omicron 
chapters  were  on  the  stage  or  in  the  flies  from  the  rise  of  the  curtain, 
and  nearly  everyone  had  a  speaking  part.

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Boarding  one  of  our  muzzle-loading  surface  cars  not  long  ago, 
we  took  up  our  stand  in  juxtaposition  to  that  traction  employee 
who  gives  paper  securities  for  real  money.  We  had  not  proceeded 
far  when  a  yoimg  lady  of  perhaps  twelve  years  got  on.  She  bore 
on  her  cabeza  an  enormous  picture  hat,  purloined  no  doubt  from 
an  elder  sister,  and  one  stocking  was  obeying  the  law  of  gravitation. 
Our  future  debutante  engaged  in  a  careful  inspection  of  coins 
to  the  amount  of  five  pennies.  With  deliberation  she  placed 
three  in  her  right  hand,  the  remainder  in  her  left,  and  with  an  air 
of  complete  imconcem  offered  the  contents  of  that  right  hand  to 
the  "  Con,"  whereupon  that  uniformed  individual  stopped  wetting 
his  transfer  thumb  and  inquired,  "  How  old  are  you,  miss  ?  "  With- 
out further  parley  our  little  sister  of  the  snows  disdainfully  proffered 
the  balance  of  the  nickel,  saying,  "I  don't  give  no  sta-/Ai5-tics." 

Following  this  precedent,  we  are  not  giving  you  statistics. 
The  complete  minutes  of  the  Grand  Council  proceedings  from  gong 
to  gong  are  between  the  covers  of  the  current  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
and  we  commend  that  publication  to  your  notice. 

The  Board  of  Grand  Trustees  were  roimded  up  early  Friday 
afternoon  and  straightway  took  an  increased  interest  in  loan 
renewals,  which  fact  will  undoubtedly  take  the  joy  out  of  many 
lives.  Also,  a  resolution  in  regard  to  the  new  endowment  trust 
agreement  was  presented  by  Grand  Tribune  Kerr,  the  adoption  of 
which  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  the  Hibernian  Banking 
Association  of  Chicago  as  the  legal  trustee  of  the  new  funds. 

Later  in  the  afternoon  the  members  of  the  Grand  Council 
accepted  the  invitation  of  Brother  Frank  A.  Werner,  Alpha  Theta 
1899,  to  visit  his  new  Michigan  Boulevard  studio,  where  were 
hung  the  portraits  of  Foimders  Cooper  and  Bell.  Brother  Werner 
is  doing  for  the  Fraternity  the  work  of  a  Leonardo,  and  like  that 
luminary  he  is  an  all-aroimd  man.  Brother  Werner  has  taken  a 
group  of  men  we  all  know  and  love,  has  caught  the  fluid,  fleeting 
expressions  of  life  in  color  and  has  transferred  them  to  those 
wonderful  canvases  with  a  broad,  human  touch.  Brother  Werner 
is  not  at  all  the  temperamental  type  of  artist.  Like  Kipling, 
he  is  a  plain,  manly  fellow — ^just  the  sort  to  fit  in  anywhere.  If 
there  was  a  trunk  to  be  carried  downstairs  or  a  car  to  get  out  of  a 
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rut,  you'd  call  on  Werner  if  he  were  passing  that  way,  and  he'd 
give  you  a  lift  as  a  matter  of  course  and  go  on  whistling,  with 
hands  in  his  pockets.  Brother  Werner  is  not  without  honor  in 
our  country. 

Following  an  informal  dinner  Friday  evening.  Brother  Martin 
A.  Flavin,  president  of  the  Chicago  Aliunni  Cluster,  with  his  usual 
felicity  of  phrase,  turned  over  the  gavel  to  Grand  Consul  Allen,  who 
proceeded  officially  to  set  in  motion  the  machinery  of  the  Grand 
Council. 

The  reports  presented  by  the  chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  grand  officers  were  examples  of  the  loo-per-cent  effi- 
cient brand  and  well  worth  while.  Brothers  who  desire  a  succinct 
statement  of  official  activities  of  the  Fraternity  during  the  past 
year  will  find  Chairman  Heath's  report  in  the  forthcoming  BuUeHn. 

William  C.  Henning,  royal  entertainer  and  Grand  Praetor-plus, 
talked  informally  on  plans  under  way  by  the  St.  Louis  Alimmi 
Chapter  and  Tau  Tau  Chapter  at  Washington  University  in  con- 
nection with  the  Thirty-third  Grand  Chapter  to  be  held  in 
St.  Louis  in  Jime,  191 7.  Brother  Hehning  accepted  the  ultimatum 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  said  he  looked  for  a  peaceful  occu- 
pation of  his  dty  by  oiu:  cohorts,  and  that "  somewhere  in  Missouri " 
the  Sigs  would  be  watchfully  waiting  for  the  month  of  roses.

WITH  the  Grand  Council  in  the  city  to  entertain,  the  Chicago 
Alumni  Chapter  was  enabled  to  bring  its  thirty-fourth 
successful  year  to  a  close  with  an  exceptionally  bright  blaze  of 

glory.    The  annual  meeting 
XQ^  and  banquet  in  the  Red  Room 

of  the  Hotel  La  Salle  was  one 
of  the  most  enthusiastic  gather- 
ings  it  has  ever  held.  An 
orchestra  and  several  enter- 
tainers kept  enthusiasm  at  a 
high  pitch  from  the  start  of 
the  evening  until  the  speeches 
began. 

Heading  the  list  of  the 
himdred  and  thirty-odd  men 
present  was  Grand  Consul 
Wilbur  P.  Allen,  who  twice 
previously  had  been  invited  to 
be  Chicago's  guest  of  honor  on 
similar  occasions  and  had  been 
unable  to  be  present.  Others 
from  afar  who  honored  us  in- 
clude Grand  Trustees  McClain, 
Miller,  and  Mather,  and  Grand 
Praetors  Wilson  and  Sihith. 
Illness  kept  Grand  Praetor 
Mapes  in  his  room,  while  Past 
Grand  Consul  Nate  and  Grand 
Praetor  Henning  were  obliged 
to  leave  the  Grand  Council 
sessions  early  to  make  home 
appointments.  Among  the  lay 
members    of   the   fraternity 
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whose  presence  was  appreciated  were  former  Grand  Praetor 
De  Graff  of  Des  Moines,  la.,  and  Brother  Frank  A.  Werner,  Alpha 
Theta  1906,  of  Chicago,  painter  of  the  memorial  portraits.  To 
list  all  the  grandees  would  be  to  repeat  those  names  that  have 
made  Chicago  the  Sigma  Chi  hub.  We  call  them  by  their  first 
names  here.

ARRY  STEWART  NEW,  aU  his  life  a  resident  of  Indianapolis, 
was  elected  United  States  Senator,  November  7,  in  the  general 
election,  when  he  defeated  for  that  office  Hon.  John  W.  Kern, 
Democratic  leader  of  the  Senate,  by  a  plurality  of  11,501. 

Brother  New  became  a  member  of  Rho  Chapter  of  Sigma  Chi 
at  Butler  College.  He  was  bom  in  Indianapolis  on  December  31, 
1858,  a  son  of  John  C.  New,  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  imder 
the  administration  of  President  Grant  and  later  Consul  General 
of  the  United  States  at  London  under  the  administration  of  Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

Mr.  New  took  employment  on  the  Indianapolis  Journal  as  a 
reporter  in  1878.  Two  years  later  his  father  bought  the  Journal. 
He  was  associated  on  the  Journal  with  Brother  George  C.  Hitt, 
and  was  connected  with  that  paper  as  proprietor  for  twenty-five 
years  imtil  it  was  sold  in  1903.  Senator  New  was  elected  to  the 
Indiana  senate  and  served  from  1896  to  1900  in  that  body.  He 
was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Conventions  of 
1896  and  1900,  and  later  became  Republican  National  Chair- 
man when  Frank  Hitchcock  was  appointed  Postmaster-General 
in  1907. 

Senator  New  bears  the  title  of  Captain,  which  office  he  held, 
together  with  that  of  Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  the  3d  Brigade, 
2d  division  of  the  7th  Army  Corps,  in  the  Spanish-American  war  in 
1898. 

Senator  New  was  married  August  18,  1891,  to  Catharine 
McLean,  author  of  A  Woman  Reigns.    He  has  no  children.

IT  IS  with  sincere  gratification  that  I  learn  of  the  appointment 
of  Byron  Stokes  as  executive  secretary.  Especially  do  I  greet 
this  announcement  with  pleasure,  because  I  feel  that  I  am  in  a 
position  to  judge  of  his  qualifications  as  are  but  few  others.  I  say 
this  because  I  was  intimately  associated  with  him  in  Alpha  Pi  and 
in  other  college  activities  and  have  been  closely  in  touch  with  him 
and  his  work  since  leaving  college. 

Before  coming  to  school  he  was  widely  known  in  his  state  as 
the  boy  orator,  having  been,  at  an  early  age,  successful  in  a  state 
oratorical  contest.  His  whole  train  of  thought  and  endeavor  has 
been  along  literary  lines;  he  read  but  the  best,  and  coimted  the 
rest  as  nonessential.  Before  entering  Albion  he  took  a  special 
course  in  English  literature  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  with 
the  ultimate  intention  of  becoming  a  journalist.  He  had,  in  fact, 
obtained  considerable  experience  in  this  line  of  endeavor  by  working 
for  a  year  as  a  reporter  on  one  of  our  leading  dailies. 

During  his  work  at  Albion  he  swerved  somewhat  from  his 
literary  bent  and  took  a  course  in  higher  mathematics.  Math 
didn't  seem  to  agree  with  him,  and  it  was  a  joke  in  the  chapter  that 
every  time  there  was  to  be  a  math  exam  "By"  (as  we  all  called 
him)  was  suddenly  stricken  with  a  severe  attack  of  neuralgia.  It 
was  not  unconmion  for  the  boys  to  return  from  the  exam  and  find 
him  upon  a  chair  or  table  delivering  an  address  to  the  Freshmen  on 
their  duties  and  obligations  to  the  Fraternity,  or  some  similar  topic. 
It  was  peculiar  how  rapidly  he  recovered  from  his  neuralgic  malady. 

On  leaving  Albion  he  entered  the  employ  of  one  of  the  big  steel 
companies  in  Pittsburgh,  but  did  not  find  this  to  his  liking 
and  soon  received  a  chance  to  get  into  an  employment  more  to  his 
taste — that  of  editing  a  newspaper  in  a  small  city  in  the  state  of 
New  York.  He  continued  this  work  for  more  than  a  year,  and 
then,  through  the  efiforts  of  a  brother  Sig,  he  was  influenced  to 
enter  the  employ  of  the  government.  He  spent  some  time  at  the 
Newport  Training  School,  after  which  he  was  conunissioned  as 
secretary  to  the  conmiander  of  one  our  men-of-war.

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It  was  in  this  line  of  work,  which  he  pursued  for  nearly  four 
years,  that  he  received  a  training  which  was  invaluable  to  him  in 
qualifying  for  the  position  for  which  he  has  just  been  selected.  If 
all  of  you  have  the  good  fortime  to  meet  him  personally,  which  I 
hope  you  may,  ask  him  to  relate  some  of  his  many  experiences 
while  in  the  navy.    You'll  find  them  most  interesting. 

Since  becoming  a  Sig,  I  know  of  no  one  who  has  kept  up  his 
interest  in  fraternity  affairs  more  than  Byron  Stokes.  He  has 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  workings  of  our  national  organization, 
and,  I  feel,  will  conduct  the  duties  of  the  office  of  the  secretaryship 
competently  and  well.  The  Fraternity  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
its  choice.

It  is  a  fairly  general  concensus  of  opinion  that  the  chapters 
which  initiate  shortly  after  pledging  work  under  a  disadvantage 
in  this  respect.  We  all  know  from  personal  experience  that  a  man 
cannot  be  controlled  as  easily  after  initiation  as  he  could  before. 
The  best  solution  is  to  get  them  started  right  and  started  early, 
and  to  leave  the  rest  to  the  man's  judgment,  which  will  mature 
as  he  advances  farther  in  his  college  career. 

The  need  for  Freshman  discipline  is  an  admitted  fact,  and  it  is 
wasting  our  time  to  argue  that  pro  or  con;  on  the  method  by  which 
this  shall  be  accomplished,  however,  there  is  room  for  much  dis- 
cussion. Perhaps  the  best  way  to  bring  the  matter  to  your  atten- 
tion is  to  present  our  system  of  government,  upon  which  we  have 
spent  considerable  time. 

Freshman  supervision  may  be  divided  into  two  classes:  per- 
sonal and  chapter.  The  personal  supervision  is  what  we  term  the 
"godfather"  system,  and  has  been  worked  out  effectively  in  many 
chapters.  Every  Freshman  has  appointed  over  him  a  godfather 
from  among  the  upperclassmen,  whose  duty  it  is  to  advise,  super- 
vise, criticize,  and  direct  his  godson  in  everything  and  at  any  time 
he  sees  fit.  He  keeps  a  copy  of  his  charge's  schedule  and  must  give 
his  permission  before  the  Freshman  may  leave  the  house  on  any 
night  except  Saturday.  The  Freshman,  on  his  part,  is  to  report 
to  his  upperclassman  any  difficulty  he  may  be  having,  either  in 
school  or  in  the  Fraternity;  anything  he  may  wish  to  have  explained, 
or  any  real  or  fancied  grievance  he  may  have. 

This  system,  roughly  outlined  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  is,  or 
should  be,  self-regulating,  the  Freshman  kept  to  his  part  of  the 
contract  by  the  upperclassman,  who,  in  turn,  should  do  his  best 
for  his  charge  with  the  ultimate  good  of  the  Fraternity  in  mind,  and 
realizing  that  the  success  or  failure  of  his  ward  will  reflect  upon 
himself. 

Under  the  head  of  chapter  supervision,  the  following  may  be 
quoted  from  the  By-Laws  of  Delta  Delta  Chapter: 

The  Freshman  Committee  shall  consist  of  one  member  from  each  of  the 
three  upper  classes,  with  the  Consul  as  a  fourth  and  chairman  ex  officio^  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  the  Freshmen.  Further,  it  shall  be 
the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  Chapter  to  serve  on  this  committee  as  a 
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member  pro  tempore,  while  it  acts  upon  any  complaint  the  said  member  may 
wish  to  make  regarding  the  actions  of  any  Freshman. 

This  is  self-explanatory.  Here  is  the  way  the  two  parts  of  the 
system  work  out  together:  For  advice,  assistance,  mild  criticism, 
and  so  forth,  the  godfather  serves,  thus  bringing  in  the  personal 
element  right  where  it  is  needed.  For  severe  criticism,  disciplin- 
ing, or  "riding,"  as  we  all  term  it,  the  committee  acts,  thus  leaving 
out  the  personal  element  where  it  certainly  does  the  most  harm. 

One  of  the  primal,  if  not  the  first  reason  for  all  of  this  is  high 
scholarship,  which  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our 
Fraternity,  though  we  are  likely  to  forget  that  fact  too  often.  Just 
remember  that  while  the  fact  that  your  chapter  finished  first  in 
scholarship  last  year  may  not  be  the  argument  that  will  secure 
several  good  pledges,  yet  it  means  a  lot  to  the  folks  at  home  who 
are  going  to  pay  the  initiation  fee,  and  to  the  aliunni  who  are  going 
to  back  you  up  when  you  need  help. 

Grade  cards  are  taken  around  every  month  by  the  men  of  the 
first  two  years,  and  they  are  checked  very  closely  on  their  work. 
If  they  are  down,  don't  "ride"  them  about  it  for  an  hour  or  so; 
show  them  how  to  get  their  work,  keep  them  in,  and  make  sure  they 
get  on  the  job  and  pull  up  over  the  danger  line.  We  upperdassmen 
have  been  through  that  first  year's  work  before,  and  by  a  Uttle. 
personal  assistance  can  accomplish  more  real  good  than  by  all  the 
"riding"  in  the  world.  As  an  instance  of  this,  descriptive  geometry 
seemed  to  be  getting  all  of  the  boys  down,  so  we  organized  a  class. 
Every  Monday  night  at  a  set  hour  the  Freshmen  and  Sophomore 
engineers  met  under  an  upperclassman  and  went  through  the  week's 
assignment,  under  conditions  where  they  were  free  to  ask  any 
question  they  saw  fit  at  any  time. 

Of  course,  you  realize  that  no  system  will  prove  successful  all 
the  time,  or  for  all  cases,  but  we  have  obtained  some  rather  good 
results.  A  trophy  has  been  up  for  three  years,  or  six  semesters, 
preceding  the  present  school  year,  for  the  fraternity  which  finished 
first  in  scholarship  for  three  semesters.  Of  the  six  semesters  we 
have  been  second  four  times,  third  once,  and  fourth  once,  against 
eighteen  competing  fraternities.  While  we  have  never  been  first, 
we  have  by  far  the  highest  and  most  consistent  average  of  any. 
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So  far  the  facts  presented  have  all  been  on  the  Freshman's  side 
of  the  case.  For  the  upperclassman  it  is  an  entirely  different  propo- 
sition. You  cannot,  for  example,  say  to  a  Senior,  "Your  work  is 
low,  you'd  better  stay  in  the  house  until  you  get  it  up."  That 
is  rather  analogous  to  a  private  telling  his  general  how  to  command 
a  regiment,  and  you  all  know  how  the  general  or  the  Senior  would 
take  it.  For  the  welfare  of  any  chapter  it  is  absolutely  essential 
that  the  older  men,  to  whom  the  youngsters  look  for  guidance,  show 
the  right  kind  of  spirit  toward  their  work  and  the  good  of  their 
chapter.  If  they  don't  or  won't,  it  is  a  hopeless  case.  It  is  up  to 
the  upperclassman  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  There  is  an  old 
saying  that  "the  privates  win  the  battles,"  but  not  without  the 
guidance  of  the  men  higher  up.  If  the  upperclassmen  adopt  the 
right  attitude  in  this  kind  of  work,  anything  within  reason  can  be 
accomplished. 

Let  a  comparison  be  drawn  with  the  biggest  topic  of  the  day — 
preparedness.  Fraternities  are  having  a  fight  for  their  further 
existence  in  some  states,  and  you  cannot  tell  when  our  turn  will 
come.  There  is  one  big  argument  to  meet  them  with  if  that  xmfor- 
tunate  event  should  ever  come  about,  and  that  is  high  scholarship 
in  fraternities.  Sigma  Chi,  above  all,  should  do  her  part.  We 
.  must  keep  our  scholarship  up  because  our  standing  in  the  commimity 
of  older  and  wiser  men  depends  upon  it,  if  for  no  other  reason.  Give 
our  Freshmen  the  right  start  so  that  when  they  become  upper- 
classmen they  will  carry  on  the  good  work,  and,  above  all,  in  the 
way  of  discipline,  realize  that  a  little  application  of  brains  will 
accomplish  more  than  an  application  of  the  paddle,  and  the  results 
are  bound  to  be  good.

IT  IS  natural  to  expect  that  the  recent  mobilization  would 
involve  a  country-wide  representation  of  Sigma  Chi.  The 
difficulty,  however,  has  been  to  obtain  accurate  and  complete  data 
r^arding  that  representation,  since  it  must  come  from  niunerous 
sources,  many  of  which  have  only  rumor  to  rely  upon.  We  shall 
therefore  be  surprised  if  we  are  not  flooded  with  corrections  and 
additions  to  the  list,  and  hope  it  is  thoroughly  understood  that 
such  material  will  be  most  welcome,  and  will  appear  in  the  next 
issue  succeeding  its  receipt.

ONE  JUNE  DAY  a  year  ago,  shortly  after  graduation,  while 
going  through  High  Point,  N.C.,  I  stopped  a  few  hours 
between  trains  to  meet  and  talk  with  Brother  Garnett  Adrian 
Pollock,  the  first  initiate  of  the  Fraternity,  and  then,  at  the  age  of 
eighty-one,  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  loyal  Sigma  Chis  that 
it  was  ever  the  fortune  of  a  brother  Sig  to  run  across.  Brother 
Pollock  was  no  sooner  apprised  of  the  fact  that  his  visitor  was  a 
wearer  of  the  White  Cross  than  his  face  lit  up  with  a  boyish  smile, 
and,  utterly  forgetful  of  the  many  years  which  had  elapsed  since 
he  left  the  doors  of  Miami,  he  began  to  talk  of  ''Ben"  Runkle  and 
Lockwood  and  the  other  Sigs  of  old  Alpha  as  though  he  had 
seen  them  but  yesterday.  So  interesting  were  his  reminiscences 
and  also  his  photographs  and  personal  souvenirs  of  Sigma  Chi  and 
its  founders,  that  the  time  passed  all  too  quiddy. 

Again,  last  June,  I  went  to  High  Point,  this  time  with  the 
intention  of  paying  an  enjoyable  call  upon  Brother  Pollock,  and  at 
the  same  time  getting  some  data  on  his  life  for  a  short  sketch  in 
the  Quarterly.  Unfortunately,  he  was  at  the  time  unable  to  see  me 
because  of  illness,  and  but  recently,  to  my  profound  regret,  I  learned 
of  his  death.  To  his  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  D.  M.  Pollock  (herself 
the  wife  of  a  Sigma  Chi  and  sister  of  another),  I  am  indebted  for 
the  accompanying  photograph  and  for  the  facts  of  his  life,  which 
I  have  set  down  here  in  the  hope  that  those  who  have  since  learned 
the  meaning  of  the  White  Cross  and  have  been  instructed  in  the 
magic  grip  will  be  interested  to  know  something  of  the  first  brother 
to  whom  these  things  were  revealed. 

Brother  Pollock  was  bom  in  Bellefontaine,  Logan  County,  Ohio, 
on  June  8, 1834.    After  studying  theology  for  a  time  at  the  Geneva 
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GARNETT  Covciianter  College,  in 

POLLOCK  Northwood,    Ohio,    he 

entered  Miami  College 
in   the  class  of   1858, 
which  included  upon  its 
roll  four  other  Sigma 
Chis,   among    them 
Founders    Lockwood 
and   Scobey.    From 
Miami  he  received  the 
degrees  of  B.A.  and 
M.A.,  and,  in  later 
years,  the  same  institu- 
tion gave  him  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  D.D., 
in    recognition    of   his 
ripe  scholarship  and 
distinguished  service  as 
a   minister   of   Christ. 
After  graduation.  Bro- 
ther Pollock  attended 
for    two    years    the 
Western    Theological 
Seminary  at  Allegheny, 
Pa.    Not  until  eight  years  later,  however,  was  he  able  to  gratify 
his  desire  of  entering  the  clergy.    In  the  intervening  years  much 
valuable  experience  came  to  him  as  a  teacher,  first  at  Augusta 
College,  Ky.,  and  later  in  the  Okan  Seminary  at  Shelbyville,  111. 
Of  the  latter  institution  he  was  elected  president,  a  position  which 
he  filled  with  distinction. 

Despite  his  success  as  a  school  man,  however.  Brother  Pollock 
was  determined  to  follow  his  early  intention  of  dedicating  his  life 
to  the  church,  and  in  1868  we  find  him  undertaking  the  tasks  and 
duties  of  a  Presbyterian  divine  at  Prairie  Bud,  111.  His  work  in 
this  state  alone  was  destined  to  stretch  over  a  period  of  fifty  years. 
He  had  been  at  Prairie  Bud  but  a  year  when  he  was  called  to 
Effingham,  in  the  same  state.    Here  he  found  a  small  church,  but 
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through  his  strong  personality  and  earnest  devotion  he  succeeded 
in  extending  its  influence  to  such  an  extent  that  when  he  left 
twelve  years  later  to  take  up  a  new  pastoral  charge,  the  greater  part 
of  the  citizens  were  communicants  of  his  church.  In  1877  he 
accepted  a  call  to  Mendota,  HI.,  a  pastorate  which  claimed  his 
services  for  thirteen  years. 

The  crowning  work  of  his  ministry  was  at  Elgin,  HI.,  where  he 
devoted  twenty  years  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  church.  The  love 
and  appreciation  of  his  parishioners  here  for  his  unselfish  interest 
and  work  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  after  his  retirement  from 
active  work  in  the  clergy  and  removal  to  High  Point,  N.C.,  he  was 
asked  to  serve  as  pastor  emeritus  of  the  House  of  Hope  at  Elgin 
as  long  as  he  should  live. 

From  19  ID  imtil  his  death  he  Uved  in  High  Point  with  his  two 
sons,  DeCourcy  Marcellus  Pollock,  Alpha  Zeta  1902,  and  G.  A. 
Pollock,  Jr.  Throughout  his  life,  Brother  Pollock  was  most  loyal 
to  the  Fraternity,  and  every  Sigma  Chi  was  a  welcome  visitor  in  his 
home.  Many  brothers  will  recall  that  for  thirty-nine  years  the 
original  cipher  ritual  was  in  his  keeping,  having  been  so  intrusted 
upon  the  dissolution  of  Alpha  in  1858. 

While  on  a  recent  visit  to  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Frank  B.  Myers, 
of  Milwaukee,  Brother  Pollock  ^yas  taken  suddenly  ill,  and  after  a 
few  days,  on  September  4,  1916,  passed  peacefully  away.  He 
siurvived  his  faithful  wife  by  but  a  few  years. 

Thus,  after  forty-two  years  of  life  spent  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
cause  of  the  Cross  and  in  devotion  to  the  service  of  the  Presby- 
terian church.  Brother  Pollock,  first  initiate  of  Sigma  Chi,  at  the 
ripe  old  age  of  eighty-two,  passed  to  his  reward,  having  worn  for 
sixty-one  years  the  White  Cross  of  Sigma  Chi,  without  soiling  the 
purity  of  its  whiteness  or  dimming  the  luster  of  its  gold.

LIEUTENANT  RICHARD  CASWELL  SAUFLEY,  U.S.N., 
I  Zeta  Zeta  1905,  died  at  the  Naval  Aeronautic  Station,  Pensa- 
cola,  Florida,  on  June  9,  1916. 

He  was  bom  at  Stamford,  Ky.,  December  i,  1884.  On  June  11, 
1904,  he  was  appointed  a  midshipman  at  the  Naval  Academy,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1908.  After  several  years  of  service  at 
sea  he  was  detailed  to  aviation  on  October  31,  1913,  and  as  an 
actual  flyer  of  heavier-than-air  craft  on  January  2,  1914.  On 
March  22,  1915,  he  completed  his  quaUflcations  as  a  ''Naval 
Aviator"  and  was  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  as  a 
"Navy  Pilot,"  receiving  certificate  No.  8. 

While  yet  a  "student  naval  aviator,"  in  1914,  he  took  part  in  a 
number  of  important  flights  at  Vera  Cruz.  From  the  time  he 
took  hold  of  aviation  work  he  became  an  enthusiast  on  the  subject, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  had  already  become  recognized  as  the 
best  flyer  in  the  Navy. 

He  was  a  careful,  conscientious  worker  and  studied  aviation  in 
all  of  its  aspects.  For  a  long  time  he  held  the  position  as  chief 
instructor  at  Pensacola.  In  the  course  of  his  work  he  made  steady 
progress  as  a  flyer  and  carried  on  many  experiments  involving 
considerable  danger,  in  order  to  demonstrate  the  behavior  of  air 
craft  under  all  conditions. 

At  Pensacola  he  broke  a  niunber  of  aviation  records  for  altitude 
with  a  hydro-aeroplane.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  just  beaten 
his  previous  record  of  an  eight-hour  flight.  He  met  his  death  at  the 
end  of  this  flight,  when  some  of  the  fittings  of  the  aeroplane  carried 
away  and  put  the  machine  out  of  his  control. 

His  loss  is  a  serious  one  to  the  naval  service  and  to  the  fraternity 

He  is  survived  by  his  father  and  mother,  who  reside  at  Stam- 
ford, Ky.,  and  by  his  wife,  Helen  O'Rear  Saufley,  of  Frankfort,  Ky.

MELISH  PEACE  PRAYER  LOST 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Oct  19.— (SpedaL)— 
Not  since  the  general  convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  has  been  in 


session  has  there  been  such  an  outburst 
of  dissent  as  greeted  Rev.  John  H.  Melish 
[ZeU  Psi  1895],  rector  of  Holy  Trinity 
Church,  Brooklyn,  when  he  demanded 
the  prayers  for  the  army  and  navy  in  the 
prayer  book  be  stricken  out 

"I  desire  to  oppose  the  adoption  of  the 
prayers  for  the  army  and  navy,"  Mr.  Mel- 
ish said  in  his  address.  "If  we  adopt 
these  prayers,  we  will  do  an  injury  to  the 
youth  of  this  nation  which  will  be  irrepar- 
able. As  a  man  thinks  in  his  heart  so 
is  he.  If  you  make  the  suggestions  these 
prayers  offer,  you  will  bring  destruction 
on  this  nation  such  as  is  now  over- 
whelming the  nations  across  the  sea." 

An  outburst  of  "Nol  Nol  No!"  arose 
from  all  parts  of  the  house.  There  was 
great  confusion,  while  the  chairman 
rapped  repeatedly  for  order. 

"The  prayer  is  of  no  vision," 
continued  Mr.  Melish.  "What  do  you 
believe  by  the  term  the  Holy  Catholic 
church?  Do  you  not  mean  we  are  one 
family? 

"These  prayers  arc  without  sense. 
The  prayer  for  the  army  asks  for  the 
soldier  to  'serve  without  reproach.'  A 
soldier  cannot  serve  without  rq>roach. 
There  is  no  Christianity  in  these  prayers. 
They  belong  to  the  old  Jewish  age  when 
Joshua  prayed  for  conquest  over  the 
Canaanites.  These  prayers  talk  the 
old  language  of  hate." 

Mr.  Melish  then  offered  a  prayer  which 
he  said  could  be  offered  for  soldiers  and 
sailors,  but  not  for  the  army  and  navy. 
He  was  defeated,  after  sharp  debate,  by 
a  large  majority. — Chicago  Tribnno, 
October  20.

Magatme  to  explain  why  he  could  not  be  present  at  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  the  University,  which  occurred  in  June.    He  sajrs: 

I  am  writing  you  on  some  of  my  official  stationery  to  show  you  what  a  high  guy 
I  am.  S.V.C.  stands  for  Shanghai  Volunteer  Corps.  I  joined  this  company  three 
3rean  ago,  and  because  of  my  training  in  drilling  aroxmd  the  campus,  and  as  a  result 
ol  my  study  of  commissary  at  the  Commons,  and  in  consequence  of  the  high  aim  I 
developed  in  English  HI,  I  rose  rapidly  in  rank  to  the  position  of  second  in  command. 
And  now,  since  the  Captain  saw  fit  to  resign  a  few  weeks  ago,  I  find  myself  in  command 
of  a  bunch  of  75  of  as  fi^e  Americans  as  one  would  wish  to  meet  anywhere.  We  have 
among  us  graduates  of  some  of  our  best  colleges  and  technical  schoob,  in  various  lines 
of  wo^  here,  in  which  the  Standard  Oil  Company  leads. 
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And  let  me  tell  you  this  is  no  quiet  little  militia  company  with  only  pretty  uni- 
fonns.  We  have  to  keep  in  fighting  trim  all  the  time.  About  two  weeks  ago  I  was 
roused  out  of  my  warm  and  downy  couch  with  the  cheery  order  from  the  Commandant 
of  this  Corps  to  mobilize  the  American  Company  at  once— and  that  was  at  2  km. 
We  did  it  all  right  and  so  did  fourteen  other  units,  and  within  an  hour's  time  there 
were  about  i,xoo  men  in  uniform  and  under  arms  manning  various  strategic  points 
around  this  settlement  What  was  the  trouble  ?  Well,  only  a  bunch  of  rebels  who 
had  the  night  before  pulled  a  coup  de  main  on  one  of  the  Chinese  gunboats  in  the  har- 
bor, captured  it,  steamed  up  the  river  and  began  pumping  shells  into  the  Shanghai 
ArsenaL 

During  the  second  revolution  in  1913  the  company  had  several  days'  continuous 
secvice  under  arms,  including  the  capture  of  a  rebel  garrison  without  bloodshed  but 
with  great  potentialities  therefor. 

A  good  many  of  the  belligerents  of  Europe  are  represented  in  the  corps,  there 
being  English,  German,  Austrian,  and  Japanese  units,  and  Italian.  We  neutrals  have 
to  keep  them  friendly  so  that  they  will  not  shoot  each  other  ^en  we  are  called  out. 
The  feeling  is  very  strong  and  we  do  not  turn  out  together  unless  there  is  some  emer- 
gency. 

I  hope  to  be  on  the  campus  by  June,  19x7,  when  I  expect  to  re-enter  Rush  and 
finish  my  medical  course.

Dr.  R.  W.  Crawford,  thirty-seven  years  old,  chief  surgeon  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad,  with  headquarters  in  Rocky  Mount,  N.C.,  died  yesterday  afternoon 
at  his  former  home  in  Strasbuig.    He  was  never  married.    He  was  a  graduate  of 
Washington  and  Lee  University,  Lexington,  and  of  the  University  of  Maryland. 


Robert  P.  Lewis,  Delta  Chi  1893,  died  in  Havre,  Mont.,  on  September  5, 
1916. 

The  Missoula,  Mont.,  Missoulian  of  September  6, 1916,  says: 

R.  P.  Lewis,  editor  of  the  Havre  Promoter^  is  dead.  He  served  in  the  Montana 
legislature  and  was  a  pioneer  editor,  having  founded  the  Havre  Plaindealer. 

R.  P.  Lewis  was  one  of  the  best-known  and  best-liked  newspaper  men  in  the  state, 
and  was  identified  with  the  development  of  northern  Montana  from  the  days  when  it 
was  simply  a  range  for  cattle  and  sheep.  Endowed  with  an  original  mind  and  facile 
pen,  his  writings  were  widely  quoted  in  the  state,  and  friends  often  urged  Mr,  Lewis 
to  seek  a  wider  field  in  the  East,  but  he  loved  the  wind-swept  plains  of  northern 
Montana  too  much  to  leave  them. 


John  W.  Thackston,  Sigma  Sigma  1873,  died  in  Raleigh,  Va.,  on  April  6, 

1916. 

The  Raleigh  Times  of  April  7, 1916,  sa)rs  of  Brother  Thackston: 

J.  W.  Thackston,  for  over  twenty-five  years  one  of  Raleigh's  most  prominent 

citizens,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  on  North  Person  St.,  Thursday  night  at  9:30 

o'clock. 
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A  native  of  Virgmia,  Mr.  Thackston  was  66  years  of  age.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow  and  five  chfldren.  Mr.  Thackston  had  traveled  for  the  American  Book  Com- 
pany for  many  years  and  was  well  known  thnmghout  North  Carolina  and  many  of 
the  southern  states.  He  was  extremely  quiet  and  imftftsiiming  in  manner,  but  he  had 
made  many  friends,  and  was  highly  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him. 


Haksy  Bennet  English,  Kappa  1912,  died  in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  on 
August  6, 1916. 

The  Wilkes-Barre  Record  of  August  10  said,  in  part : 

Mr.  English's  life,  while  short,  was  well-lived.  It  was  characteristic  of  him  to 
spread  sunshine  and  gladness  in  the  hearts  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

He  was  bom  in  Carverton,  February  13, 1892,  where  he  received  his  first  schooling. 
From  Carverton  his  parents  moved  to  Wyoming,  where  he  finished  his  high-school 
education.  He  entered  Bucknell  University  in  the  fall  of  1908  and  was  graduated  with 
first  honors  of  his  class. 

The  following  year  he  took  a  position  as  principal  of  the  Bamesboro  High  School, 
which  he  held  for  two  years,  leaving  Bamesboro  for  a  more  lucrative  position  at 
Patton,  Pa.  During  February  last,  while  living  at  Patton,  Mr.  English  was  stricken 
with  tuberculosis,    ffis  physician  immediately  sent  him  to  a  sanitiuium  at  Cresson. 

He  was  to  have  been  married  to  Miss  Helen  A.  Bell,  of  Patton,  Pa.,  who  reached 
his  side  shortly  before  death  claimed  him.

Ralph  B.  Little,  Kappa  1889,  died  in  Montrose,  Pa.,  on  June  16, 1916. 
Brother  Little's  death  came  as  a  severe  blow  to  Kappa  Cluster.    He  was 
stricken  with  acute  indigestion  and  died  after  a  very  brief  illness. 
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Judge  Little  was  bom  in  Montrose,  November  8,  1865.  His  education 
was  received  in  the  Montrose  Academy,  Keystone  Academy  at  Factorville, 
and  Bucknell  University.  He  studied  law  with  his  father,  and  at  the  age  of 
twenty-four  was  admitted  to  practice  at  the  Susquehanna  County  Bar.  When 
thirty-three  years  of  age  he  was  elected  district  attorney,  holding  the  office 
for  two  terms.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Republican  County  Committee  from 
1899  until  1908.  After  the  death  of  Judge  D.  W.  Searle  in  November,  1907, 
Mr.  Little  was  i^pointed  judge  by  Governor  Stuart,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 
The  following  year  he  was  elected  by  a  majority  of  over  3,000  votes  to  thb 
office.  He  was  active  in  the  interests  of  the  Bi^tist  chiuth  of  the  city  of 
Montrose,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Odd  Fellows  fraternities. 

The  Montrose  ReptMican  has  this  to  say  of  him  editorially: 

Judge  Little  was  a  good  judge.  He  upheld  the  tradition  and  dignity  of  the 
county  bench,  on  yrhXck  sat  Judges  Searle,  McCollum,  Jessup,  Streeter,  and  other 
jurists  who  have  been  celebrated  for  their  wisdom  and  justice.  Judge  Little's  name 
wHl  be  honored  and  reverenced  by  posterity.  His  position  will  be  well  in  the  fore- 
front of  the  county's  line  of  illustrious  judges. 

Buckndl  lost  a  strong  alumnus  through  the  death  of  Brothef  Little  and 
Ki4^  has  lost  one  of  its  most  respected  alumni.

Robert  M.  Darlington,  Kappa  i903,died  at  William^>ort,Pa.,on  June  21, 
19x6. 

Death  struck  a  hard  blow  to  Kappa  Chapter  when  it  claimed  one  of  its 
most  prominent  alumni  in  the  person  of  Brother  Robert  M.  Darlington,  who 
passed  away  in  the  Koser  Ho^ital  in  William^>ort,  on  Jtme  21, 1916. 

Brother  Darlington  was  bom  in  1883.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schoob  of  Lewisburg  and  attended  Bucknell  University  up  to  his  Senior  year, 
following  which  he  went  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  was  employed  by  the  North 
American^  and  later  by  the  Record,  in  the  advertising  department.  He  later 
represented  the  Provident  Life  and  Trust  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Fidelity 
Casualty  Co.,  of  New  York.  For  several  years  past  he  has  been  employed  as  a 
derk  in  the  Lewisburg  National  Bank,  and  for  five  years  as  manager  of  the 
Orpheiun  Tlieater.  He  was  a  member  of  Lewisburg  Lodge  No.  96,  I.O.O.F. 
He  was  secretary  of  the  Lewisbiu^  Chautauqua  Association;  treasurer  of  the 
Presbyterian  Sunday  school,  and  active  in  all  departments  of  church  work; 
president  of  the  Boosters'  Association  of  Lewisburg,  composed  of  business  and 
professional  men;  and  an  active  and  enthusiastic  supporter  of  athletics  at 
Bucknell. 

He  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity 
in  the  state.  He  was  chaste  and  kind  and  courtly  always,  and  at  the  same 
time  manly  and  chivalrous  to  a  d^ree  that  marked  him  as  the  most  popular

Fs£EMAN  G.  Teed,  Ki^pa  1873,  died  in  Los  Angeles,  CaL,  on  August  2, 
X916. 

Colonel  Teed  graduated  from  Bucknell  University  in  the  class  of  1873, 
read  law  with  the  firm  of  Linn  &  Dill,  and  then  went  West.  He  made  his 
home  in  Los  Angeles  and  soon  became  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  that  munici- 
pality. He  was  a  member  of  the  society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  of 
California,  and  received  the  title  of  colonel  in  the  Texas  Rangers.  He  was  a 
most  prominent  member  of  the  Knights  Ten^lar  and  was  ex-mayor  of  Los 
Angdes. 

Brother  Teed  was  ever  loyal  to  Bucknell.  He  was  president  of  the  Buck- 
nell  Ahunni  Association  of  California.  His  enthusiastic  interest  in  his  Alma 
Mater  was  attested  by  the  fact  that  on  several  occasions  he  journeyed  from 
California  to  Lewisburg  to  attend  the  coounencement  exercises.  His  last 
visit  was  in  1913,  when  he  came  to  commencement  to  be  present  at  his  dass 
reunion.  All  the  Bucknell  men  in  the  city  attended  the  funeral  of  Colonel 
Teed. 

Brother  Teed  was  a  leading  member  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  and  was 
a  devoted  promoter  of  its  welfare.  He  was  popular  among  the  active  members 
and  the  alumni  of  Kai^Mt  Cluster,  who  feel  that  they  have  lost  a  staunch 
friend  and  a  member  mdio  never  ceased  to  be  ''one  of  the  bo3rs"  in  his  interest 
in  the  chapter. 

The  Lewisburg,  Pa.,  Saturday  News  of  September  23  quotes  from  the  reso- 
lutions passed  by  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the  state  of  California,  as 
follows: 

As  a  testimonial  to  his  sterling  character  and  his  spl^ulid  attributes,  there  should 
be  preserved  for  him  the  courageous  and  kindly  words  which  he  spoke  to  Orra  Eugene 
Monette,  just  a  week  before  his  death,  when  the  latter  called  upon  him  at  the  California 
Ho^itaL  He  said:  "Orra,  you  know  I  have  to  go,  and  I  have  been  looking  back  over 
the  record.  It  is  not  a  bad  one;  I  have  made  a  few  mistakes,  but  the  record  is  clean. 
I  have  never  stepped  on  anybody's  toes  and  I  have  always  tried  to  drop  a  piece  of 
dieese  in  the  poor  and  hungry  man's  pocket.  Orra,  I  have  to  go,  but  say  for  me  that 
life  has  been  pleasant  and  I  go  down  with  colors  flying.''

At  present  the  Freshman  varsity  is  almost  entirely  composed  of 
Sigma  Chi  Freshmen.  Pledge  "Tubby"  Howard,  at  full-back,  was 
the  team's  unanimous  choice  for  captain.

In  the  honor  market,  Missouri's  chapter  has  been  equally  successful, 
"  Mike '  *  Giltner  holding  down  an  end  position  on  the  varsity  football  team 
and  Pledge  Ralph  "Chuck"  Wilson,  while  ineligible  for  the  varsity, 
bidding  fair  for  a  place  on  the  19 17  squad.  Giltner  and  Accola  were 
elected  to  the  student  council,  Curtman  Maupin  to  the  student  senate, 
Erie  and  Merle  Duffield  received  their  conmiissions  recently  as  captains 
of  the  imiversity  cadet  corps,  and  also  were  selected  for  places  on  the 
Missouri  glee  club.  Frank  King  and  the  writer  slid  into  the  two 
managing  editors'  chairs — the  former  on  the  Daily  Missourian  and  the 
latter  on  the  Saviktr,  the  annual.  In  a  rather  exciting  election  Willis 
Yale  was  made  assistant  cheer-leader  for  the  1916  season. 

While  Xi  Xi's  social  season  seldom  opens  before  December,  we  had 
occasion,  on  October  7,  to  entertain  several  members  of  Tau  Tau  Chapter 
who  came  to  Colimibia  for  the  Washington-Missouri  football  game  on 
that  date.  A  possimi  himt  on  Hinkson  Creek  was  the  form  of  enter- 
tainment selected,  and,  netting  one  possum  and  one  coon,  in  addition 
to  a  great  evening  for  hosts  and  guests,  it  was  pronounced  "keen"  by 
all  who  attended.

Beta  Xi  Chapter  begins  its  first  year  in  Sigma  Chi  with  twelve 
active  men  and  eight  pledges  that  as  all  round  Sig  material  might  well 
be  considered  a  standard  for  any  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  college  year  it  was  found  necessary,  owing 
to  the  inadequacy  of  the  house  at  that  time,  to  have  it  completely 
remodeled,  and  a  very  substantial  addition  has  been  made.

Nast,  in  case  it  should  become  advisable  to  introduce  such  material 
into  the  rarefied  pages  of  Vogue  or  Vanity  Fair,  would  merely  call 
in  Messrs.  Underwood  and  Underwood  and  the  Brown  Brothers, 
and  when  the  issue  reached  the  news-stands  the  story  wotdd  be 
embellished  with  delectable  photographs  entitled  "President 
Judson  in  a  Chinese  Joss  House,"  "President  Vincent  Riding  to 
Hounds,"  "President  Hughes  and  a  Fair  Co-Ed,"  and  so  forth. 
Make  your  own  titles.  Lack  of  acquaintance  with  the  Under- 
wood and  Brown  boys  and  distance  from  Grand  Praetor  Smith's 
town  make  this  procedure  in  our  case  impossible.  But  for  the 
information  of  whom  it  may  concern  we  add  our  opinion  to  that  of 
Secretary  Stokes  to  the  effect  that  the  sheaf  of  correspondence 
between  our  General  Office  and  the  various  xuiiversity  presidents, 
recently  undertaken  at  the  behest  of  Chairman  Heath,  represents 
the  most  valuable  movement  Sigma  Chi  has  launched  in  years. 

These  gentlemen  realize  that  whether  the  fraternity  as  it  now 
exists  is  a  factor  for  good  is  not  nearly  as  important  as  the  admitted 
fact  that  it  can  be  made  one.  Let  us  all  join,  then,  in  the  movement 
to  make  it  so.    With  each  fraternity  doing  its  utmost  and  accepting 
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the  willing  help  of  the  national  Conference  and  of  the  authorities 
of  all  of  the  colleges  it  should  be  possible  before  long  to  go  the 
full  distance. 

One  sentence  in  one  letter  contains  important  possibilities: 

I  believe  that  it  will  raise  the  standing  of  fraternities  in  the  estimation  of 
the  faculty  and  authorities  if  the  fraternities  will  take  the  initiative  in  getting 
rid  of  the  bad  students  instead  of  leaving  the  matter  to  the  college. 

You  wag  your  head.  But  why  not  ?  Only  the  other  day  a  man 
was  expelled  from  Sigma  Chi  for  failure  to  pay  his  chapter  bills. 
What  chapter — ^what  fraternity — ^would  have  taken  such  a  step 
a  generation  ago  ?  And  yet,  fundamentally,  scholarship,  morals, 
right  living,  are  more  important  in  their  deep  effect  on  the  group 
than  the  activities  of  an  occasional  dead-beat.  To  be  the  power 
for  good  which  we  can  be  we  must  be  in  every  sense  every  brother's 
keq)er.  We  must  strive  to  make  each  man  of  greatest  value  to 
himself,  to  his  college,  and  therefore,  automatically,  to  us.  The 
day  is  close  at  hand  when  we  shall  say  to  the  man  who  does  not  heed, 
"Get  out!  There  is  another  man  waiting  who  will  listen  and 
profit."  Then  indeed  will  the  fraternity  have  found  the  place  of 
service.

The  faculty  of  Washington  Univer- 
sity has  placed  the  entire  University  at 
our  disposal,  and  while,  of  course,  we  are  not  going  to  dispose  of 
it,  we  do  propose  to  dispense  its  hospitalities  and  conveniences. 
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Several  months  ago  a  committee  was  appointed  to  look  into  this 
matter.  After  the  purposes  and  character  of  the  Convention  had 
been  explained  to  the  University  authorities,  Chancellor  Hall 
extended  to  the  Fraternity  an  invitation  to  occupy  any  and  all 
buildings  on  the  campus  which  might  be  required  for  the  Conven- 
tion or  the  accommodation  of  the  delegates  or  guests. 

The  business  sessions  will  be  held  in  Francis  Gymnasium,  and 
the  historic  literary  program  as  well  as  the  post-Grand-Chapter 
religious  services  will  be  held  in  Graham  Memorial,  the  campus 
chapel,  a  gem  of  architectural  beauty  and  design.  In  addition  to 
these  buildings,  the  University  has  agreed  to  turn  over  to  us  the 
three  big  dormitories.  Tower,  Liggett,  and  McMillan  halls,  which 
will  accommodate  about  three  hxmdred  persons.  Well-equipped 
tents  will  take  care  of  the  overflow.  Separate  accommodations  with 
more  tasty  appointments  will  serve  the  married  folk,  the  ladies, 
and  the  fastidious.  The  conmiittee  is  now  making  arrangements 
to  furnish  linen  and  service,  and  we  shall  be  able  to  accommodate 
the  larger  proportion  of  the  visitors  on  the  grounds.  It  will  give 
us  greater  freedom  and  privacy  than  if  we  had  hired  a  hotel  for 
our  meeting — ^and  at  five  dollars  per  person  for  the  entire  Grand 
Chapter.  In  addition,  a  competent  St.  Louis  catering  company 
will  have  charge  of  the  culinary  and  will  provide  good  food  at 
moderate  prices. 

Two  St.  Louis  golf  clubs  will  be  open  to  the  visitors,  and  the 
tennis  courts  on  the  campus  of  the  University  will  be  available. 
The  public  golf  links.  Art  Museum,  and  Historical  Society  are 
within  walking  distance  of  the  University. 

Convention  visitors  are  always  agreeably  surprised  at  the  enter- 
tainment facilities  of  the  Mound  City.  Delegates  to  the  recent 
National  Democratic  Convention  last  June  were  eloquent  in  praise 
of  the  dinners,  theater  parties,  trips  to  local  country  clubs,  inspec- 
tion of  large  manuf acttiring  establishments,  afternoons  at  two  major 
league  ball  parks,  and  other  relaxations  tendered  them  by  St. 
Louisans. 

There  are  to  be  seen  also  the  great  Jefferson  Memorial  Museum, 
the  Municipal  Art  Gallery,  Forest  Park,  the  country  estate  of 
August  A.  Busch — General  Grant's   farm — the   largest  outdoor 
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swimming-pool  in  the  United  States,  and  some  of  the  finest  small 
ones,  the  greatest  brewery  in  the  world,  residence  places  among  the 
most  beautiful  in  the  country,  golf  links  where  the  fiend  is  lured 
from  hole  to  hole  until  dinner  gets  cold.  And  not  to  overlook  the 
thing  nearest  us,  the  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  in  the  wonderful 
Tudor  Gothic  buildings  of  Washington  University,  situated  on  the 
site  of  the  recent  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  enjoying  a  view 


nanoie  satistactoruy  au  Dusmess  sessions  ot  tne  convention,  so 
that  there  will  be  no  time  lost  by  members  being  compelled  to 
travel  to  different  sections  of  the  dty  for  meetings,  as  has  been  true 
of  many  conventions  in  the  past. 

St.  Louis  has  all  of  these  things  and  she  is  proud  of  them.  She 
is  determined  that  visitors  shall  enjoy  them — and  as  an  old  southern 
dty  she  has  a  reputation  for  open-heartedness  that  she  tries  not 
simply  to  maintain,  but  to  augment.  While  it  is  not  the  policy 
of  St.  Louisans  to  discuss  this  matter  of  hospitality  at  length,  the 
words  of  former  visitors  may  be  admitted  as  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  St.  Louis  makes  you  feel  at  home.  She  has  always  maintained 
a  solidtude  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  her  visitors  which  has 
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won  many  a  grateful  expression  of  pleasure,  and  she  offers  her 
unstinted  best  to  the  host  of  Sigma  Chi  at  the  Convention  next 
summer.

DETAILS  OF  THE  ENTERTAINMENT  PLANS 

The  main  amusement  of  the  first  day  will  be  the  automobile 
trip  around  the  city.  We  shall  visit  the  famous  Shaw's  Garden,  for 
further  particulars  of  which  see  Encyclopaedia  Briiannica,  Here 
will  be  seen  the  botanical  wonders  and  idiosyncrades  of  the  world. 

The  old  Court  House,  where  slaves  were  sold  before  the  Civil 
War,  will  be  visited.  This  Court  House  is  immortalized  in  The 
Crisis  of  Winston  Churchill.  It  is  the  same  court  where  the  epoch- 
making  Dred  Scott  case  was  originally  filed  in  1854.  In  the  comer 
of  the  Court  House  yard  will  be  seen  a  granite  tablet  marking  the 
starting-point  of  the  famous  transcontinental  Lewis  and  Clark 
Expedition  in  1814. 

We  shall  tour  the  business  district  of  St.  Louis  and  see  the 
largest  office  building,  in  point  of  floor  space,  in  the  world; 
the  largest  banking  institution  west  of  the  Mississippi  River;  and 
The  Needle,  a  fourteen-story  office  building  only  20  feet  wide. 
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We  shall  take  a  peep  at  Eads  Bridge,  spanning  the  Father  of 
Waters,  built  in  1874,  and  considered  a  marvel  at  the  time  of  its 
construction. 

We  shall  also  take  in  Forest  Park  (1,400  acres),  the  third  largest 
mimidpal  park  in  the  United  States.  This  park  is  also  known  as 
"the  orchard,"  on  account  of  the  number  of  "pairs"  within  its 
borders.  The  Art  Museum  and  the  JeflFerson  Memorial,  the  latter 
housing  the  Missouri  Historical  Society  and  its  interesting  relics 
of  Missouri's  history,  are  optional  stops.  The  beautiful  residence 
sections  of  St.  Louis,  second  to  none  in  the  United  States,  will 
delight  the  eyes  between  stops,  and  finally  we  will  disembark  at 
Cafferata's  Garden  for  an  alfresco  dinner. 

The  literary  program,  referred  to  as  "historic,"  really  deserves 
that  overworked  adjective.  It  brings  into  the  changed  fraternity 
life  of  today  a  breath  of  the  beginnings  of  the  fraternity  idea — 
when  the  Greek-letter  groups  constituted  merely  a  new  kind  of 
literary  society  with  considerable  mystery,  secrecy,  and  some  broth- 
erhood thrown  in. 

FoUowing  the  literary  exercises  will  be  a  lawn  f£te  for  Sigs  and 
their  guests,  and  then  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  will  adjourn 
to  a  suitable  auditorium,  not  yet  definitely  decided  upon,  to  view 
the  exemplification  of  the  ritual. 

On  the  following  afternoon  the  ladies  will  have  a  luncheon  and 
bridge,  probably  at  Algonquin  Golf  Club,  and  may  tee  oflF  if  they 
have  the  form.  If  advisable  the  business  session  of  the  afternoon 
can  be  cut  short  in  order  to  allow  the  delegates  to  participate 
also. 

Of  course,  we  shall  have  a  banquet  and  listen  to  the  music  of 
the  spellbinders.  George  Ade  will  probably  spring  something  new 
— at  any  rate,  he  will  spring  something — ^and  they  say  he  is  there 
with  the  springs.  Wilbur  Allen,  who  talks  like  sweet  music; 
Charles  Ailing,  the  sage  of  Chicago,  and  Hamilton  Douglas,  the 
rage  of  Atlanta;  Joseph  Nate,  as  strong  as  a  lion  and  as  gentle  as 
a  dove;  Beauty  Smith,  better  known  as  Helen  of  Troy;  Daddy 
McClain,  and  countless  others  of  equal  fame,  but  too  numerous  to 
mixtion,  will  be  there  with  messages  which  no  loyal  Sig  can  afford 
to  miss. 
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Henning's  menagerie,  with  the  amphibious  Sigmagators  and  the 
fierce  Sigchiotes,  will  be  open  for  inspection,  with  an  adequate 
guard  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  visitors. 

The  good  times  will  officially  end  on  Saturday  evening  with  an 
old-fashioned  boat  excursion  down  the  Mississippi  River,  which  will 
revive  quaint  memories  of  Missouri's  famous  hiunorist,  Mark 
Twain.  Dinner  and  refreshments  will  be  served  on  board,  and 
dancing  will  be  compulsory.  There  will  be  a  southern  darky  quar- 
tette that  will  harmonize  and  ramble  as  we  go  steaming  down  the 
Mississippi.

On  Sunday  morning  the  convention  will  oflBidally  and  appro- 
priately dose  with  the  religious  and  memorial  service.  This  feature 
proved  a  great  success  two  years  ago  at  Stanford. 

The  lid  will  be  off  in  St.  Louis — the  lid  of  formality — and  the 
town  will  be  wide  open  in  mirth,  music,  and  fraternity  to  the  boys 
of  Sigma  Chi.  Age  and  fame,  wealth  and  poverty,  will  be  neutral- 
ized in  the  melting-pot  of  fellowship. 

ROOM  RESERVATIONS 

The  total  available  accommodations  on  the  grounds  will  care 
for  about  three  hundred  people,  and  as  it  is  expected  that  the 
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attendance  will  be  considerably  in  excess  of  this,  it  will  be  highly 
advisable  to  make  reservations  in  advance. 

The  committee  has  at  its  disposal  eighty-two  single  rooms,  thirty- 
nine  double  rooms,  and  thirty-nine  suites,  consisting  of  living-room 
and  two  small  bedrooms  arranged  in  groups  of  about  a  dozen  to 
each  separate  entry.  In  Liggett  and  Tower  halls  there  are  tub 
and  shower  baths  to  three  and  four  rooms,  and  in  McMillan  Hall 
there  is  in  addition  numing  water  in  some  of  the  rooms.  It  is 
planned  to  reserve  a  portion  of  McMillan  Hall  for  the  delegates 
and  guests  accompanied  by  ladies,  and  the  remainder  will  be  filled 
iq)  after  the  other  dormitories  have  been  reserved.

of  stars  that  had  been  the  observed  of  all  observers  since  1855. 
Wherefore,  having  been  properly  catalogued,  henceforth  it  shall 
have  a  name  and  a  place  in  our  stellar  system. 

For  several  years  many  Sigs  of  the  Middle  West  have  main- 
tained the  afi&rmative  on  the  question  of  granting  a  charter  to 
petitioners  at  the  Iowa  State  College.  Those  of  us  who  sincerely 
believed  that  the  local  conditions  were  favorable,  the  time  most 
opportune,  and  the  personnel  of  the  petitioners  beyond  criticism 
entertain  at  this  time  a  laudable  joy  and  gladness  that  our  efforts 
have  had  the  approval  of  the  fraternity  at  large. 

On  October  16,  1916,  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  granted  the 
petition  filed  by  the  Rho  Sigma  Gamma  local  for  an  active  chapter. 
The  Executive  CoDMnittee  designated  Grand  Praetor  W.  C. 
Henning,  of  St.  Louis,  and  your  scribe  as  the  official  representa- 
tives of  the  Grand  Council  to  take  charge  of  and  superintend  the 
installation  of  the  chapter. 

On  November  10  and  11,  1916,  the  formal  installation  occurred. 
The  local  chapter  house,  arranged  and  ideally  quipped  imder  the 
direction  of  Grand  Quaestor  William  V.  Brothers,  served  as  the 
theater  of  ceremonies.  Much  credit  is  also  due  Brother  Quentin 
Wallace,  Beta  Epsilon  1918,  for  his  zealous  work  and  imtiring 
energy  in  taking  care  of  the  arrangements. 

The  most  gratifying  thing  to  the  alimmi  present  was  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  active  men  of  Alpha  Eta  Chapter  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa.  Consul  Tom  Mather  of  Alpha  Eta  presided  in 
the  ceremonies  of  initiation  and  was  ably  assisted  by  his  brother 
officers.  The  ceremony  itself  was  an  inspiration,  not  only  to  the 
initiates,  but  to  the  officiating  officers  and  visiting  brothers,  and 
will,  as  the  years  go  by,  be  a  most  pleasant  memory  and  the  source 
of  renewed  inspiration  and  Sigma  Chi  spirit. 

After  all,  how  idle,  how  inadequate  are  words  in  portraying 
such  a  scene! 

How  can  one  express  the  deep  significance  of  the  sacred  rite 
of  initiation  ?  How  can  one  describe  the  unalloyed  joy,  the  heart 
throb,  the  reciprocal  feeling  and  greetings  at  the  initial  handclasp, 
the  appeal  to  the  finer  sensibilities  and  their  response  at  the  con- 
clusion!   An  attempt  would  be  a  failure  in  the  beginning. 
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On  Saturday  evening  after  the  election  of  oflBicers  for  the  new 
chapter  the  ceremonies  of  initiation  ended  with  a  banquet  at  the 
Hotel  Sheldon  Mium.  Everyone  pronounced  it  a  most  successful 
affair,  viewed  gastronomically  as  well  as  intellectually.  There  are 
some  who  can  tell  a  story  as  easily  as  one  can  peel  a  banana,  and 
some  who  are  adept  at  making  an  after-dinner  speech — "which  is 
the  art  of  saying  nothing  as  briefly  as  possible."  Both  "somes" 
were  present  and  there  were  others.  Withal  it  was  a  most  happy 
occasion. 

Brother  William  V.  Brothers  was  in  the  toastmaster's  chair, 
and  it  seemed  to  all  present  that  fraternal  duty  commanded  him 
to  fulfil  to  the  fullest  extent  within  his  power  the  mission  which 
the  favor  of  his  brothers  imposed  upon  him.  His  batteries  were 
fully  charged  and  his  carburetor  was  properly  adjusted. 

Space  will  not  permit  me  to  outline  the  many  nice  things,  the 
almost-^ice  things,  the  somewhat  trite  things,  and  the  very  right 
things  that  were  said  on  the  evening  in  question. 

To  the  beautiful  accompaniments  of  Brothers  Lindsay  and 
McKay  there  was  a  joyful  noise  made,  including  the  singing  of 
"My  Name  is  Sigma  Chi,  Sir,"  and  concluding  with  the  Alpha 
Eta's  last  verse,  which  should  find  a  place  in  the  revised  Song-Book: 

And  when  in  after-years  to  come 
We  toss  our  infants  high, 
We'll  teach  them  that  the  alphabet 
Begins  with  Sigma  Chi,  etc. 

The  spirit  of  true  fraternity  and  loyal  friendship  was  there. 
There  was  a  recognition  that  man's  greatest  purpose  is  served  in 
feUowship  with  human  hearts,  and  that  true  nobility  comprises 
right  living,  moral  courage,  and  honest  endeavor.  The  incidents 
of  Beta  Qmicron's  installation  will  always  remain  with  us  as 
endearing  memories. 

To  the  good  old  state  of  Iowa  we  gave  the  toast: 

Land  of  com  and  milk  and  honey, 

Milk  of  human  kindness,  too, 
Good  old  Hawkeye  State,  here's  wishing 

Health  and  wealth  and  luck  to  you. 
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To  the  Sigs: 

Here's  wishing  that  every  good  Sig 

May  be  able  to  soar  so  high 
He  can  enter  the  Chapter  of  Heaven 

Without  being  caUed  on  to  die.

Sigma  Chi,  in  establishing  the  Beta  Omicron  Chapter  at  Iowa 
State  College,  has  put  a  chapter  in  what  is  probably  the  most 
rapidly  growing  state  institution  in  the  country.    Held  in  high

esteem  by  all  people  familiar  with  its  work,  Iowa  State  has  finally 

pushed  herself  to  a  pre-eminent  place  among  our  best  institutions. 

A  sympathetic  legislature  has  recognized  the  needs  of  Ames, 

and  finances  have  not  been  a  limiting  factor.    Since  the  Rho 
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Sigma  Gamma  men  petitioned,  a  graduate  school  has  been  estab- 
lished, where  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  is  granted.  The 
best  landscape  architect  in  the  country  continues  to  work  in  the 
beautification  of  the  campus.    Iowa  State  is  indeed  a  ripe  field  for 
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axrcessible  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  An  electric  railway  connects 
Ames  and  the  college.  The  Fort  Dodge,  Des  Moines  &  Southern 
Railway  (electric),  with  stations  on  the  campus,  gives  efficient 
service  to  the  college  and  connections  with  the  various  trunk  lines 
of  the  state  at  Des  Moines,  40  miles  away.

Ames  is  a  most  desirable  town  for  wholesome  college  influences. 
Its  people  are  thrifty,  enterprising,  and  cordial.  The  town  has 
a  good  city  government,  an  excellent  system  of  public  schools, 
numerous  churches,  waterworks,  and  electric  lights.  Ames  and  the 
college  are  on  cordial  terms,  and  its  citizens  seek  to  promote  the 
efforts  of  the  students  and  the  highest  interests  of  the  college. 
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The  income  of  the  college  at  the  present  time  is  derived  from 
several  sources,  namely:  the  national  government,  the  state,  the 
fees  of  the  students,  and  the  sale  of  goods  from  the  college  farms, 
etc.    This  income  for  the  fiscal  year  1915-16  was  as  follows:

The  entire  college  domain  consists  of  1,342  acres,  185  acres  of 
which  are  set  apart  for  college  groimds.  These  include  the  experi- 
mental plots,  the  young  forestry  plantations,  the  surroimdings 
of  professors'  dwellings,  and  the  central  campus  with  its  beautiful 
walks  and  drives,  its  trees,  shrubbery,  and  flower  gardens,  and  its 
large  and  stately  buildings.  The  true  principles  of  landscape 
gardening  have  been  so  faithfully  observed  in  the  gardening  and 
in  the  locations  of  the  buildings  and  drives  as  to  make  the  entire 
campus  a  large  and  beautiful  park.  Over  fifty  commodious  build- 
ings besides  the  dwelling-houses  and  the  buildings  for  farm  stock, 
machinery,  and  work  have  been  erected  by  the  state  for  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  the  various  departments  of  the  college.  All  these 
buildings  are  steam  heated  from  a  central  heating-plant,  lighted 
by  electricity,  and  supplied  with  pure  water.  The  total  value  of 
the  college  property  is  $3,973,770.69. 

The  college  at  present  grants  Bachelors',  Masters',  and  Doctors' 
degrees  in  the  following  subjects:

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The  educational  work  of  the  institution  is  under  the  direction 
of  President  Raymond  A.  Pearson  and  the  six  deans  of  the  jimior- 
coUege  divisions  of  agriculture,  engineering,  veterinary  medicine, 
iadustrial  science,  home  economics,  and  graduate  school. 

The  instructing  staff  working  imder  these  heads  of  depart- 
ments consists  of  thirty-eight  professors,  fifty-five  associate  pro- 
fessors, forty-four  assistant  professors,  one  himdred  instructors, 
thirty-two  assistants,  twenty-eight  fellows,  and  eighteen  student 
assistants. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  college  only  on  passing  enrolment 
examinations  or  on  the  presentation  of  graduation  credits  from  an 


accredited  high  school.    The  number  of  regularly  enrolled  college 
students  last  year  was  as  follows:

In  addition  to  these  there  are  about  800  students  who  attend 
summer  sessions  and  are  not  coimted  in  making  up  the  enrolment. 

The  college  is  represented  by  sixteen  chapters  of  the  various 
national  fraternities.    These  include  Sigma  Nu,  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
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Sigma  Alpha  EpsUon,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
ELappa  Sigma,  Acacia,  Theta  Xi  (engineering).  Delta  Tau  I>elta, 
Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Delta  Upsilon,  Pi  Kappa 
Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Alpha  Gamma  Rho  (agricultural),  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  oldest  of  the  present 
chapters,  Sigma  Nu,  was  foimded  in  1904,  just  twelve  years  ago. 

With  regard  to  the  attitude  of  the  faculty  toward  fraternities 
we  may  quote  the  words  of  Professor  R.  E.  Buchanan,  chairman 
of  the  Faculty  Fraternity  Committee,  wherein  he  states,  "The 
faculty  considers  that  fraternities  imder  faculty  regulation,  properly 
conducted,  are  a  good  thing.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Fraternities  there  are  present  three  members  of  the 
Pan-Hellenic  Coimcil,  and  the  actions  of  the  Conunittee  and  of  the 
Coimdl  have  never  conflicted.  In  fact  there  has  been  harmony 
of  aim  and  action.  The  faculty  attitude  toward  fraternities  is 
very  favorable.  Three  of  the  six  members  of  the  Faculty  Com- 
mittee are  members  of  national  fraternities."

A  dream  of  seven  years  was  finally  realized  when  Sigma  Chi 
installed  Beta  Omicron  Chapter  at  Iowa  State  College,  Novem- 
ber II,  1916,  and  the  realization  was  far  beyond  all  expectations. 

In  May,  1909,  two  men  conceived  the  idea  of  organizing  a  club, 
intending  later  to  make  it  a  local  fraternity.  A  house  was  rented, 
and  the  new  club  known  as  the  Mohawks  came  into  existence  in  the 
fall  of  1909  at  the  opening  of  school.  After  a  constitution  and 
by-laws  had  been  drawn  up,  the  faculty  granted  the  Mohawks  the 
permission  to  become  a  local  fraternity  known  as  Rho  Sigma 
Gamma.  The  name  Mohawk  suggested  a  ritual  of  Indian  nature 
which  was  adopted  and  developed  by  Brothers  Fred  E.  Hartnell, 
Fred  F.  Silver,  Charles  H.  Hartnell,  Levi  S.  Gates,  and  five  other 
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men  as  charter  members.  Dissatisfaction  soon  followed  witii 
regard  to  finances,  which  put  the  new  fraternity  to  a  severe  test 
and  caused  the  expulsion  of  one  of  the  men  greatiy  instrumental  in 
the  organization  of  the  Mohawks.  With  the  passing  of  this  test 
came  added  confidence  and  determination,  for  the  efforts  of  the 
then  small  group  were  rewarded  by  the  addition  of  seven  fine  men 
who  were  initiated  in  the  spring  of  1910. 

The  passing  of  the  year  1909-10  saw  our  first  graduate,  Walter 
Edmimds,  a  man  of  sterling  character.  Littie  did  we  realize  at  the 
time  that  it  would  be  the  last  time  we  would  be  with  him.  The  sad 
news  of  his  drowning,  in  Lake  Mendota,  Wisconsin,  came  as  a  blow 
to  the  boys  who  had  just  returned  to  school  the  next  fall. 

An  active  campaign  to  interest  Sigma  Chi  was  laimched  in  the 
fall  of  1914.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  in  Ames  at  that  time 
four  Sigma  Chis,  Brothers  Williams,  Vaughn,  Moye,  and  Stevens, 
to  whom  we  shall  always  be  indebted  for  their  timely  assistance. 
It  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  give  in  this  short  sketch  the  credit 
due  them  for  our  recognition  by  Sigma  Chi  and  for  the  final  success 
of  our  petition. 

To  become  better  acquainted  with  Sigma  Chi  two  men  were 
delegated  to  be  present  at  the  Thirty-second  Grand  Chapter.  The 
royal  treatment  extended  to  us  and  the  kind  words  of  encourage- 
ment from  the  many  Sigs  we  met  there  served  to  instil  more  fight 
into  us,  and  we  came  back  determined  to  bend  every  effort  toward 
gaining  that  coveted  charter  and  some  time  to  meet  these  same 
men  in  the  bonds  of  Sigma  Chi. 

A  petition  was  drawn  up  and  forwarded  in  October,  1915.  Then 
followed  the  many  months  of  waiting.  Just  seven  years  after  Rho 
Sigma  Gamma  started  her  fight  for  existence  in  the  fraternity  life 
at  Ames  the  glad  tidings  came.  The  required  vote  had  been 
obtained,  the  anxious  days  were  over,  and  all  the  pent-up  spirit 
and  excitement  were  turned  loose  in  celebration. 

On  November  11,  when  the  chapter  was  installed,  twelve  men 
of  the  local  organization  had  the  honor  of  witnessing  the  most 
beautiful  ceremony  conceivable.  The  installation  was  in  charge 
of  Grand  Quaestor  Brothers,  Grand  Praetor  Henning,  Judge 
Lawrence  DeGraff,  the  eight  Sigs  located  at  Ames,  and  ten  men 
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from  Alpha  Eta.  A  banquet  was  held  at  Hotel  Sheldon  Mnnn  on 
that  evening.  "Billy"  Brothers,  presiding  as  toastmaster,  pro- 
ceeded to  delight  us  with  his  fund  of  stories,  and  closed  with  a  talk 
of  advice  and  encouragement  for  Beta  Omicron  that  will  long  be 
remembered.  Every  member  of  Beta  Omicron  has  a  warm  place 
in  his  heart  for  him  and  we  only  hope  he  will  call  on  us  often. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Brothers  Williams,  Vaughn, 
Irish,  Moye,  McKay,  Stevens,  Wallace,  and  Bnmner,  of  Ames,  and 
Judge  DeGraff,  of  Des  Moines,  for  the  time  they  have  given  us  and 
for  their  great  services  rendered  in  our  behalf.  They  gave  freely 
of  their  time  and  good  advice,  without  which  we  should  have  been 
helpless.  We  shall  look  forward  to  a  call  from  Grand  Praetor 
Henning,  and  shall  be  glad  to  feel  that  we  are  under  the  guidance 
of  such  an  enthusiastic  Sig. 

May  it  ever  be  the  purpose  of  Beta  Omicron  in  some  small  way 
to  show  her  gratitude  to  our  great  fraternity  for  the  privilege 
granted  us  and  to  make  Sigma  Chi  proud  of  her  new  chapter  at 
Iowa  State  College. 


The  Installation  of  Beta  Pi  Chapter  and  the 
Eighth  Province  Convention

THE  INSTALLATION  of  Beta  Pi  Chapter  at  Oregon  Agricul- 
tural College  and  the  Eighth  Province  Convention  in  Corvallis 
and  Eugene,  November  30  to  December  3,  1916,  had  the  aspect  of 
an  impromptu  three-ring  circus,  without  any  of  the  ringmasters 
acknowledging  that  their  particular  stunts  were  not  the  whole 
show.  There  were  several  things  doing  every  minute,  and  when 
they  came  so  fast  and  thick  that  the  "old  boys'*  were  confused  to 
know  which  part  of  the  continuous  performance  to  attend,  it  is 
needless  to  remark  that  the  novitiates  of  Beta  Pi  foimd  little  time 
to  contemplate  what  would  happen  next. 
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Grand  Quaestor  William  V.  Brothers  managed  to  focus  much 
attention  on  the  center  ring,  where  he,  imder  the  wondering  eyes 
of  the  assemblage,  transformed  thirty-two  wild  and  unmanageable 
Phi  Delta  Sigmas  into  as  many  docile  but  self-starting  Sigma 
Chis.  Grand  Praetor  Fred  R.  Angevine,  in  another  ring,  presided 
over  the  performance  of  delegates  gathered  from  every  comer  of 
the  province,  all  excellent  personal  performers,  but  xmaccustomed 
to  the  crack  of  the  Montana  ringmaster's  whip  and  sometimes 
almost  stampeded  by  the  alimmi's  attempts  to  put  on  their  own 
favorite  acts  when  these  acts  were  decidedly  out  of  order.  Consul 
Karl  G.  Becke,  of  Beta  Iota,  put  on,  with  the  assistance  of  his 
well-trained  active-chapter  team,  an  elaborate  program  for  the 
entertainment  of  all,  disregarding  the  "uplift"  and  educational 
features  which  were  boasted  as  the  objects  in  the  other  rings.  It 
was  all  a  grand  success.  When  the  last  of  the  party  gathered  in 
the  reserved  seats  about  the  fireplaces  in  the  Beta  Iota  chapter 
house  for  the  "concert"  of  appreciation,  there  was  a  distinct 
feeling  that  the  big  show  had  come  to  the  press  agents'  prior 
declarations. 

Thanksgiving  Day  a  football  "side  show"  in  Seattle  attracted 
many  of  the  crowd  from  the  North  with  its  bally-hoo,  so  that  they 
missed  the  opening  stunts  in  the  big  tent  at  Eugene.  Things 
started  off  with  a  chicken  dinner  enfamiUe  at  the  Beta  Iota  chapter 
house.  Directly  following  was  an  informal  hop  at  which  the 
visitors  were  given  the  impression  that  all  the  most  charming 
damsels  of  the  state  university  were  booked  to  become  the  wives 
of  the  local  Sigma  Chis.  Brother  Sam  Bullock  was  a  whole  circus 
band  in  himself,  and  what  he  lacked  in  flashy  uniform  he  made  up 
for  in  enthusiasm  and  harmony. 

Early  Friday  morning  a  few  of  the  best  ones  of  Beta  Iota  folded 
up  the  canvas,  and  by  the  time  most  of  us  arrived  on  the  special 
from  Eugene,  a  little  after  noon,  the  big  tent  was  up  in  Corvallis 
and  the  show  was  on. 

Brother  Brothers  had  arranged  his  menagerie  on  the  upper 
floors  of  the  petitioners'  house.  Brother  Angevine  had  organized 
his  convention  ring  in  the  big  living-room  and  provoked  many  dis- 
cussions which  will  make  for  better  Sigma  Chi  organizations  in  the 
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Eighth  Province.  The  spirit  of  co-operation  was  strong,  and 
methods  were  being  evolved  to  apply  this  zeal  to  effective  machinery 
for  the  maintenance  and  development  of  the  Fraternity  on  the 
Pacific  slope. 

Coincident  with  these  activities  at  the  chapter  house,  Brother 
Becke  was  converting  the  Knights  of  Pythias  Hall  into  a  proper 
place  to  stage  the  ceremonials  of  the  evening.  The  petitioners  had 
arranged  to  have  the  installation  banquet  that  evening  at  mid- 
night in  one  of  the  local  hotels,  but  it  was  already  apparent  that 
the  initiation  would  not  be  finished  in  time.  The  writer  then 
assumed  the  small  duty  of  advising  the  management  that  the 
dinner,  already  nearly  prepared,  must  be  postponed  some  fourteen 
hours.  The  management  turned  out  to  be  a  lady  who  had  con- 
siderable knowledge  of  her  business,  and  she  was  the  first  person 
in  Corvallis  to  be  forced  to  a  realization  of  the  sovereignty  of  the 
general  fraternity  over  the  individual  chapter.  We  shrink  from 
disclosing  the  details  of  the  argument  which  resulted  in  a  reprieve 
for  that  dinner. 

However,  more  wonderful  was  the  demonstration  of  organiza- 
tion in  the  household  of  Phi  Delta  Sigma  when  adjournment  was 
taken  Friday  evening  for  an  excellent  dinner  prepared  on  short 
notice  in  the  chapter  house  to  the  fifty  Sigma  Chis  who  were  by 
that  time  gathered  for  participation  in  the  ceremonies  and 
festivities. 

A  team  of  the  active  men  from  Beta  Iota  chapter,  together 
with  the  delegates  from  the  seven  active  chapters  of  the  Eighth 
Province,  put  on  the  initiation.  It  was  not  the  least  impressive 
to  some  of  us  who  had  participated  in  many  similar  events,  but 
who  had  not  before  been  privileged  to  witness  the  wonderful 
dramatic  portrayal  of  the  lessons  of  Sigma  Chi  with  the  latest 
ritualistic  formalities. 

Following  the  supper-breakfast  at  about  5:30  a.m.,  there  was 
a  cessation  of  events  imtil  late  in  the  forenoon,  when  another 
session  of  the  convention  was  called  in  the  chapter  house,  coincident 
with  the  formal  organization  of  Beta  Pi  Chapter. 

Early  in  the  afternoon  seventy-five  Sigma  Chis  gathered  for 
the  postponed  banquet,  which  was  as  highly  enjoyable  as  it  was 
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infonnal.  Nearly  everybody  made  a  speech  or  sang  a  song  or 
gave  a  yell,  and  all  of  us  prompted  the  speakers,  followed  the 
singers  at  a  none  too  respectful  distance,  and  hooted  the  **yellers." 

"Bill'*  Brothers  led  the  bimch  with  some  soimd  fraternity 
coimsel  which  will  not  be  forgotten  by  Beta  Pi,  and  told  some  of 
his  stories  more  effectively  than  we  had  ever  heard  them  before. 

Right  here  let  the  writer  tell  of  a  discovery  which  he  made  at 
the  Beta  Pi  installation.  It  may  not  be  new  to  Quarterly  readers. 
I  have  always  wondered  how  the  great  Sigma  Chis  of  the  type  of 
McMillin,  Ferris,  Brumback,  Nate,  Ailing,  and  Miller  came  to  be. 
Had  they  been  bom  that  way  ?  Had  their  loyalty  and  capacity 
for  inspiring  others  with  the  ideals  of  the  Fraternity  been  always 
in  them?  I  have  not  known  them  otherwise;  how  could  I  know 
whether  theirs  was  a  talent  natural  or  acquired?  Now  I  know 
that  it  was  acquired — acquired  through  service  to  Sigma  Chi. 
That  was  my  discovery.  I  discovered  it  in  "Bill"  Brothers.  He 
has  acquired  a  talent  which  is  a  power  for  inspiration  of  Sigma  Chi 
ideals.  He  did  not  have  it  when  I  met  him  ten  years  ago.  It 
must  have  been  developed  through  his  service  to  the  Fraternity. 

To  get  back  to  the  banquet,  there  was  a  response  expressed 
there  by  Brother  Adolph  Ziefle,  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Oregon 
Agricultural  College  and  of  the  new  Beta  Pi  Chapter.  Brother 
Ziefle  reflected  the  impressive  ritualistic  lessons  in  the  sincerity 
with  which  he  assumed,  with  the  others  of  the  new  chapter,  the 
responsibility  of  maintaining  the  Sigma  Chi  standards,  the  com- 
pleteness of  which  had  not  been  guessed  by  them  a  few  hours 
before. 

Inunediately  after  the  banquet  a  special  train  took  the  crowd 
on  to  Eugene  for  the  final  sessions  of  the  convention.  That 
Saturday  evening  there  was  another  chicken  dinner  en  famiUe  at 
the  Beta  Iota  house  with  a  larger  family.  Following  this  came  a 
smoker  replete  with  boxing,  wrestling,  specialty  stimts,  smokes, 
eats,  and  good-fellowship.  Brothers  Hoover  and  Dickson,  both  of 
whom  are  ex-champions  of  wrestling  at  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington, put  on  an  impromptu  match  which  was  easily  the  headliner. 

The  final  session  of  the  convention  Simday  afternoon  brought 
forth  the  crystallization  of  the  discussions  into  fixed  policies  which 
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the  Eighth  Province,  now  eight  chapters  strong,  will  attempt  to 
work  out.  The  minutes  of  the  convention  will  be  reported  in  the 
BuUetiny  and  comment  will  be  attempted  on  only  a  few  of  the 
ideas  presented. 

The  judgment  of  the  convention  on  the  subject  of  expansion 
calls  for  a  conservative  policy  acknowledging  the  development  of 
the  state  universities  and  scientific  schools  on  the  Pacific  slope, 
some  of  which  will  soon  be  desirable  fields  for  Sigma  Chi. 
To  watch  and  actively  to  select,  for  encouragement,  peti- 
tions from  the  right  places  rather  than  to  wait  imtil  other 
fraternities  have  the  pioneer's  advantage  was  the  thought  on 
expansion. 

While  the  Eighth  Province  is  geographically  large,  it  was 
believed  that  division  at  this  time  would  result  in  more  sacrifice 
than  benefit.  The  conventions  of  this  Province  have  always  had 
a  rq)resentative  from  each  active  chapter,  and  the  exchange  of 
ideas  resulting  from  the  larger  group  is  broader  and  of  more  value 
than  would  be  the  case  if  two  mere  handfuls  of  chapters  attempted 
to  maintain  province  organizations.  The  larger  territory  tends 
to  eliminate  provincialism. 

In  order  better  to  work  out  the  province  government  and  to 
develop  a  general  plan  of  rushing,  the  office  of  pro-praetor  was 
created. 

Considerable  anxiety  was  expressed  as  to  the  possibility  of  anti- 
fraternity  legislation  in  some  of  the  states  in  the  Province.  Many 
methods  of  combating  the  antagonism  to  college  fraternities  were 
discussed.  A  policy  of  acquainting  the  general  public  with  frater- 
nity aims  and  success  in  attaining  them  seemed  to  be  the  best 
means  by  which  to  forestall  unfavorable  legislation.

Oregon  Agricultural  College  is  located  at  Corvallis,  a  city  of 
six  thousand  people  at  the  head  of  navigation,  on  the  Willamette 
River.  Corvallis  is  a  quiet  little  town  in  the-heart  of  the  Willamette 
Valley,  about  seventy-five  miles  south  of  Portland. 

The  total  absence  of  night  life,  a  sure  evidence  that  it  is  a  fine 
location  for  an  institution  of  higher  learning,  was  demonstrated 
at  the  time  of  the  Beta  Pi  installation.    As  the  installation  lasted

all  night  and  some  of  the  brothers  had  occasion  to  return  to  their 
hotels,  they  found  that  the  front  doors  were  locked  at  midnight 
and  guests  remaining  out  after  that  time  had  to  trudge  about 
to^-n  and  locate  the  night  watch  who  acts  as  doorkeeper.  The 
possibilities  of  keeping  night  owls  imder  strict  surveillance  are 
thoroughly  apparent. 

Oregon  Agricultural  College  is  one  of  the  ** Land-Grant" 
colleges  and  its  income  from  the  national  government  is  a  little 
more  than  $100,000  a  year.  A  millage  tax  in  Oregon  gives  addi- 
tional income.  So  far  as  the  legislature  and  the  voters  of  the  state, 
who  are  largely  farmers,  are  concerned,  this  institution  has  estab- 
lished itself  as  a  favorite  when  the  largesse  is  distributed. 
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.K  A  direct  tribute  to  the  popularity  of  this  institution  was  shown

1885.  The  campus  now  contains  349  acres,  including  considera- 
aMe  area  given  over  to  the  experimental  farm,  and  there  are 
thirty-six  buildings,  many  of  which  are  of  very  substantial  modem 
oonstruction.  The  institution  operates  several  experimental  sta- 
tions and  farms  in  various  sections  of  the  state,  so  that  the  work 
may  be  done  imder  the  various  climatic  and  soil  conditions  existing 
in  Oregon. 

There  are  approximately  1,500  students  in  residence  at  the 
college  during  the  regular  terms,  and  there  are  nearly  that  many 
more  attracted  there  for  the  brief  winter  short  courses.  Of  this 
enrolment^   about  two-thirds  are  men.    The  tuition  is  free  to 
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requirements  will  probably  become  more  stringent  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  better  high-school  facilities  in  some  of  the  more 
sparsely  settled  parts  of  the  state. 

Sigma  Chi  is  the  fifth  national  fraternity  to  enter  the  college, 
having  been  preceded  by  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Kappa  Sigma, 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  Theta  Chi.  Sigma  Tau,  a  national 
honorary  engineering  fraternity,  is  also  represented. 

The  local  organization  which  became  Beta  Pi  Chapter  of  Sigma 
Chi  was  organized  as  the  Osseo  Club  in  the  spring  of  1912.  After 
two  years  steps  were  taken  to  place  its  petition  before  Sigma  Chi. 
In  the  spring  of  1915  the  name  was  changed  to  Phi  Delta  Sigma 
and  its  organization  was  that  of  a  local  fraternity  until  its  Sigma 
Chi  installation.  It  has  about  forty  members  on  its  roll,  thirty- 
two  of  whom  were  initiated  into  Sigma  Chi  at  the  installation. 

The  new  chapter  has  a  very  comfortable  and  modem  fraternity 
house,  well  adapted  for  its  needs,  which  was  planned  by  Brother 
Howell,  its  consul,  and  was  built  in  1915.  The  house  faces  the 
college  campus  and  is  well  located  as  a  center  for  college  activities. 
The  chapter  has  a  contract  by  which  they  will  acquire  the  property 
on  the  instalment  plan.

December  2,  1916,  marked  the  end  of  a  short  but  hard-fought 
struggle  for  what  a  few  and  closely  bound  yoimg  men  of  Oregon 
Agricultural  College  deemed  their  ideal  and  goal.    It  was  a  day  of 
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revelation,  a  burying  of  the  old,  and  a  rejuvenated  determination 
to  enter  into  the  new,  with  the  spirit  and  fight  for  the  glory,  honor, 
and  respect  that  is  attributed  the  wearer  of  the  White  Cross. 

A  few  years  ago,  back  in  the  spring  of  191 2,  six  broad-minded, 
energetic  yoimg  men  of  Oregon  Agricultural  clubbed  together  for 
the  betterment  of  themselves  and  those  with  whom  they  were 
associated.  With  ideals  of  their  own  and  a  determination  to  seek 
something  bigger  and  stronger,  this  small  group  of  pioneers  was 
the  foundation,  the  cornerstone,  of  the  new  Beta  Pi  Chapter  of 
Sigma  Chi. 

At  that  time  there  were  many  fraternities  on  the  campus, 
strong  and  well  organized.  With  these  organizations  as  a  spur 
the  small  craft  known  as  the  Osseo  Club  started  its  unerring  course 
for  the  goal  it  sought.  For  two  years  it  remained  under  that  name, 
taking  advantage  of  better  localities  and  quarters  at  every  turn, 
during  this  time  making  two  moves,  each  one  to  a  bigger  and  more 
advantageous  location. 

In  1914  the  Osseo  Club  was  incorporated  imder  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Oregon  as  the  Phi  Delta  Sigma  Fraternity,  after  having 
passed  a  stiff  two-semester  probation  applied  to  us  by  the  powers 
that  be.  That  fall  Brothers  Herbert  B.  Howell,  Lewis  M.  Johnson, 
Ira  Mix,  and  Elmer  Tucker  held  the  first  initiation  into  Phi  Delta 
Sigma.  From  that  time  on  Phi  Delta  Sigma  made  leap  after  leap 
into  the  front  ranks  of  fraternities  xmtil  it  was  a  keen  rival  of 
every  national  on  the  campus. 

At  the  opening  of  the  term  191 5-16  the  campus  was  awakened 
by  the  new  fraternity's  stepping  into  a  new  home,  the  finest  and 
most  modem  fraternity  house  on  the  campus.  That  year  a  still 
heavier  broadside  was  let  loose  on  our  rivals,  for  the  new  fraternity 
had  cut  its  teeth  and  was  beginning  to  feel  its  oats.    "They  are 
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going  to  petition  Sigma  Chi/'  ''Will  they  ever  get  it?"  "We 
admire  their  spunk,"  etc.  Only  the  brothers  who  have  gone  into 
Sigma  Chi  with  a  petitioning  body  can  appreciate  these  words 
and  how  proud  they  made  us  feel  that  the  other  fraternity  men 
realized  the  strength  and  greatness  of  Sigma  Chi. 

Now  that  the  one  aim  of  that  loyal,  strong-hearted  handful  of 
men  back  in  191 2  is  realized,  we,  their  followers,  have  a  still  bigger 
task  to  accomplish:  to  make  ourselves  worthy  of  Sigma  Chi — to 
make  Beta  Pi  Chapter  a  credit  to  her  sister  chapters  and  to  keep 
Sigma  Chi  the  Fraternity  of  the  campus. 


MORE  ABOUT  THE  EIGHTH  PROVINCE  CONVENTION

OLDER  SIGS — ^men  who  have  had  occasion  to  view  the  world 
through  eyes  other  than  those  of  a  college  man — have  said 
that  the  convention  was  a  success.  To  those  who  had  never 
attended  a  Province  gathering  of  any  kind  before,  the  convention 
held  at  Beta  lota's  home  in  Eugene,  Ore.,  December  1-3,  will 
certainly  be  stamped  with  red  letters. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  affair  was  due  in  a  measure  to  the 
fact  that  the  installation  ceremonies,  whereby  our  new  sister  Beta 
Pi  was  made  one  of  us,  were  included  in  the  convention  program. 
And  no  little  credit  must  be  given  Brother  Karl  G.  Becke,  Beta 
Iota  i9i7,for  his  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  all  that  was  undertaken. 

With  an  informal  dance  at  the  chapter  house  on  Thursday 
evening,  at  which  several  of  the  visiting  delegates  were  present,  all 
was  set  for  the  formal  opening  on  the  morrow.  A  "Sig  Special,'* 
which  left  Eugene  Friday  morning  bound  for  Corvallis,  Ore.,  and 
Beta  Pi-to-be  carried  the  whole  of  the  active  chapter  of  Beta 
Iota.  Corvallis  was  the  Mecca  for  Sigs  from  far  and  near  that 
day,  and  a  right  merry  gathering  was  held  in  the  home  of  the  Phi 
Delta  Sigma  boys  who  were  soon  to  be  put  through  the  paces. 
Installing  Officer  William  V.  Brothers  and  Grand  Praetor  Fred  R. 
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Angevine,  together  with  the  visiting  delegates  and  many  Sigma 
Chis  from  all  over  Oregon  and  Washington,  completed  the  group. 

Organization  of  the  convention  imder  Grand  Praetor  Angevine 
was  effected  early  Friday  afternoon,  imd  reports  of  several  of  the 
delegates  were  heard  before  the  ceremonies  of  initiation  wore  con- 
ferred upon  the  new  brothers. 

The  banquet  given  by  the  newly  initiated  chapter  at  the  Hotel 
G)rvallis  Saturday  afternoon  was  truly  some  hanquei.  With 
Billy  Brothers  acting  in  the  capacity  of  toastmaster,  and  such  able 
masters  of  oratory  among  the  throng  as  James  £.  Montgomery, 
Rho  and  Alpha  Omega  1908;  Fred  R.  Angevine,  UpsQon  Upsilon 
191 2;  John  D.  Scott,  Alpha  Rho  1907;  R.  Blowers  Early,  Beta 
Iota  1914;  Adolph  Ziefle,  Beta  Pi;  Karl  G.  Becke,  Beta  Iota  1917; 
and  Herbert  Howell,  Beta  Pi  1916,  the  fraternal  spark  soon  became 
a  flame  of  feeling  that  was  hard  to  quench  even  with  itmumerable 
yells  and  imnumbered  songs.  From  first  to  last  everyone  present 
vied  with  everyone  else  in  expressing  in  thought,  word,  and  deed 
his  loyalty  and  love  for  Sigma  Chi. 

The  banquet  over,  the  greater  part  of  the  throng  boarded 
a  special  train  for  Eugene,  where  the  regular  business  sessions  of  the 
convention  were  waiting.  The  arrival  at  Beta  lota's  home  was 
the  occasion  for  a  good  feed  and  a  lively  smoker. 

December  3  witnessed  the  business  sessions  of  the  convention. 
Papers  were  presented  by  the  several  delegates  covering  chapter 
finance,  rushing,  alumni  notes,  inter-fraternity  relations,  scholar- 
ship, and  new  chapter  houses.  Discussions  brought  out  the  needs 
of  the  chapters,  and  resolutions  were  drawn  up  to  show  the  senti- 
ment of  the  convention.  Along  with  them  came  the  determination 
of  the  convention  to  hold  its  next  biennial  meeting  at  the  home  of 
Beta  Delta  in  Missoula,  Mont.

He  is  quick, 
reliable,  and  has  an  eagle  eye  for  the  basket,  keeping  the  opposing 
guards  busy  every  second.  He  is  a  three-letter  man,  playing  full-back 
in  football  and  center-field  in  baseball,  and  he  is  vice-president  of  the 
athletic  association  and  a  good  student  to  boot.  Last  year  he  won  the 
Monk's  Head  Trophy,  the  highest  honor  a  student  can  receive.  Two 
other  Sigs,  Casey  and  Schwarzer,  are  also  members  of  the  quintette 
this  year. 

T  AST  SEASON  Big  Ed  Ridley,  captain  of  this  year's  Indiana  base- 
^^  ball  team,  was  the  most  dependable  of  the  Indiana  hurlers  and  won 
a  majority  of  his  games.

THE  EIGHTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  of  the  Inter-Fraternity 
Conference  Concluded  with  a  well-attended  and  enthusiastic 
banquet  at  Hotel  Astor,  New  York  City.  Over  five  hundred  fra- 
ternity men  attended^  One  of  the  speakers — ^John  DeWitt  Warner, 
of  New  York  City — described  the  genesis  of  the  fraternity  system, 
its  development  among  the  classical  Greeks,  its  transfer  to  Northern 
Europe,  and  its  revival  in  the  Renaissance  period,  and  its  rebirth 
over  a  century  ago  in  this  coimtry.  Formerly  the  fraternity 
groups  controlled  and  dominated  the  imiversities — they  were  the 
universities.  They  employed  the  professors  and  dictated  the 
courses  of  instruction.     They  set  the  standards  of  higher  education. 

We  are  living  in  a  day  of  introspection.  Preparedness  is  upper- 
most in  the  mind  of  every  thoughtful  person.  It  is  realized  as 
never  before  that  individual  preparedness  is  essential  to  group  pre- 
paredness; that  group  preparedness  promotes  individual  pre- 
paredness. We  Sigma  Chis  have  our  ideals  and  our  ambitions. 
We  have  the  will  to  work  out  our  problems  for  ourselves.  But  we 
are  merely  a  part  of  a  system.  Our  destiny  is  the  destiny  of  the 
system.  In  strengthening  the  system  we  strengthen  ourselves; 
in  strengthening  ourselves  we  promote  the  system. 

The  deliberations  of  the  eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
Fraternity  Conference  were  divided  about  equally  between  meet- 
ing outside  criticism  and  perfecting  internal  organization.    We 
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listened  to  the  reading  of,  and  discussed,  reports  on  organizations 
antagonistic  to  fraternity  ideals  and  on  public  opinion.  We  were 
entertained  by  exhaustive  reports  on  the  comparative  scholarship 
standings  and  records  of  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  men.  We 
had  presented  to  us  a  form  of  scholarship  report  which  would 
enable  intelligent  comparisons  to  be  made  between  the  standings 
of  the  several  chapters  of  a  single  fraternity.  We  were  brought 
to  a  sudden  realization  of  our  practical  responsibilities  by  a  pains- 
taking report  on  the  steward's  department  and  food  values. 
Including  the  sor6rities,  the  system  we  represent  is  feeding  41,000 
young  men  and  women  each  year  and  utilizing  an  investment  in 
house  plant  and  equipment  of  $14,000,000.  Is  there  waste  and 
inefficiency?  We  had  not  thought  of  it  before,  but  from  our 
general  knowledge  of  chapter-house  administration — both  in  and 
out  of  the  steward's  department — ^we  are  willing  to  assume  that 
there  is.  By  the  way,  what  effect  on  chapter  and  individual 
scholarship,  athletic  activity,  debating,  etc.,  is  produced  by  table 
economy  enforced  by  the  necessity  of  discharging  obligations  of 
other  departments  ? 

The  mere  existence  of  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  evi- 
dences recognition  of  responsibility  to  the  imiversity  and  to  the 
public.  As  a  system  we  have  an  accoimt  to  render  daily,  monthly, 
and  yearly.  It  is  not  our  right  to  exist  that  we  should  regard  as 
challenged;  none  but  the  bigoted  and  the  blind  seek  our  life.  It 
is  the  challenge  of  our  ideals  and  our  standards  that  should  concern 
us.  It  is  the  measure  of  our  acts  to  our  professions  that  should 
arouse  us. 

Fraternities  build  houses  and  provide  decent  living  acconuno- 
dations  for  students  in  institutions  whose  poverty  or  shortsighted- 
ness dictates  a  policy  of  leaving  boys  and  girls  to  the  tender  mercies 
of  boarding-house  keepers.  Fraternities  promote  fellowship  and 
social  activities.  Fraternities  encourage  athletics,  debating,  and 
all  manner  of  other  college  activities.  Fraternities  have  other 
useful  and  desirable  qualifications.  Who  will  say  that  any  one  of 
these,  however,  is  enough  to  justify  the  system  ?    Or  all  ? 

The  success  of  the  fraternity  system  is  measured  in  terms  of 
character  and  character  building.    Houses,  fellowship,  and  student 
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activities  are  important,  but  only  in  their  relation  to  the  character 
of  the  individuals  who  come  under  the  fraternity  influence. 

Professor  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  General  Secretary  of  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  one  of  the  stalwart  leaders  of  the  conference  movement, 
delivered  a  notable  address  at  the  banquet.  He  told  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  numbers  of  young  men  and  women  of  foreign  birth  or 
parentage  entering  our  colleges  and  imiversities,  and  of  the  new 
America  they  are  welding.  O)nditions  are  changing.  Old  ideas 
and  old  institutions  are  threatened  with  extinction.  We  need  but 
take  a  casual  look  about  us  to  see  how  true  this  is  in  other  lines 
of  activity.  Fraternities  are  not  immune  from  the  changing 
tendencies. 

The  strongest  appeal  of  the  fraternity  today  and  forever  is  the 
appeal  based  on  character.  Our  contribution  to  higher  education 
must  take  the  form  of  character-building  processes  and  restraints 
which  are  not  obtainable  outside  of  recognized  organizations. 
Then  shall  we  have  an  enduring  place.  Then  shall  we  be  worthy 
of  personal  and  pecuniary  support  of  our  alumni  of  position  and 
distinction,  who  can  trace,  if  they  will,  some  of  their  success  to  the 
character-building  qualities  of  their  fraternity  chapters. 

The  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  is  at  once  the  clearing-house 
and  the  visible  inspiration  of  the  fraternities.  Our  piupose  is 
common,  the  means  with  which  we  fimction  are  common,  our 
problems  are  conunon.  We  Sigma  Chis  emphasize  certain  char- 
acter qualities;  the  Betas,  certain  others.  The  Inter-Fraternity 
Conference  should  represent  the  composite  fraternity  man,  imi- 
versity  man,  American. 

Among  the  high  lights  of  the  recent  meeting  the  inspiring 
address  of  Dean  Arthur  Holmes,  of  Penn  State  College,  ranks 
second  to  none.  President  W.  H.  S.  Demarest,  of  Rutgers  College, 
made  a  deep  impression  on  his  audience.  It  is  a  matter  of  sincere 
regret  that  the  banquet  addresses  were  not  preserved.  They  would 
constitute  invaluable  contributions  to  the  literature  of  the  fraternity 
system.  Similarly  the  failure  of  the  conference  to  publish  the 
discussion  of  the  printed  reports,  as  well  as  the  reports  them- 
selves, deprives  students,  officers,  and  alunmi  of  much  soxmd 
wisdom. 
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The  conference  presents  a  number  of  serious  problems  to  our 
own  Fraternity.  First  and  foremost  is  the  question  of  dissemi- 
nating the  work  of  the  conference  throughout  the  Fraternity. 
The  mere  distribution  of  the  minutes  is  not  enough.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  conference  should  be  discussed  in  chapters, 
province  conventions,  and  grand  chapters.  Legislation,  to  be 
eflfective,  must  have  back  of  it  the  active  sentiment  of  the  rank 
and  file.    All  this  involves  labor  and  expense. 

Conversely,  we  must  contribute  of  our  experience  to  the  con- 
ference. In  the  long  run  we  shall  take  out  of  the  conference  what 
we  put  in.  But  our  Executive  Secretary  and  his  assistants  are 
already  burdened  with  purely  internal  affairs.  Again  we  are 
impressed  with  the  utter  inadequacy  of  our  revenue  to  enable  us 
to  discharge  all  the  obligations  we  should  assume.  There  is  an 
acute  present  demand  for  the  income  that  would  be  derived  from 
a  general  endowment  fxmd  of  $100,000. 

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  has  passed  into 
history.  Thirty-six  fraternities  were  represented  by  some  sixty- 
odd  delegates.  Visitors  brought  the  attendance  above  the  one- 
hnudred  mark.  The  advance  printing  of  the  principal  reports 
facilitated  discussion.  Between  the  morning  and  afternoon  meet- 
ings a  luncheon  was  served.  In  the  evening  the  first  banquet  of  the 
conference  was  held. 

Many  of  the  fraternities  were  represented  by  delegates  who  had 
attended  all,  or  practically  all,  of  the  preceding  meetings.  The 
meeting  was  the  firs^  for  the  head  of  the  Sigma  Chi  delegation, 
but  his  answer  to  the  question  propoimded  above  is  unqualified. 

//  does. 
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It  suggested  Uself  to  Chairman  Heatk,ofour  Executive  Committee, 
that  the  Fraternity ,  having  turned  a  comer  in  its  progress  along  the 
competitive  highway,  was  at  last  at  the  very  gates  of  the  city  set  upon  a 
hill— the  ''City  of  Co-operationJ^  So  Chairman  Heath  it  was  who 
gave  ihe  impetus  that  despatched  letters  to  the  heads  of  instihUions  in 
which  our  various  chapters  are  located,  calling  for  a  candid  opinion  as 
to  existing  conditions  in  each  case.  Happily  these  letters  were  not 
regarded  as  mere  ''scraps  ofpaper^*  and  have  served  to  throw  open  the 
gates  for  an  informal  discussion  of  chapter  conditions  which  vitally 
ajffect  the  entire  Fraternity.  The  campaign  has  had  the  force  of  a 
personal  conference  in  that  it  has  given  the  Fraternity  the  consensus 
of  opinion  of  the  authorities  with  whom,  as  an  institutional  organizes 
tion,  we  must  go  hand  in  hand.

BAD  NEWS  has  a  faculty  of  traveling  faster  than  good  news. 
This  is  rather  more  than  ordinarily  true  with  regard  to  the 
college  fraternity.  But  it  is,  after  all,  the  bad  news  which  interests 
us  most  and  with  which  we  are  concerned.  Our  enemies  often  tell 
the  truth  about  us,  and  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  we  should 
love  them. 

Time  was  when  the  college  fraternity  sought  to  go  alone.  In 
those  days  the  president,  from  the  seclusion  of  his  official  position 
and  too  often  without  any  adequate  investigation  of  conditions, 
criticized  the  chapters  and  the  chapters  replied  in  kind.  They 
listened  to  his  advice  and  rejected  it  mainly.  On  such  principles 
ran  the  fraternities  when  there  was  created  in  many  quarters  what 
amoimted  to  a  serious  opposition.  So  entered  the  second  current, 
a  confluence  of  the  ideals  of  the  Fraternity  and  the  ideas  of  the  uni- 
versity. From  a  hostile  attitude  in  many  cases  the  rank  and  file 
of  college  presidents  have  begun  to  take  the  fraternities  unto  them- 
selves, have  offered  to  meet  and  advise  with  the  chapters,  and  have 
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funiished  us  with  reports  which  have  value,  embodying,  as  they  do, 
excellent  sense. 

There  is  no  one  within  the  Fraternity  who  knows  better  than 
Chainnan  Heath,  that  to  stand  still  is  to  retreat,  and  that  every 
error  made  should  be  gloriously  redeemed  by  a  valiant  stand  for 
that  which  is  certain  to  make  for  the  success  of  the  system. 

Many  institutional  heads  wholly  indorsed  the  standing  of  our 
chapters,  and  from  the  mass  of  these  testimonials  we  give  you  this 
encomiiun: 

I  am  pleased  to  iq;)ort  that  the  chapter  appreciates  that  it  is  undesirable 
to  protect  any  aerious  wrongdoings  on  the  part  of  their  members,  and  that 
tb^  fed  free  to  rq)ort  to  the  Dean  of  Undergraduates  any  student  who  does 
not  listen  to  their  own  disciplinary  conmiittee.  The  result  is  that  they  render 
valnable  assistance  in  looking  after  the  moral  welfare  of  the  student  body. 
Tlie  idation  between  the  fraternity  and  the  college  authorities  is  one  of  con- 
fidence and  co-operation. 

This  is  the  side  of  our  shield  that  will  gain  the  battle;  the  side 
which  we  uplift  to  receive  the  sun's  rays.  But  why  merely  co- 
operate? asks  one  writer,  who,  after  observing  that  ^'chronic 
faihires  frequently  have  a  bad  influence  on  the  Chapter,"  goes  on 
to  this  truly  progressive  suggestion: 

I  believe  that  it  wHi  raise  the  standing  of  fraternities  in  the  estimation  of 
the  faculty  and  authorities  if  the  fraternities  will  take  the  initiative  in  getting 
rid  of  the  bad  students  instead  of  leaving  the  matter  to  the  college. 

Ak>ng  somewhat  similar  lines,  but  in  more  conventional  form 
is  the  following: 

We  are  situated  no  wise  differently  from  other  institutions.  Antagonism 
to  fraternities  exists  in  the  state  as  it  exists  in  other  states.  Some  of  our  faculty 
have  the  same  opinions  concerning  fraternities  as  have  other  faculties.  In  a 
"mx^  the  situation  is  thb:  if  the  fraternities  wish  to  avoid  regulations  made  by 
others  they  need  to  get  their  own  into  effect  first,  for  with  sensible  and  harmoni- 
ous conduct  on  the  part  of  the  dusters  their  friends  have  some  foundation  on 
whidi  to  stand  and  turn  off  anything  which  might  develop  into  an  attack. 
Out  students  do  not  realize  thb. 

Who  can  deny  the  logic  of  the  next? 

I  wouki  suggest  that  you  iu:ge  them  to  get  in  one  or  two  men  who  stand  a 
reasonable  show  of  making  Phi  Beta  Kap^  rank.    It  is  my  opinion  that  this 
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policy  would  be  wholesome  for  almost  any  fraternity,  not  that  they  should 
endeavor  to  have  all  Phi  Beta  Kappa  material,  by  any  means,  but  that  they 
should  endeavor  to  select  each  Yt^x  at  least  one  man  who  would  be  a  strong 
candidate  for  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors.  It  seems  to  me  reasonable  that  just 
as  they  should  be  ambitious  to  have  a  man  on  the  football  squad,  they  should 
also  be  ambitious  to  have  a  man  in  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  delegation. 

It  may  be  added  that  we  had  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  this  chapter 
last  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  scholarship  rather  obstinately  holds  the 
center  of  the  stage.  This  is  to  be  expected.  Why  are  our  under- 
graduates at  college  ?  However,  it  would  be  interesting  to  investi- 
gate the  causes  for  the  different  points  of  view  exhibited  on  this 
one  subject.  We  dare  say  that  the  varying  scholastic  standards 
of  our  own  chapters  are  not  all;  we  should  have  to  examine  the 
prevailing  atmosphere,  the  public  opinion,  the  esprit  de  corps  of 
each  entire  imdergraduate  group.     One  says: 

The  difficulty  with  this  class  of  fraternities  is  the  lack  of  any  sense  of 
scholarship  ideals  or  purposes,  a  selfishness  or  self-centeredness  which,  when 
taken  into  consideration  with  the  large  number  of  such  organizations,  is  rather 

injurious  to  university  spirit  and  co-operation Social  dissipation,  too 

much  money,  pledging  of  incompetent  men  on  too  short  notice  are  at  the  base 
of  a  great  deal  of  our  evil. 

This  writer  is  evidently  of  the  opinion  that  we  have  relaxed 
in  our  ideals  and  have  come  off  tardy  in  our  performance.  This 
is,  however,  but  a  partial  and  incomplete  measure  of  the  system, 
and  those  who  are  best  informed  know  that  there  has  been  at  no 
time  a  shufl3ing  of  our  principles.  We  lack  perfection,  but  in  this 
regard  we  divide  a  fault  with  every  existing  organization. 

In  a  different  vein: 

The  wholesome  effort  of  fraternities  to  set  themselves  new  standards  in 
scholarship  and  personnel  has  urged  the  matter  of  higher  standards  forward 
with  renewed  interest The  writer  has  been  an  officer  of  his  own  frater- 
nity and  knows  that  the  life-history  of  any  chapter  is  represented  by  a  "sore 
tooth  curve,"  and  the  progress  of  the  student  will  generally  make  or  mar  the 
upward  progress  of  this  curve,  until  in  the  natural  progress  of  time  this  gain 

will  be  seen  by  one  or  more  subsequent  ideab  and  practices I  found 

often  the  defects  that  were  to  be  corrected  were  chargeable  to  a  previous 
generation,  and  the  boys  could  not  be  expected  to  imderstand  the  force  of  our 
corrective  suggestions In  general,  I  fancy  your  problem  is  in  a  degree 
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to  return  to  the  old-fashioned  emphasis  on  scholarship  and  gray  matter  as 
oi^>osed  to  the  extremes  of  social  life. 

In  passing  it  might  be  pertinent  to  note  that  one  busy  executive 
finds  time  to  take  dinner  at  the  chapter  house  several  times  during 
the  scholastic  year.    Another  remarks: 

Of  course  we  are  aware  that  scholarship  is  only  one  of  the  factors  to  be 
taken  into  accoimt  in  deciding  whether  a  student  should  be  invited  to  become 
a  member  of  a  fraternity^  but  in  our  opinion  it  is  certainly  one  of  the  factors 
that  should  not  be  overlooked. 

It  seems  incredible  that  anyone  should  difiFer  with  this  conserva- 
tive statement,  but  elsewhere  in  this  Quarterly  will  be  found  a 
startling  expression  quite  at  variance  with  it.  Several  other 
opinions  on  this  subject: 

The  chapter  was  low  in  scholarship,  due  to  the  failure  of  one  man  who 
finished  at  the  bottom. 

In  scholarship  the  chapter  stood  third  among  the  fraternities  at  the  uni- 
versity, its  members  being  more  notable  for  athletic  and  social  ability  than 
for  studiousness 

The  chapter  has  not  enough  old  and  strong  men For  instance,  of 

the  eleven  pledges  of  last  year,  six  are  not  now  in  college.  Three  of  those  who 
dropped  out  were  of  low  scholarship,  and  several  of  those  who  remain  are  also 
of  low  scholarship 

I  think  it  would  be  a  common  and  generally  acceptable  judgment  to  say 
that  the  present  chapter  of  Sigma  Chi  is  made  up  of  rather  likeable,  kindly 
spirited  young  men  who  fail  to  maintain  high  or  even  good  scholarship,  and 
arc  not  usually  marked  by  any  very  strong  personal  characteristics 

One  of  the  difficulties  has  been  the  early  pledging  of  men  who,  in  some 
instances,  have  failed  to  make  any  college  credits  and  yet  have  remained  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity.  Their  only  college  record  would  be  that  they  registered 
and  were  flunked  out  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester.  I  have  urged  the 
fraternities  to  wait  until  their  men  have  made  at  least  24  units  of  college  credit. 
I  believe  that  is  the  only  protection  against  loading  up  a  fraternity  with  men 
who  know  nothing  about  college  life  and  should  not  have  the  honor  of  being 
members  of  any  national  fraternity  whatever 

There  follow  excerpts  from  various  letters  on  many  subjects: 

A  chapter  often  suffers  the  effect  of  a  hovering  suspicion  due  to  prior 
conditions 

It  is  believed  that  an  erroneous  estimate  of  the  personnel  is  often  gained. 
One  or  two  weak  men  injure  the  chapter 
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The  fraternities  have  a  tendency  to  criticize  student  activities,  rather  than 
showing  a  spirit  of  true  loyalty 

The  membership  is  too  local.  The  majority  are  drawn  from  the  college 
town  and  from  the  same  sodal  set 

I  have  heard  that  during  the  rushing  they  displayed  more  "pep''  than 
perhiq[>s  any  other  duster,  but  I  have  heard  that  they  bse  it  all  after  the  rush 
is  over,  and  go  asleep 

I  wish  the  fraternities  would  not  maintain  down-town  halls.  I  think  it 
is  bad  from  every  standpoint  and  do  not  believe  there  is  a  single  good  word 
to  be  said  in  their  defense 

The  T.N.E.  has  disturbed  us  quite  a  little  here  and  we  are  anxious  to  get 
rid  of  them  root  and  branch  if  possible,  but  it  is  a  little  difficult  when  the 
fraternities  themselves  shield  them 

I  have  constantly  heard  Sigma  Chi  spoken  of  as  one  of  the  fraternities 
which  was  making  constant  and  careful  examination  of  itself,  looking  toward 
best  fulfilling  its  functions  for  the  college  and  for  its  members 

The  most  serious  handicap  which  th^r  have  had  in  the  last  few  years  is 
that  the  men  who  have  been  at  the  head  of  the  duster  have  not  been  men 
of  sufficient  force  and  character  to  establish  and  maintain  the  pn^ptr 
standards 

The  only  thing  that  I  can  suggest  is  that  it  might  be  he^ful  for  you  to 
lurge  that  they  be  insistent  upon  collecting  from  their  own  members  the  money 
due  the  chapter.  We  have  had  two  or  three  cases  here  where  fraternities, 
throus^  sympathy,  have  allowed  members  to  incur  a  large  indebtedness 

The  expansion  of  the  fraternity  system  is  one  of  the  romances 
of  our  time,  and  the  dazzlement  of  it  is  still  in  our  eyes.  These 
organizations  have  spread  apace,  and  many  are  utterly  persuaded 
that  this  growth  owes  little  or  nothing  to  chance,  but  has  been 
rather  an  unsealing  of  the  wells  of  opportunity.  Who  is  there 
who  can  read  the  story  of  the  American  college  fraternity  and  not 
approve  the  motives  of  the  foxmders  unless  they  elect  themselves  to 
honorary  membership  in  the  society  of  the  non-cogitab\md  ?  It  is, 
however,  an  obvious,  bromidic  fact  that,  if  we  are  to  progress 
normally  and  stand  to  the  front,  we  should  lower  at  once  every 
questionable  standard.  As  regards  scholarship,  adverse  conditions 
seem  always  to  accompany  a  loose  moral  structure.  Those  who 
were  asked  to  criticize  have  felt  that  our  f ailiure  to  provide  a  suitable 
curb  against  an  excess  of  social  exuberance  makes  for  mental 
mutilation.  They  aver  that  the  fraternities  put  in  the  greater 
part  of  their  time  sewing  up  everything  in  a  social  way  not  already 
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double-stitchedy  not  giving  the  scholastic  side  of  the  man  the 
opportunity  of  doing  team  work  with  the  social.  They  believe 
that  the  chapter  which  is  not  dominated  by  men  of  strong  char- 
acter is  in  the  slough,  holding  to  the  view  that  individual  virtue 
leavens  the  whole.  Also,  they  believe  that  a  single  weak  man  has 
been  known  to  disrupt  an  entire  chapter,  imperiling  its  standing; 
in  very  truth  that  a  bit  of  pinchbeck  often  makes  our  whole  cargo 
suspect  Analyzed  to  the  last  factor  the  presidents'  letters  cry 
out  that  an  organization  which  is  not  in  sympathy  with  the  author- 
ities and  not  in  accord  with  their  policy  of  administration  is  a  very 
sulphite  of  education. 

The  Greek  world  of  today  like  the  Greek  world  of  old  needs  a 
''Perides  who  shall  inspire  us  to  work  for  truth,  harmony,  and 
beauty,  a  beauty  wrought  for  ourselves  and  a  love  that  shall  per- 
form such  miracles  that  will  minister  to  the  millions  yet  unborn. 
We  need  a  PeridesI    We  need  a  Peridesl"

The  great  dominant  quality  of  Paul  Smith  was  his  ability  to 
formulate  a  workable  plan  from  a  mere  suggestion.  He  had  the 
keenest  mind  I  have  ever  known  for  conceiving  the  development 
possibilities  of  the  most  fragmentary  idea. 

He  had  another  enviable  quality — ^initiative.  Equipped  with 
a  good  mind  he  knew  how  to  use  it.  He  always  worked  six  months 
in  the  future.  Often  I  have  suggested  an  idea  only  to  have  him 
answer,  "Mr.  Chalmers,  we  have  already  arranged  to  do  that." 

The  real  value  of  an  executive  is  not  what  he  actually  does  him- 
self; it  is  what  he  succeeds  in  getting  his  subordinates  to  do.  As 
head  of  a  business  my  real  job  is  not  writing  so  many  letters  and 
doing  so  much  routine.  It  is  rather  to  evolve  new  ideas  which  can 
be  applied  to  the  business  and  which  it  is  no  one's  task  but  my  own 
to  think  about. 

I  often  sit  for  an  hour  in  my  office  with  nothing  on  my  desk  to 
disturb  me,  spending  the  time  thinking  about  things  I  can  do  to 
help  the  business.

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Oftentime  I  have  gone  into  Paul  Smith's  office  and  found  him 
doing  nothing  apparently  but  thinking  deeply.  When  asked  what 
was  on  his  mind  he  would  answer  that  he  was  planning  the  Fall 
campaign  or  outlining  a  better  plan  for  distributing  the  product. 
I  liked  the  way  this  man  worked. 

He  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions.  If  he  were  satisfied  that 
a  change  was  necessary  he  made  it.  And  he  could  look  the  man 
right  in  the  eye  and  tell  him  why  he  was  being  changed. 

And  after  all,  that  is  a  pretty  good  rule  to  follow.  You  can 
never  expect  the  man  who  is  being  affected  to  agree  with  the  change. 
Don't  hope  for  that.  But  if  you  have  convinced  yourself  that  the 
change  is  necessary,  go  ahead.  Although  you  may  not  have  his 
good-will,  you  will  at  least  have  his  resi>ect,  and  that  means  he  has 
regard  for  your  ability  and  courage  in  doing  what  he  probably 
would  hesitate  to  do  himself. 

To  Paul  Smith  the  future  of  the  Chalmers  Motor  Company 
was  a  straight  line.  He  refused  to  allow  anything  to  interfere  with 
the  true  course  of  that  line.  Yet  withal  he  had  a  great  big  human 
heart.  Nothing  worried  him  more  than  the  necessity  of  changing 
a  man  whom  he  liked  personally.  I  wouldn't  give  two  cents  for 
the  man  who  lacks  this  big  hmnan  element. 

The  real  executive  worries  more  about  cutting  oflf  the  other 
fellow's  head  than  the  fellow  whose  head  is  cut  oflf.  But  a  business 
man  cannot  allow  his  heart  to  run  away  with  his  head.  He  must 
make  changes,  and  Paul  Smith  was  one  who  did  his  duty  no  matter 
how  distasteful  the  task. 

Paul  Smith  was  a  great  executive  because  he  was  a  big,  red- 
blooded,  sympathetic  man  endowed  with  a  great  brain.  Bom  a 
leader  of  men,  he  understood  them.  He  had  great  confidence  in 
his  own  ability,  yet  I  never  knew  a  personality  more  free  from  ego- 
tism and  self-conceit. 

Paul  Smith  was  not  bom  to  these  things.  He  was  a  self- 
developed  man,  just  as  any  of  us  can  develop  if  we  apply  ourselves 
to  the  task.  Too  many  people  imagine  that  men  are  developed 
like  pictures.  They  think  that  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  put  men  in  a 
dark  room,  leave  them  a  few  hours  and  they  will  come  out  all  right. 
The  only  right  way  to  develop  men  is  right  out  in  the  open  in  God's 
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bright  sunlight,  where  men  can  look  at  their  transactions,  where 
they  have  a  chance  to  rub  elbows  with  fellow-men  and  always  keep 
an  open  mind  for  new  things. 

I  like  the  fellow  who,  when  you  ask  him  to  do  something  difficult, 
will  not  say  to  you,  "I  don't  think  it  can  be  done,"  or,  "I  believe 
that  is  an  impossible  proposition,"  but  who  comes  back  at  you  right 
off  the  bat  with,  "I  will  try." 

Get  out  of  the  old  habits;  put  on  new  life;  make  up  your  mind 
that  what  anybody  else  can  do  you  can  do.  There  isn't  anyone 
who  cannot  improve  his  business  50  per  cent  if  he  thinks  along  the 
right  lines  and  carries  into  action  the  new  things  he  thinks  about. 
It  isn't  what  we  hear  that  counts,  it  is  what  we  remember  and  use. 
Take  this  home  to  yourself.  Don't  say  you  are  doing  everything 
that  can  be  done.  None  of  us  is  doing  that.  I  don't  care  how 
efficient  a  man  may  be,  no  man  is  100  per  cent  efficient.  K  you 
go  away  regularly  somewhere  and  think  for  half  a  day  about  how 
to  improve  your  business  and  then  write  down  the  things  as  they 
come  to  you,  you  can  bet  that  your  business  will  increase  50  per 
cent  within  six  months. 

It  is  particularly  pleasing  and  gratifying  to  me  to  pay  this 
personal  tribute  to  Paul  Smith.  The  good  I  hope  will  be  derived 
from  it  is  that  it  may  inspire  some  yoxmg  man  who  has  the  same 
brain  power  Paul  had  to  exert  his  energies  and  acquire  the  same 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart  that  made  Paul  Smith  a  great  executive. 

If  the  truth  were  known,  there  are  many  embryonic  Paul 
Smiths  among  us  right  now.  They  are  not  developed  yet.  No- 
body can  develop  them.  They  must  start  the  developing  process 
themselves.  

Editor's  Note — ^To  the  foregoing  tribute  should  be  added  the  fol- 
k)wing  regarding  the  career  of  Brother  Smith,  taken  from  an  extended 
story  in  the  Detroit  News: 

Paul  Smith,  bora  at  Kent's  Hill,  Me.,  on  May  i,  1883,  was  the  son  of 
£.  M.  Smith,  the  pastor  of  the  village  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
Marguerita  Hauschild  Smith.  His  early  education  began  at  the  district  school 
at  Kent's  Hill.    Later  he  went  to  the  seminary  at  Montpelier,  Vt. 

In  the  meantime  the  family  moved  to  Bloomington,  111.,  where  his  father 
accepted  the  presidency  of  Illinois  Wesleyan  University,  and  at  the  age  of

sixteen  Paul  took  up  his  collegiate  work  at  this  school.  He  was  elected  to 
Sigma  Chi,  and  before  the  end  of  his  Freshman  year  had  become  prominent 
in  the  activities  of  the  Wesleyan  campus.  He  made  good  as  a  baseball  player, 
and  he  made  friends.  Before  completing  his  college  curriculum  he  left  Illi- 
nois Wesleyan  and  entered  the  University  of  Illinois. 

After  leaving  Illinois,  Paul  went  to  Kansas  City,  working  in  the  stock 
yards  as  a  stock  sorter.  He  stayed  just  a  year,  acquiring  the  reputation  of  an 
expert  in  guessing  the  weight  of  cattle.  Fall  came  around  and  he  gave  up  his 
job.  The  foreman  offered  him  more  money  to  stay,  but  Paul  wanted  another 
year  of  college. 

This  time  he  went  to  Center  College  at  Danville,  Ky.,  specializing  for  one 
year  in  animal  husbandry.  After  a  year  at  Danville  he  went  to  work  on  a 
Kentucky  stock  farm,  shortly  thereafter  removing  to  West  Plains,  Mo.  It 
was  here  that  he  entered  business  for  himself  as  a  stock  raiser  in  1903.  Two 
years  later  he  married  Adah  Pitts. 

In  West  Plains  Paul  Smith  received  his  first  automobile  experience,  taking 
the  agency  for  the  Hobman  car,  the  first  of  the  buggy  automobiles  with  high 
wheeb  and  rope  transmission.  Indianapolis  was  then  the  hub  of  the  motor- 
car business.  So  it  is  that  two  years  later  we  find  him  organizing  the  Indian- 
apolis Motor  Car  Co.  for  the  purpose  of  selling  Rapid  trucks  in  the  Hoosier 
capital.  He  had  found  his  forte.  In  the  first  year  he  had  outstripped  every 
sales  agency  in  the  volume  of  sales  of  Rapid  trucks.  Paul  Smith  not  only  sold 
trucks,  but  he  kept  them  running.  His  introduction  of  perpetual  service  was 
an  epoch  in  the  truck  industry.  If  a  patron's  car  was  laid  up  for  repairs, 
Smith  promptly  placed  another  at  his  service.  This  plan  has  since  been  adopted 
by  dealers  all  over  the  country. 

It  was  his  friendship  with  Frank  B.  Willis,  then  a  pioneer  Hoosier  auto- 
mobile man,  which  was  instrumental  in  bringing  about  Paul's  connection  with 
the  E-M-F  Company,  officials  of  which  had  had  their  eyes  on  the  boy  truck 
salesman  in  Indianapolis,  and  so  in  1909  Paul  Smith  became  assistant  sales 
manager  and,  six  months  later,  sales  manager,  of  the  concern,  where  he  earned 
the  soubriquet  of  the  trade,  "The  Boy  Wonder." 

When  the  Studebaker  Company  absorbed  the  E-M-F,  Paul  Smith  changed 
desks  and  kept  the  same  title.  It  was  here  that  he  first  had  carte  blanche 
in  a  clear  field.  He  at  once  saw  the  advantage  of  bringing  dealers  into  the 
factory.  He  chartered  twenty-two  special  trains  at  a  colossal  expense,  and 
brought  dealers  into  Detroit  from  every  town  in  the  United  States.  WTiile 
those  dealers  were  in  the  city  he  presided  as  toastmaster  at  forty-four  banquets, 
and  for  every  trainload  of  merchants  that  came  to  Detroit  a  trainload  of  auto- 
mobiles went  out. 

That  solved  the  dealer  problem.  Now  he  set  out  to  increase  sales.  He 
gave  orders  for  10,000  feet  of  moving-picture  film  showing  the  manufacturing 
process  of  an  automobile  from  pig-iron  casting  to  finished  product.  It  was 
the  longest  industrial  film  ever  produced,  and  was  the  impetus  that  started  the 
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Essanay  Moving  Picture  Company  in  business.  Then  he  drilled  a  school  of 
lecturers  and  sent  them  out  to  every  city  in  the  country,  renting  halls  and  show- 
ing those  pictures  to  the  public. 

In  1 913  he  was  associated  in  forming  the  Flanders  Motor  Car  Company. 
From  the  Flinders  Company  he  went  to  the  Lozier.  As  sales  manager  of  that 
company  he  increased  sales  250  per  cent  the  first  year,  going  then  to  San 
Francisco  to  market  a  well-known  car  on  the  Pacific  coast.  Here  he  organized 
the  R-S  Corporation  and  introduced  a  new  dealer-finance  plan  that  is  the  basis 
for  all  time-payment  plans  now  almost  in  universal  operation. 

In  June,  191 5,  Hugh  Chalmers  induced  him  to  come  to  Detroit  as  sales 
manager  of  the  Chalmers  Motor  Company.  On  November  i  of  the  same  year 
he  was  elected  vice-president  of  the  company  in  charge  of  sales,  service,  and 
advertising.  In  one  year  he  increased  Chalmers'  production  from  6,000  to 
40,000  cars.  He  trebled  the  dealer  organization.  In  one  day  last  November 
he  engineered  the  selling  of  $22,000,000  worth  of  Chalmers  cars  to  Chalmers 
dealers. 

Paul  Smith  spent  the  week  before  his  death  in  consununating  the  biggest 
sales  coup  in  his  career.    It  involved  $6,000,000.

PHILIP  J.  WEISS 
Chapter  and  Class 


VILHJALMUR  STEFANSSON,  the  famed  arctic  explorer,  is 
still  waiting  to  hear  the  fate  of  the  "  Great  Bear,"  which  was 
to  bring  him  supplies.  He  is  supposed  to  be  in  camp  in  the  ice 
somewhere  near  Bank's  Land.  Captain  Louis  Lane  had  agreed 
to  meet  him  about  August  20, 1916,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Mackenzie 
River  in  the  Arctic. 

We  left  Seattle  on  July  26,  1916,  on  the  "Great  Bear'' — 
probably  the  staunchest  ice  boat  ever  built.  Captain  Lane,  arctic 
veteran,  was  in  command;  John  Borden,  Chicago  millionaire 
adventurer,  was  first  officer.  From  Seattle  to  the  Aleutian  Islands 
the  "Great  Bear"  breasted  the  seas  in  fine  form.  From  the 
Aleutians,  north  to  the  Pribilofs,  fair  weather  prevailed.  Here 
a  bottle  containing  a  note  had  been  washed  ashore.  It  told  of 
three  shipwrecked  sailors  on  St.  Matthew  Island,  a  desert,  volcanic 
isle  275  miles  to  the  north.  It  was  decided  to  turn  the  "Great 
Bear"  off  her  course  and  attempt  a  rescue  of  these  men  lost  in 
Bering  Sea. 

For  three  days  and  nights  we  encoxmtered  head  winds,  dense 
fogs,  and  black  darkness  at  night.  Observations  on  sun,  moon, 
and  stars  being  impossible,  dead  reckoning  had  to  be  wholly  relied 
upon. 
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On  the  night  of  August  9  the  course  lay  N.N.W.  luitil  the  log 
should  read  80.  At  12:20  she  was  put  about  on  her  port  tack, 
steering  N.E.  by  N.,  which,  according  to  dead  reckoning,  would 
bring  her  to  a  point  15  miles  south  of  St.  Matthew  Island  by  day- 
break. At  12:40  there  was  trouble  with  the  jib,  and  after  coming 
up  into  the  wind  to  remedy  this,  she  was  put  back  on  her  course. 

While  on  this  course  the  ''Great  Bear,"  at  12:57  a.m.,  crashed 
onto  the  jagged  rocks  surrounding  the  base  of  Pinnacle  Rock, 
rapped  the  outer  reef,  and  slid  over.  As  she  struck,  with  violent 
listing,  on  the  rocks  closer  to  shore,  a  feeling  of  insecurity  quickly 
dawned  oh  those  of  us  who  were  on  deck  as  well  as  upon  those  who 
were  oflF  watch,*  asleep.  Their  first  thought  was  '*ice."  We  did 
not  think  even  that  much,  for  it  was  so  foggy  and  dark  that  we 
could  not  see  fifty  feet  ahead. 

The  ship  smashed  its  way  to  within  45  feet  of  the  per- 
pendicular walls  of  the  main  rock.  A  faint  line  of  breakers 
imder  the  starboard  bow  was  all  that  was  visible. 

Captain  Lane  quickly  ordered: 
''Take  in  the  canvas — get  out  arms  and  his  man 

ammunition — ^make  ready  the  boats.'' 

Mate  John  Borden,  with  his  charac- 
teristic coolness  in  time  of  danger, 
peered  down  at  the  breakers  and  said 
nothing. 

After  taking  in  the  sails  and  getting 
some  provisions  on  deck,  we  went  to  the 
fo'castle  for  a  few  personal  things.  My 
first  thought  was  for  the  little  white 
and  golden  Cross  which  had  ever  before 
brought  good  fortune. 

As  a  contrast  to  the  hurry  and  scurry 
of  the  men  on  deck,  Wang,  the  Chinese 
cook,  thinly  dressed  and  with  an  anxious 
look  upon  his  face,  sat  quietly  on  the 
skylight.  He  had  nothing  with  him 
excq)t  a  tiny  round  something  wrapped 
in  a  handkerchief .   Food?   No.   Money?

We   abandoned   the 

ship  at  9:00  A.M.  in  the 

small   boats.     Four 

hours  later  we  had  found 

St.  Matthew  Island,  and 

landed  through  the  surf.    Here  we  lived  for  fifteen  days  until  the 

coast  guard  cutter  ''McCulloch"  spied  our  signals.    This  boat 

took  us  to  Nome,  the  mining  camp  made  famous  by  its  gold  and 

by  Rex  Beach's  The  Spoilers.    From  here  we  returned  on  the 

"Northwestern"  to  Seattle. 

And  Stefansson  does  not  yet  know  what  became  of  the  '*  Great 
Bear."  The  Northwestern  Mounted  Police  may  get  word  to  him 
by  next  spring. 

But  the  arctic  explorer  is  not  one  who  is  easily  terror-stricken. 
In  the  states  he  once  told  a  comrade  of  his,  **  You  have  about  two 
chances  out  of  five  of  getting  back  in  a  year;  two  chances  out  of 
five  of  getting  back  in  not  less  than  four  years.  There  is  one 
chance  in  five  that  you  will  never  come  back." 

So  with  him  the  '* Great  Bear"  hit  the  unlucky  number. 
When  the  Eskimos  ask  him  when  ** Louie"  Lane  is  coming, 
Stefansson  will  tell  them  next  summer.    And  that  will  make  the 
Captain's  seventeenth  trip  into  the  Arctic.

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law  I  supposed  that  aflUiation  with  that  chapter  would  be  entirely 
a  formal  matter  and  would  be  made  as  a  matter  of  course.  When 
I  arrived  at  the  Univeristy  of  Michigan  and  became  acquainted  with 
the  boys,  I  found  that  another  situation  existed.  There  were,  at 
that  time,  twenty-one  Sigma  Chis  who  had  come  to  the  University 
of  Michigan  from  other  Sigma  Chi  chapters.  Most  of  these  men 
had  had  several  years  of  undergraduate  fraternity  life;  and  I  think 
most  of  these  men  would  gladly  have  affiliated  with  the  local  that 
year. 

The  local  chapter  had  at  that  time  about  thirty-five  members, 
a  chapter  large  enough  for  a  successful  fraternity.  Only  two  of  us 
were  asked  to  affiliate.  The  boys  said  that  they  could  not  take  in 
the  others  because  the  chapter  would  be  too  large.  The  Sigma  Chis 
who  had  come  to  Michigan  with  the  exf)ectation  of  affiliating  with 
that  chapter  naturally  were  incensed  because  they  had  not  been 
asked  to  join.  They  considered  it  a  i>ersonal  slight  and  were  very 
abusive  toward  the  Fraternity  for  i>ermitting  a  situation  so  con- 
trary to  their  icjeas  of  Sigma  Chi  to  exist. 

A  few  of  us  saw  the  situation;  we  decided  that  some  steps 
should  be  taken  to  remedy  the  matter  and  accordingly,  without 
authority  of  Sigma  Chi  statutes,  organized  what  we  called  "The 
Michigan  Group  of  Sigma  Chi."  We  got  all  the  boys  who  were 
not  initiated  at  Michigan  to  join  our  organization.  We  appointed 
a  committee  to  confer  with  the  local  chapter  in  regard  to  establish- 
ing rules,  and  tried  to  create  a  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the 
two  organizations.  At  our  request  the  Michigan  Chapter  passed 
a  rule  to  the  effect  that  no  member  from  another  chapter  would 
be  affiliated  by  the  Ann  Arbor  Chapter  unless  he  happened  to  be  a 
brother  of  a  local  Sigma  Chi.  This  rule  was  very  much  needed  in 
order  to  make  every  Sigma  Chi  at  Ann  Arbor  feel  that  his  Frater- 
nity was  in  fact  a  national  brotherhood. 

When  the  matter  is  viewed  in  a  sensible  light,  it  is  readily  seen 
that  it  would  be  practically  impossible  for  the  local  chapter  to 
affiliate  twenty-one  outside  men,  most  of  whom  were  going  to 
school  at  Ann  Arbor  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  themselves  for  some 
profession.  These  men  from  other  schools,  who  had  been  through 
the  peculiar  experience  of  an  undergraduate,  would  have  been  very 
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little  help  to  the  local  chapter  in  the  undergraduate  life  of  the 
university. 

Up  to  the  time  when  the  Michigan  Group  was  organized,  the 
affiliated  men  oftentimes  were  invited  to  meals  with  the  local 
chapter,  and  this  became  a  great  burden  on  the  pocketbook 
of  the  Ann  Arbor  Chapter.  When  the  Michigan  Group  of  Sigma 
Chi  was  organized,  a  rule  was  passed  in  that  body,  which  of  course 
was  agreed  to  by  the  Ann  Arbor  Chapter,  that  a  member  of  the 
Michigan  Group  was  invited  to  eat  a  meal  with  the  local  chapter 
at  any  time,  but  with  the  strict  provision  that  he  should  pay  for 
his  meals  the  same  as  a  local  member.  A  similar  arrangement  was 
made  in  regard  to  parties  given  by  the  local  chapter.  Several 
other  regulations  were  passed,  all  friction  was  eliminated,  and 
the  two  organizations  worked  together  in  a  wonderful  spirit  of 
co-operation. 

This  Michigan  Group  plan  solved  the  affiliation  problem  at 
Michigan.  I  understand  that  this  problem  exists  at  Columbia, 
Cornell,  and  the  other  larger  universities  of  the  East  and  Middle 
West.  It  is  true  not  only  of  Sigma  Chi,  but  of  all  the  larger  frater- 
nities in  this  country.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  following  out  the 
national  brotherhood  spirit  of  the  college  fraternities,  each  frater- 
nity should  handle  the  affiliation  problem  in  much  the  same  way 
as  we  did  at  Michigan.  It  would  be  very  easy  to  give  legality  to 
the  "group  idea"  where  the  number  of  fraternity  men  who  were 
subject  to  affiliation  amounted  to  six  or  more.

scrambling  the  Greek  eggs.  Had  the  writer  desired  to  place  in 
ready  hands  a  Hoyle  for  Pledge-Lifters  he  could  not  have  func- 
tioned more  eflFectively. 
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Defining  his  own  terms  after  the  happy  manner  of  the  doctri- 
naire, and  rendering  language  fluid  enough  to  satisfy  the  demands 
of  sophistry,  the  editor  sets  out  in  this  wise: 

But  of  late  years  there  has  arisen  a  condition  which  may  be  termed  a 
quasi  or  partial  fraternity  membership.  It  is  the  practice  at  many  colleges 
to  "rush"  or  pay  attention  to  prospective  members  and  pledge  them  formally 
to  join  and  then  wait  a  considerable  interval,  often  weeks  or  months,  before 
the  person  so  pledged  is  initiated.  The  relation  of  such  a  pledge  to  his  pro- 
spective fraternity  during  this  time  is  evidenced  by  his  wearing  a  pledge  button 
conunonly  displaying  some  of  the  insignia  of  his  chosen  fraternity. 

Now  it  happens  commonly  that  the  rushing  season  is  short  and  the  waiting 
season  b  long,  and  it  not  infrequently  occurs  that  a  pledge  upon  learning  more 
of  his  surroimdings  and  the  personnel  and  standing  of  the  various  fraternity 
chapters  at  his  college  feels  that  he  is  pledged  to  a  chapter  that  he  does  not 
care  to  join  and  that  he  would  much  prefer  to  join  some  other  chapter  whose 
members  are  more  congenial.    This  situation  may  and  often  does  arise. 

It  is  not  only  the  right,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  pledge  under  such  circumstances 
to  return  hb  pledge  button  and  request  his  release.  When  thb  happens,  how- 
ever, the  fraternity  from  which  he  is  withdrawing,  being  unable  either  to 
perceive  or  understand  the  real  reason  for  his  actions,  instintively  wishes  to 
blame  someone  and  promptly  accuses  some  other  fraternity  chapter  of  exerting 
undue  influence  upon  their  quasi-member,  and  if  he  afterwards  joins  some 
other  chapter  vociferously  accuses  such  other  chapter  of  "lifting"  their  pledge. 

Certainly  this  occurrence  is  not  lifting  in  the  usual  accepted  meaning  of 
the  term.  And  even  when  there  has  been  an  active  effort  made  to  induce  a 
pledge  to  change  his  mind  it  hardly  seems  to  be  dishonorable.  Everyone 
excuses  a  man  who  violently  falls  in  love  with  an  engaged  girl  if  he  wins  her 
away  from  her  fianc6.  Neither  in  matrimonial  nor  in  fraternal  relationships 
are  unwilling  partners  desirable. 

Here  we  have  a  subtle  and  ingenious  method  of  picking  the 
prizes  that  pass  initial  notice.  It  is  a  case  of  sticking  close  to  the 
letter  and  letting  the  spirit  toboggan. 

In  passing,  your  attention  is  invited  to  Exhibit  **B''  of  the 
minutes  of  the  recent  Conference: 

As  a  result  of  the  discussion  raised  by  the  presentation  of  this  report  the 
following  resolution  was  introduced  and  unamimously  adopted  by  the  Con- 
ference, after  being  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  final  paragraph: 

Whereas,  Pledge-lifting  continues  to  be  practiced  at  some  institutions 
and  is  a  relic  of  barbarism;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  difficult  to  place  guilt  in  such  cases  because  of  a  general 
plea  of  ignorance  and  innocence;  and 
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Whereas,  This  practice  is  engendering  more  ill  feeling  today  among  under- 
graduates, and  even  among  alimmi,  than  any  other  one  cause;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  condemns  the  practice  of 
pledge-lifting  and  recommends  that  no  fraternity  pledge,  or  attempt  to  pledge, 
a  man  who  b  known  to  be  pledged  to  another  fraternity,  until  such  latter  frater- 
nity has  given  notice  that  it  has  released  such  pledge,  or  imtil  such  fraternity 
refuses  to  release  such  pledge  after  being  so  requested  by  him.  In  the  event 
of  a  release,  or  refusal  to  release,  it  is  recommended  that  at  least  three  months 
elapse  before  another  fraternity,  or  any  of  its  members,  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  approach  such  pledge  with  a  view  of  securing  him  as  a  member  of 
another  or  rival  fraternity;  and,  be  it  fiuther 

Resolvedj  That  the  oflftcers  of  this  Inter-Fraternity  Conference,  whenever 
an  authenticated  instance  of  lifting,  or  attempted  liftmg  shall  be  brought  to 
their  attention,  shall  call  the  case  to  the  attention  of  the  national  officers  of  the 
offending  fraternity  and  request  that  the  local  chapter  be  disciplined  to  the 
full  extent  permitted  by  their  fraternity  law.

One  of  the  most  important  offices  in  each  chapter  of  our  Frater- 
nity is  that  of  Associate  Editor,  yet  in  most  instances  it  is  scarcely 
^  ,  more  than  nominal.    When  the  Qwar/er/y  letter  has  been 

^  written,  the  average  secretar>"  thinks  he  has  performed 

his  duty.  A  number  of  them  even  have  to  be  pushed  into  doing 
this  much. 

The  great  trouble  with  the  average  chapter  is  that  it  does  not 
realize  that  it  is  an  organization  primarily  fraternal,  yet  with  an 
important  business  side.  The  haphazard  management  of  any 
group  will  sooner  or  later  ruin  them.  A  fraternity  nm  in  a  business- 
like manner  can  be  classed  among  the  best  in  any  college,  for  in 
order  to  run  smoothly  in  a  business  way  all  the  members  must  pull 
together  and  thus  they  will  increase  their  fraternal  spirit.  Great 
value  can  be  derived  from  belonging  to  a  fraternity,  for  in  a  brother 
who  takes  interest  in  his  chapter  qualities  will  come  forth  which 
he  did  not  know  he  possessed.  A  man  who  is  businesslike  in  his 
fraternity  usually  is  successful  in  the  world. 

The  Associate  Editor  can  give  a  chapter  a  good  name  for  its 
promptness  and  business  attitude  or  he  can  have  it  stamped  as 
negligent  and  indifferent.  It  is  a  shame  and  disgrace  for  the 
Editor  of  the  Quarterly  to  have  to  send  letter  after  letter  to  chapters 
to  get  them  to  send  in  their  letters  to  a  publication  which  reaches 
all  the  sister-chapters.  The  next  Grand  Chapter  should  pass  a 
law  imposing  a  fine  on  chapters  delinquent  with  their  letters,  and 
if  the  fine  is  not  paid,  revoke  their  charter.  It  is  not  right  to  have 
any  chapter  mar  the  attempts  of  the  others  to  get  out  a  decent 
publication  by  its  lack  of  interest  in  failing  to  send  its  letter. 

Many  sister-chapters,  national  officers,  and  alumni  often  write 
letters  to  chapters  which  call  for  answers.  Too  often  they  are 
ignored,  and  as  a  result  the  addressee  is  either  looked  upon  as 
snobbish  or  loose.  Sigma  Chi  has  expanded  ntmierically  by  leaps 
and  boimds,  and  unless  each  chapter  can  see  farther  than  the  con- 
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fines  of  its  own  house  and  realize  that  it  is  a  member  of  one  big 
body,  it  would  be  better  to  sever  the  selfish  branch  and  have  fewer 
Umbs,  retaining  those  which  are  an  asset  and  not  a  drawback. 

The  one  mediiun  by  which  all  the  chapters  can  keep  in  touch 
with  each  other  and  the  national  officers  is  correspondence.  We 
have  no  traveling  secretary,  and  consequently  only  when  the 
Quarterly  comes  out  does  Alpha  know  what  Omega  is  doing,  and 
unless  each  has  a  letter  in  this  publication  they  never  know.  Con- 
fined to  a  more  limited  area,  the  chapters  in  the  same  province 
rarely  know,  imless  they  are  in  close  proximity,  how  the  others  are 
progressing.  Why  not  have  every  chapter  in  each  province  write 
to  the  others  every  month  or  six  weeks  about  some  phase  of  frater- 
nity life  in  its  group,  and  send  a  duplicate  to  the  praetor  of  the 
province  ?  In  this  way  new  ideas  and  suggestions  on  the  part  of 
one  would  probably  be  of  some  benefit  to  the  other.  The  praetors 
could  exchange  these  and  get  suggestions  for  their  province  con- 
ventions. Sigma  Chi  needs  now  more  than  ever  a  closer  imion  and 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  its  chapters.

great  carnival  ball,  supplemented  by  numerous  fraternity  functions. 
The  subject  of  winter  sports  and  the  Dartmouth  Outing  Club 
is  a  popular  one,  not  only  in  Hanover,  New  Hampshire,  but  all 
over  the  country. 

The  man  who  has  been  in  a  large  measure  responsible  for  this 
great  development  of  winter  sports  is  Rev.  John  Edgar  Johnson, 
Dartmouth  1866.  He  is  an  alimuius  of  the  Phi  Zeta  Mu  society, 
which  became  a  chapter  of  Sigma  Chi,  and  is  a  regularly  initiated 
member  of  Eta  Eta  Chapter.  Brother  Johnson  himself  contributes 
the  following  interesting  facts: 

I  cannot  say,  as  my  old  friend  Artemus  Ward  once  did,  ''I  was  bom  of 
rich  but  respectable  parents."  They  were  respectable,  but  not  rich.  I 
reached  my  Senior  year  at  Hanover  without  owing  anybody  anything  except 
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REV.  JOHN  EDGAR  JOHNSON

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two  hundred  dollars.  But  I  have  been  in  the  Union  army  about  half  of  the 
time.  I  went  in  as  a  high  private,  and  came  out  as  a  captain  on  the  general 
stafif.  I  saw  service  in  almost  every  state  in  the  South,  and  in  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  army  except  the  medical  department.  I  never  saw  the  in^de 
of  a  hospital  while  I  was  gone My  last  appointment  was  a  quarter- 
master of  the  cavalry  brigade  on  the  Twenty-fifth  Army  Corps,  which  was 
composed  of  25,000  colored  troops,  gathered  up  on  the  old  battlefields  of  the 
South  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  sent  to  the  Rio  Grande  to  drive  Maximilian 
and  the  French  out  of  Mexico,  and  we  did  it.  Only  the  officers  of  the  Twenty- 
fifth  were  white  men,  of  whom  I  was  one,  my  name  Jack  Johnson  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding After  I  t  year  as  a 

resident  graduate  at  Harvard,  and  tbei  nd  French 

universities.    On  my  return  to  this  c<  ,  and  have 

continued  in  i^.  after  a  fashion  ever  sin  the  better.

Brother  Jolmson's  interest  ii  een  both 

personal  and  financial.    He  haj  ir  cabins 

in  the  chain  terminating  with  Skyline  Farm,  at  Littleton,  New 
Hampshire,  which  is  also  his  gift  to  the  club.  Besides  these,  and  a 
large  western-land  endowment,  he  has  always  been,  ready  to  finance 
any  proposition  of  the  club,  and  has  given  numerous  prizes  for 
essays  and  photographs.  His  last  gift,  that  of  $10,000  for  winter- 
carnival  improvements,  has  resulted  in  the  establishing  of  a  notable 
precedent  in  this  past  carnival. 

Brother  Johnson  is  honorary  president  of  the  Outing  Club  and 
a  frequent  visitor  to  Hanover,  where  his  cheerful  personality 
is  very  popular.  He  is  the  author  of  several  sermons  and  pam- 
phlets, notably  How  to  be  Happy,  Anyhow,  published  by  the  Social 
Service  Society  of  Philadelphia. 

Brother  Johnson  is  a  loyal  Sig.  He  always  visits  the  chapter 
house  whenever  he  is  in  Hanover,  and  frequently  makes  his  head- 
quarters there.  Several  years  ago  he  gave  Eta  Eta  a  handsome 
mantel  clock.  It  was  on  the  night  of  a  Harvard  victory  over  Yale, 
and  Brother  Johnson,  looking  at  the  clock,  said,  **Boys,  that's  sup- 
posed to  be  a  good  clock.  It's  a  New  Haven  movement,  but  they 
tell  me  that  isn't  as  good  as  it  used  to  be." 

In  How  to  be  Happy,  Anyhow,  Brother  Johnson  says:  "We 
spend  half  our  lives  wishing  we  were  men  and  women;  and  then  we 
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spend  the  other  half  wishmg  we  were  boys  and  girls  again."  He 
must  realize  that  his  wishes  are  granted,  for  he  is  today  very  much 
one  of  the  boys,  and  one  of  the  most  popular  of  them.

ORDEAN  ROCKEY,  THETA  1916 

Rhodes  Scholar  from  Pennsylvania 

\1I7HEN  the  Rhodes  Scholarship  ConMnittee  for  Pennsylvania 
announced  that  Ordean  Rockey,  a  graduate  of  Gettysburg 
College,  was  awarded  the  scholarship  for  Pennsylvania  for  the  year 
1916,  it  established  a  record  which  has  not  been  equaled  in  the 
history  of  the  Rhodes  Foundation.  The  appointment  of  Brother 
Rockey  makes  the  second  consecutive  time  that  this  honor  has  come 
to  Gettysburg,  the  appointment  for  1915  being  given  to  Mr.  S.  M. 
Keeny,  of  the  class  of  1914.  It  is  not  only  a  signal  honor  for  the 
school  which  has  produced  for  two  years  in  succession  men  of  such 
caliber  as  to  be  worthy  of  this  honor,  but  it  is  certainly  significant 
of  the  merit  of  the  men,  who,  from  niunerous  candidates  from  the 
great  state  of  Pennsylvania,  can  qualify  for  the  advantages  of 
travel  and  study  which  the  scholarship  affords.  The  scholarship 
includes  a  course  at  Oxford  University  and  travel  in  Europe  for  a 
period  of  three  years. 

Ordean  Rockey  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  RoCkey, 
formerly  of  Waynesboro,  Pa.,  but  now  residing  in  Belleville,  N.J. 
Ordean  entered  the  Waynesboro  High  School  in  1906,  graduating 
in  1910  after  four  years  filled  with  numerous  activities  in  all  lines. 
While  in  high  school  he  was  the  successive  president  of  his  class 
as  a  Sophomore,  Jimior,  and  Senior.  To  thb  might  be  added  his 
holding  of  the  presidency  of  the  athletic  association  and  the  mana- 
gership of  the  football  team.  He  also  won  his  letter  in  football, 
baseball,  basket-ball,  and  track. 

Upon  graduating  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Forestry  ConMnission,  which  work  he  followed  until  the  fall 
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ORDEAN  of  1 91 2,  when  he  entered  Pennsyl- 

vania College  at  Gettysburg. 
There  he  followed  a  classical  course, 
graduating  in  1916. 

While  in  college  the  ability  and 
personality  which  distinguished  him 
from  others  in  high  school  were 
further  displayed.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  varsity  quarter-mile  relay 
team  in  19 13,  which  holds  the 
college  record,  and  carried  off  first 
0^^^  honors  in  its  group  at  the  annual 

The  Ctuysburgian  University  of  Pennsylvania  Relay 

Carnival.  He  was  a  varsity  track 
man  for  four  years  and  was  the  student  manager  of  that  sport 
in  his  Senior  year.  He  was  also  president  of  the  Junior  class, 
secretary  of  the  Freshman  class,  and  a  member  of  the  glee  club 
for  two  years.  He  was  assistant  editor  of  the  Spectrum,  the 
college  yearbook  put  out  annually  by  the  Junior  class,  and  for  two 
years  a  member  of  the  student  council.  It  was  while  he  was  on  the 
student  council  that  hazing  in  its  varied  forms  was  finally  dis- 
countenanced and  abolished.  He  fought  it  'Hooth  and  nail"  and 
had  the  satisfaction  of  victory  as  he  neared  graduation. 

Rockey  was  elected  to  the  Pen  and  Sword,  the  honorary  society 
at  Gettysburg,  and  was  president  of  it  in  his  Senior  year.  It  was 
during  his  term  as  president  that  the  present  honor  system  at 
Gettysburg  was  drawn  up,  voted  on  by  the  students,  and  put  in 
operation.  It  is  certainly  true  that  he  made  it  and  put  it  in  force 
himself,  and  it  is  now  as  much  a  part  of  the  institution  as  "Old 
Dorm"  itself. 

Ordean  Rockey  became  a  Sigma  Chi  in  his  Freshman  year  and 
was  as  active  in  fraternity  work  as  in  other  lines.  He  was  Tribune 
of  Theta  Chapter  during  the  years  191 2-13,  1913-14,  1914-15,  and 
was  Consul  during  the  first  semester  of  the  year  1915-16.  He  was 
also  Theta's  delegate  to  the  Grand  Chapter  held  in  1915  at  the 
California  Exposition.  Moreover,  he  is  proud  of  Sigma  Chi  and  his 
membership  in  it  and  never  loses  a  legitimate  opportunity  to  men-

tion  the  membership  of  his  brothers,  Keller  E.  Rockey,  Theta  1909, 
and  Walter,  Theta  1920.  In  writing  a  Sig  letter  the  other  day  he 
said:  "If  those  of  us  who  are  now  Sigs  have  anything  to  say  about 
it,  the  other  two  brothers  who  remain,  Harry  and  Jack,  will  become 
Sigs,  and  if  those  of  us  who  are  now  Sigs  had  had  anything  to  say 
atiout  it,  our  father.  Rev.  C.  H.  Rockey,  who  is  a  loyal  member  of 
the  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Fraternity  (Wittenberg  College,  Ohio)  would 
have  been  a  Sig.  However,  we  are  broad-minded  enough  to 
observe  generously  that  strayings  from  the  proper  way  are  at 
times  boimd  to  occur." 

His  class  work  while  in  college  was  of  a  high  standard  in  every 
way.  He  was  held  in  great  esteem  by  all  of  his  professors  and  more 
e^)ecially  by  his  more  intimate  and  personal  friends.  He  was  at  all 
times  a  good  mixer  and  was  popular  among  all  classes  of  students. 

Brother  Albert  Billheimer,  Theta  1906,  a  member  of  the  Gettys- 
burg College  faculty,  acted  as  a  "fraternal  tutor"  to  Mr.  Rockey 
during  his  preparation  for  the  Rhodes  qualifying  examinations. 

Dr.  Henry  Robinson  Shipherd,  former  head  of  the  department 
of  English  in  Gettysburg  College,  and  now  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  said  in  his  testimonial  to  the  1916  Rhodes  Committee, 
"He  is  the  one  man  among  five  hundred.*' 

Rockey  is  now  teaching  English  in  St.  Olaf's  College,  North- 
field,  Minn.,  and  will  not  be  likely  to  leave  for  England  until  late  in 
the  summer.

RICHARD  W.  DUNLAP,  ZETA  ZETA  1915 

Rhodes  Scholar  from  Kentucky 

npHE  subject  of  this  sketch  is  the  first  Sigma  Chi  whom  Kentucky 
has  introduced  to  the  quadrangles  of  Oxford  since  the  Hon. 
Cedl  Rhodes  made  it  possible  for  the  "  Cream  of  American  Youth  " 
(in  their  opinion)  to  spend  a  few  years  and  a  few  thousand  poimds 
sterling  at  this  ancient  English  University.  Richard  Williams 
Dunlap  became  a  member  of  the  class  of  191 5  at  Centre  without 
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RICHARD  w.  making  a  great  stir,  but  it  took  only 

a  few  rounds  with  the  "Profs."  to 
make  his  classmates  realize  that 
Dunlap  was  a  fellow  with  more 
than  ordinary  ability.  It  was  not, 
therefore,  a  surprise  when  at  begm- 
ning  of  his  Freshman  year  Dunlap 
received  the  Miller  prize;  the  trick 
was  repeated  at  the  end  of  his 
Sophomore  year,  when  he  was 
awarded  the  Ormond  Beatty  watch 
for  the  best  Latin  scholar  in  his 
class,  and  finally  in  his  Senior 
year  he  became  the  valedictorian 
of  1915;  in  other  words,  he  was  never  headed. 

But  do  not  think  that  I  am  describing  a  one-sided  man.  Dunlap 
worked  with  the  basket-ball  squad,  was  a  member  of  the  honorary 
upperclass  society.  Ye  Rounde  Table,  and  during  his  Senior  year 
was  editor  of  the  Cento,  Centre's  undergraduate  newspaper. 
Among  his  fellow-students  Dunlap  was  a  popular  leader,  always 
taking  a  keen  interest  in  every  phase  of  college  activity.  Since 
graduation  he  has  taken  his  M.A.  at  Centre  and  has  taught  in  a 
preparatory  school  at  Danville,  Ky. 

If  he  can  get  a  ship  to  take  him  across  the  troublesome  waters 
of  the  Atlantic  next  June,  Dunlap  hopes  to  become  a  member  of  a 
section  of  the  American  Ambulance  Service  on  the  French  front.

Many  i>ersons  were  shocked  a  bit,  we 
imagine,  to  read  on  the  cover  of  one  of  the 
current  magazines,  ''Looking  Bade  From 
50"— by  George  Ade  [Delte  Delta  1887]. 
To  be  sure,  the  riotous  Ade  days  have  long 
since  passed,  but  when  he  was  in  fullest 
bloom  he  was  as  the  breath  of  youth  eter- 
nal. The  notion  that  he  could  grow  old 
was  preposterous.  But  time  continues  a 
relentless  old  adversary.  If  one  is  reck- 
less enough  to  be  bom  in  Indiana  in  1867, 
why  he's  bound  to  be  50  years  old  in  191 7. 
That  was  Ade's  folly  and  this  is  his  fate. 

Yet  the  ^lan  of  Ade  in  his  prime  persists 
e\'en  into  his  gray  anecdotage.  Wealth 
hasn't  made  him  pompous.  And  how 
refreshing  it  is  to  see  a  man,  who  can 
probably  eat  eggs  several  times  a  week, 
retaining  much  of  the  spontaneity  and 
unaffectedness  of  the  grim  garret  era. 
Still  the  satiric  slant  is  his,  and  still  the 
imps  of  wit  dance  round  his  pen.  Of 
course «  he  dodders  now  and  then,  for — 
vide  Brother  Longfellow — 

U*hatever  poet,  orator  or  ta^ 
May  <tay  of  it — old  age  b  itiU  old  age, 
It  is  the  waning,  not  the  crescent,  moon, 
The  dusk  of  evening,  not  the  glare  o£  noon, 

but  mostly  he  retains  those  faculties  that 
sparkled  in  all  the  newspapers  and 
screamed  across  the  footlights  when  this

May  his  way  stretch  long  and 
pleasantly  down  through  the  lengthening 
shadows.  Into  that  wish  many  of  us  can 
put  sincerity  and  some  sympathy.

DUPONT  BUYS  PATROL  BOAT 


WoriL  has  been  started  at  Bristol,  R.I., 
on  one  of  the  most  ix>werful  pleasure 
crafts  ever  built.  It  is  a  steel  steam 
yacht  for  Alfred  I.  duPont  [Alpha  TheU 
1886],  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  and  the  plans 
have  been  approved  by  Rear  Admiral 
Taylor,  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Construc- 
tion of  the  Navy  Department,  as  one  of 
the  best  tjrpes  of  privately  owned  patrol 
boats  that  has  yet  been  brought  out. 

She  will  be  1 1 2  feet  over  all  and  109  feet 
on  the  line.  She  has  the  lines  of  one  of 
the  latest  types  of  torpedo-boat  destroy- 
ers, yet  has  15-feet  beam.  She  will  have 
a  speed  of  25  knots.  Instead  of  coal  for 
fuel  for  the  boilers,  crude  oil  will  be  used, 
and  she  will  have  tank  capacity  for  a 
large  cruising  radius. 

Although  this  craft  will  mount  a  three- 
pound  gun  forward  and  a  six-pounder  on 
the  midship  deck  and  will  be  used  as  a 
volunteer  patrol'  boat  in  the  summer 
maneuvers  with  the  navy  and  civilian 


sailors,  the  owner  has  had  a  boat  designed 
that  will  be  one  of  the  finest  pleasure 
crafts  afloat. 

The  boat  will  have  a  powerful  wireless 
equipment,  will  be  electric  lighted 
throughout,  with  two  electric  signal  u^ts 
at  the  mastheads.  The  boat  wm  be  ffi\'en 
a  trial  trip  and  her  progress  wm  be 
watched  with  considerable  interest  by  the 
Navy  Department,  as  it  has  recom- 
mended that  this  type  of  boat  can  be  of 
much  use  as  a  naval  auxiliary  if  occasion 
required  and  could  stay  at  sea  in  almost 
anv  kind  of  weather,  standing  consider- 
able action. — Boston  Transcript^  Janu- 
ary 23.

He 
also  said  that  the  plan  of  increasing  the 
dvic  assets  of  the  nation  as  a  by-product 
of  military  preparedness  was  just  the 
wrong  way  of  approaching  the  subject, 
and  that  civic  discipUne  was  just  the 
opposite  from  military  disdj^e. 

Mr.  Fisher  proposed  as  a  substitute  for 
compulsion  a  system  of  volunteer  service 
for  mm  one  year  to  two  years,  probably 
for  eic^teen  months.  As  incentives  to 
recruiting  he  would  increase  the  pay  and 
would  emphasise  instruction  in  industrial 
and  mechanical  trades  closely  associated 
with  military  training,  so'  that  the  soldier 
would  be  equipped  to  enter  a  trade  at  the 
same  time  tnat  he  was  graduated  into  the 
reserve. — New  York  Evening  Post,  Janu- 
ary 13.

The  Perkin  Medal  was  awarded  to  Dr. 
Ernst  Twitchell  [Zeta  Psi  1886]  last  night 
at  a  meeting  of  the  New  York  section  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  held  in 
Rumford  Hall  at  the  Chemists'  Club. 
This  medal  is  presented  annually  to  the 
American  chemist  who  shall  have  per- 
formed the  most  valuable  work  in  applied 
science,  the  presentation  last  night  being 
the  tenth  since  the  medal  was  instituted. 
The  ceremony  drew  a  representative 
gathering  of  members  and  their  guests. 
Jerome  Alexander,  chairman  of  the  sec- 
tion, outlined  briefly  the  history  of  the 
Perkin  Medal,  which  originated  after  the 
visit  here  of  Sijr  William  Henry  Perkin. 

Those  to  whom  the  medal  has  been 
awarded  include  J.  B.  F.  Herreshoff, 
Amo  Behr,  E.  G.  Acheson,  C.  M.  Hall, 
Herman  French,  J.  Gayley,  J.  W.  Hyatt, 
Edward  Weston,  and  L.  H.  Baekeland. 
Mr.  Alexander  pointed  to  the  achieve- 
ments of  this  country  in  new  inventions 
during  the  last  fifty  years,  many  of  the 
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most  important  being  chemical  inven- 
tions. Dr.  Chandler  then  presented  the 
medal,  commenting  upon  its  significance 
and  upon  the  development  of  the  chemi- 
cal industries,  and  Dr.  Twitchell  re- 
sponded with  a  brief  address  of  acknowl- 
edgment. 

A.  C.  Langmuir  explained  the  relations 
of  the  Twitchell  process  to  the  glycerine 
trade,  calling  attention  to  the  economies 
in  time  and  money  which  had  been  ac- 
complished in  obtaining  free,  fatty  acids. 
He  placed  particular  emphasis  upon  the 
simplicity  of  the  process. — New  York 
Journal  of  Comtnerce,  January  20.

John  B.  McPheeson,  1883,  contributed  to  the  Boston  Sunday  Herald 
for  December  10  an  exhaustive  three-column  editorial  survey  of  approaching 
intomational  business  conditions  imder  the  caption  "The  Coming  Trade  War." 
He  takes  up  the  industrial  and  economic  conditions  of  each  of  the  belligerent 
countries  briefly,  quoting  here  and  there  a  statistical  morsel  that  throws  light 
on  the  whole.  He  points  out  that  not  only  are  many  of  the  countries  at  war 
actually  keeping  up  their  normal  volume  of  export  manufactures  while  handi- 
capped by  war,  but  they  are,  by  virtue  of  the  war,  effecting  valuable  chemical 
and  mechanical  research  that  would  be  almost  impossible  if  financed  by 
private  enterprise,  and  are  already  perfecting  their  plans  to  further  in  a  busi- 
ness way  those  international  relations  that  at  present  mean  most  to  them 
politically.    He  pertinently  remarks  : 

Because  of  this  the  neutral  nations  which  have  been  too  busy  making  immense 
and  immediate  profits  from  war  contracts  Will  ultimately  be  at  a  great  disadvantage 
in  the  contest  for  foreign  trade.  We  shall  be  forced  to  ask  ourselves  to  what  extent 
the  United  States,  with  its  high  standard  of  wages,  its  shorter  hours  of  labor  and 
higgler  oveifaead  charges,  can  compete  successfully  with  Europe,  purged  as  by  fire 
of  everything  tending  to  inefficiency,  and  determined  to  re-create  what  has  been 
destroyed,  and  to  regain  the  industrial  position  which  the  war  has  temporarily  put  in 
jeopardy. 

The  importance  of  the  situation  is  felt,  not  only  in  foreign  markets,  but 
also  at  home.  It  is  chiefly  to  this  really  more  serious  side  of  the  problem  that 
Brother  McPherson  addresses  his  inquiries;  it  is  bad  enough  to  find  ourselves 
surpassed  in  foreign  trade,  but  to  be  beaten  in  our  own  markets  will  be  most 
bitter.    In  closing  he  says: 

In  view  of  the  preparations  which  these  belligerent  European  countries  are  making 
to  increase  their  efficiency  in  industry,  to  enlist  the  support  of  banking  interests  to 
make  sure  their  suj^ly  of  raw  materials,  and  in  view  of  the  economic  agreement 
entered  into,  well  may  we  ask  if  the  Underwood  tariff  which,  according  to  a  statement 
by  Carl  Vrooman,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  "opened  wide  our  ports  to  foreign 
commerce,  both  import  and  export,''  will  enable  the  country  to  guard  our  interests 
as  they  should  be  cared  for?  Will  the  dogma  of  the  quiet  past  and  the  theories  of 
Shadow  Lawn  prove  adequate  for  the  stormy  times  just  ahead  ?

Paul  L.  Bartlett,  Delta  191 1,  died  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  January  10, 1917. 

Paul  Bartlett  was  sick  for  some  time,  and  none  of  us  knew  \mtil  he  was  dead 
that  he  had  been  confined  to  his  bed.  He  was  a  splendid  fellow;  was  captain 
of  the  football  team  and  of  the  baseball  team  at  the  University  of  Georgia. 
He  was  pitcher  on  the  baseball  team.  Such  a  splendid  record  did  he  make 
that  the  New  York  Americans  oflFered  him  two  thousand  dollars  for  a  contract 
for  a  year  to  try  him  out  as  a  professional.  His  father  is  one  of  the  leading 
judges  in  Georgia  and  persuaded  him  not  to  accept  the  offer,  so  he  studied  law 
in  the  Atlantic  Law  School,  and  was  just  beginning  to  do  a  good  business  as  a 
practicing  attorney.  His  death  was  a  shock  to  us  in  Atlanta  who  take  an 
active  interest  in  Sigma  Chi.

Dr.  Walter  S.  Sutton,  Alpha  Xi  1900,  died  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  on 
November  10,  1916. 

Brother  Sutton,  widely  known  as  a  prominent  Kansas  City  surgeon,  was 
the  subject  of  a  short  sketch  in  the  November,  191 5,  Quarterly y  in  connection 
with  his  work  in  the  Harry  Payne  Whitney  Military  Hospital  in  Juilly,  France. 
After  commenting  on  th^  important  service  which  he  performed  there,  the 
UnioersUy  Daily  Kansan  of  November  13  says: 

Doctor  Sutton  was  thirty-nine  years  old.  He  received  his  education  in  medicine 
at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New  York,  and  served  four  years  as  an 
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interne  in  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  there.  He  had  been  practicing  in  Kansas  City  since 
that  time,  and  was  on  the  staff  at  the  Bell  Memorial  Hospital  in  Rosedale  and  the 
Christian  Church  Hospital. 

While  at  the  University  of  Kansas,  Doctor  Sutton  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kai^>a 
and  Sigma  Xi,  honorary  scientific  fraternity.  His  work  attracted  wide  attention, 
and  through  it  he  received  a  fellowship  in  zo5logy  in  Columbia  University,  New  York. 
He  was  the  first  student  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  to  receive  such  recognition. 

Doctor  Sutton  was  a  member  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  American 
Medical  Society,  Kansas  State  Medical  Society,  Wyandotte  County  and  Jackson 
County  medical  societies,  and  vice-president  of  the  Medical  Association  of  the  South- 
west. ^^^^^^^^^ 

George  Sleeman  Keerl,  Omicron  1896,  died  at  Saranac  Lake,  N.Y.,  on 
February  i,  191 7. 

The  Marinette  [Wis.]  Eagle-Star  of  February  3  said  of  Brother  Keerl,  in 
part: 

The  deceased  was  bom  in  Guelph,  Canada,  and  came  to  Marinette  with  his  par- 
ents when  he  was  two  years  old.  His  first  position  was  with  the  old  Marinette  Argus, 
Later  he  came  to  the  Eagle-Star  and  was  its  first  reporter.  From  the  Eagle-Star  he 
went  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  he  accepted  a  reportorial  position  under  his  coUsin, 
S.  £.  Kiser,  editor  of  the  Cleveland  Press.  He  had  almost  phenomenal  success  in 
Cleveland  and  at  twenty-one  years  of  age  went  to  Washington  as  correspondent  for 
the  Scripps-McRea  league  of  newspapers.  He  was  at  that  time  the  youngest  man 
who  had  ever  served  in  the  capacity  of  Washington  correspondent  of  a  large  news- 
paper or  newspaper  league. 

After  a  long  service  there  he  decided  to  enter  the  business  department  of  news- 
paper work,  and  held  positions  in  the  advertising  departments  of  various  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  newspapers.  He  also  engaged  in  business  there  for  a  time,  and  from  Cleveland 
went  to  New  York,  where  he  was  engaged  in  publicity  work  for  many  years,  finally 
entering  the  service  of  J.  P.  Muller  &  Co.,  one  of  the  large  advertising  concerns  of  that 
city.  His  specialty  was  automobile  publicity,  and  he  was  meeting  with  great  success 
in  this  work  when  stricken  with  illness. 


Ralph  S.  Gregory,  Xi  1867,  died  in  Muncie,  Ind.,  on  January  13,  191 7. 
Under  a  Muncie  date  line  the  Indianapolis  News  of  January  16  says: 

Judge  Gregory's  history  is  closely  allied  with  that  of  the  city  itself.  He  was 
bom  in  Delaware  County  seventy-five  years  ago.  After  being  graduated  from  the 
Muncie  High  School  he  entered  Wabash  College,  where  his  studies  were  interrupted 
by  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  during  most  of  which  he  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Eighty-fourth  Indiana  Infantry,  but  finally  became  an  orderly  sergeant. 
Ill  health  compelled  him  to  leave  the  service  before  the  war's  end,  and  on  coming  home 
he  resumed  his  studies  in  Wabash,  remaining  there  through  his  Junior  year,  but  then 
K'hanging  to  Asbuiy  College,  now  DePauw  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
with  the  class  of  1867.  The  following  year  he  became  superintendent  of  schoob  in 
Huntington,  Ind.,  and  at  the  same  time  had  charge  of  a  classical  school  in  Wabash. 
Soon  afterward  he  returned  to  Muncie  and  lived  here  thereafter,  for  a  while  being 
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superintendent  of  the  Delaware  County  schools,  but  devoting  himself  to  the  study  of 
law,  in  which  profession  he  was  successful. 

Judge  Gregory  was  especially  well  known  as  a  criminal  lawyer.  He  would  not 
take  up  the  side  of  the  prosecution  in  a  criminal  case,  however,  because,  he  said,  his 
heart  never  was  with  the  prosecution;  but  as  attorney  for  the  defendant  he  won 
many  notable  victories,  particularly  in  murder  cases.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  city  judge  of  Munde,  having  been  named  to  that  office  in  1913,  and  until  the  first 
of  the  present  month  he  also  was  Delaware  County  attorney.  At  various  times  Judge 
Gregory  had  held  ai^x>intive  offices. 

Judge  Gregory  was  one  of  the  most  striking  figures  in  the  great  Council  of  Red 
Men  and  never  failed  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  coimcil.  Several  years  ago 
he  served  as  Great  Incohonee,  which  is  the  highest  office  in  the  order. 


Arthur  M.  Brumback,  Mu  1892,  died  in  Granville,  Ohio,  on  August  12, 
1916. 

Pages  could  be  written  of  the  good  works  of  Professor  Brumback  and  of 
the  loss  to  the  world,  to  Denison,  and  to  Mu  Chapter  when  he  died  of  typhoid 
fever  last  August.  As  head  of  the  department  of  chemistry  at  Denison,  he 
had  made  that  department  one  of  the  most  popular  and  profitable  at  the  imi- 
versity.  He  was  a  good  citizen,  hard  church  worker,  and  a  Christian  gentleman. 
But  all  of  these  things  are  beside  the  point  to  Mu  Chapter:  he  was  our  brother. 
He  loved  us  and  we  loved  him.  He  attended  our  meetings  often.  Had  it  not 
been  for  his  loyal  interest  and  hard  work,  our  new  chapter  room  wpuld  still 
have  been  a  dream.  He  gave  liberally  to  us  of  his  time  and  thought  and  labor. 
His  life  was  an  ideal  which  every  young  man  of  Mu  Chapter  will  strive  to 
ai^roximate,  and  a  moniunent  which  will  touch  the  stars  has  been  erected  to 
his  memory  in  each  heart.

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"You're  just  the  man  I  want  to  see,"  said  the  Editor  to  the  Old 
Grad,  waving  him  to  a  chair  near  the  bookcase.  "I  want  to  ask 
your  advice  about  a  new  department  for  exchanges  to  be  run  in 
the  Quarterly.'' 

The  newcomer  glanced  at  the  shelves,  overflowing  with  maga- 
zines, and  sighed.    "Don't  want  me  to  read  'em,  do  you?" 

"No,  I  won't  ask  you  to  do  anything  as  revolutionary  as  that," 
replied  his  host,  depositing  his  near-tortoise-shell  specs  atop  the 
working- tools  on  the  desk.  "Do  you  know,"  he  continued,  "your 
question  reminds  me  of  an  important  editorial  utterance  I  have 
intended  to  write,  suggesting  the  possibility  of  a  general  inter- 
change of  fraternity  magazines  among  the  various  fraternity  chap- 
ters represented  in  each  college.  That  is  something  for  local  inter- 
fraternity  conferences  to  take  up,"  and  he  put  down  a  memorandum 
on  a  shockingly  bescribbled  bit  of  paper. 

"If  such  a  custom  were  only  established,  or  if  active  chapters 
and  interested  alimmi  pretty  generally  received  Banta's  Greek 
Exchange^  the  department  of  exchanges  that  appears  in  pretty 
nearly  every  fraternity  journal  would  be  practically  that  much 
waste  paper.  But  it's  about  as  futile  to  suggest  such  things  as  to 
figure  how  much  cheaper  milk  would  be  if  one  milk-man  called  at 
our  building  in  place  of  the  five  who  pound  up  and  down  the  steps 
every  morning." 

"You  asked  me  whether  I  wanted  you  to  read  them,"  he  went 
on.  "I  judge  that  there  are  some  exchange  editors  who  read  them 
pretty  thoroughly,  but  you  know  my  affairs  well  enough  to  know 
that  if  I  were  to  accomplish  such  a  thing  I  should  know  even  less 
than  I  do  now  about  what  goes  on  at  my  office.    Some  of  these 
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other  editor  chaps  have  tune  enough  to  go  through  even  the  chapter 
letters  in  the  exchanges.  By  the  time  I  get  through  prodding  our 
own  chapters  for  letters  and  then  examining  their  reluctant  con- 
tributions I'm  afraid  I  could'nt  look  another  letter  in  the  face. 
Probably  most  of  the  really  intensive  work  on  exchanges  is  done 
by  exchange  editors  who  have  no  other  editorial  duties.  Wouldn't 
you  like  to  take  such  a  job  on  for  a  while  ?  " 

"Good  night!"  exclaimed  the  Old  Grad.  "I've  got  too  much 
to  do  already.    Get  some  yoxmger  man." 

"That's  what  they  all  say,"  smiled  the  Editor.  "I  hope  you 
didn't  think  you  had  an  original  alibi.  But  the  stuff  reaUy  is 
interesting.  For  example:  Through  the  hard  work  of  John 
McPherson  of  Boston,  every  reader  of  the  Quarterly  is  kept  pretty 
well  in  touch  with  the  house  situation  as  it  exists  in  Sigma  Chi; 
but  how  many  of  them  would  be  able  to  tell  what  the  other  crowds 
are  doing?  Do  you  know  what  fraternity  has  recently  built  two 
of  the  most  artistic  fraternity  houses  in  existence  ?  "  He  dived  for 
the  bookcase  and  brought  up  two  lean  gray  magazines. 

"The  Phi  Gams  at  Pennsylvania  had  an  '04  man,  one  MeUor, 
who  was  making  a  name  for  himself  in  architecture  of  the  Tudor 
period;  so  when  they  got  ready  to  build  a  house  they  told  him  to 
let  his  fancy  run  free.  He  did.  The  pictures  tell  the  story,  and 
a  glance  at  the  description  gives  atmosphere:  'imported  metal 
casements  ....  hand-wrought  entrance  lantern,  the  work  of 
Samuel  Yellin  ....  refectory  table,  an  imusual  example, 
speciaUy  executed  by  John  Barber  ....  great  beams  in  the 
ceiling  obtained  after  long  search  ....  crown  ornamentation 
....  atelier 'I  hope  I  may  have  some  business  in  Phila- 
delphia soon  so  I  can  give  that  manorial  castle  a  thorough  inq>ec- 
tion;  Then  I'll  tell  Mannie  Wilson  that  I  am  confident  that 
Phi  Phi  will  go  them  one  better.  Sixteen  full-page  half-tones  of 
this  house!  The  Executive  Committee  think  I  am  bad  enough;  I 
wonder  what  they  would  say  if  I  should  pattern  after  this  ?  Well, 
when  the  boys  at  Penn  State  got  ready  to  build,  they  cotildn't  be 
outdone,  and  so  they  hired  Mellor  too,  as  you'll  see  by  the  other 
copy  of  the  magazine.  'An  unusual  specimen  of  the  English 
coimtry-house  type.'     (Only  two  pictures  of  this  house!) 
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"Both  of  these  chapters  have  previously  owned  homes.  But 
this  Penn  State  crowd  had  a  real-estater:  Milton  W.  Bohn, 
Muhlenberg  '84.  He  built  their  first  house  in  1889,  and  they  paid 
him  back  in  instalments.  We'll  have  to  tell  George  Ade  about  that 
scheme.  It  cost  $5,000  and  twenty-six  years  later  they  sold  it  for 
$  10,000.  How's  that  ?  Hurrah  for  Brother  Bohn !  Not  only  that : 
in  1906  they  paid  $700  for  a  couple  of  lots  to  build  the  second  house 
on.  In  1913  they  got  $1 ,500  for  them.  You  have  heard  about  the 
man  who  fell  out  of  the  boat  and  came  up  with  his  pockets  full  of 
fish.  In  addition  to  the  two  houses  described  so  carefully,  you  will 
note  there  is  mention  also  of  a  new  house  built  for  the  Bucknell 
chapter  (Phi  Gam  alumni  in  Pennsylvania  must  all  be  in  mimitions) 
and  a  newly-purchased  mansard  mansion  for  the  Brown  crowd. 
Only  one  picture  of  each  of  these." 

"Haven't  you  got  time  for  any  but  the  Phi  Gams?"  inquired 
the  Old  Grad,  none  too  graciously. 

"One  more  thing,"  overlooking  the  bad  grace.  "You  know  I 
have  always  wanted  a  department  of  clippings,  but  I  was  afraid  to 
start  it  for  fear  I  shouldn't  get  enough.  Eventually  I  got  it  started, 
though  the  Chicago  Tribune  from  my  own  breakfast  table  gets  most 
of  the  free  mention.  All  this  time  I  was  secretly  handing  it  to  the 
Phi  Gams,  who  have  had  a  department  of  this  kind  for  a  long  time. 
I  never  could  figure  out  how  they  did  it.  But  the  truth  will  out. 
Here's  a  picture  of  a  fellow  named  Norpell,  Denison  '12,  who  sent 
most  of  them  in  while  handicapped  by  eye  trouble.  I  wish  I  could 
get  a  few  first-class  assistants  with  the  same  kind  of  eye  trouble. 
He  can  recognize  the  name  of  a  Fiji  in  newspaper  type  across  the 
room;  that  seems  to  me  to  be  the  chief  complaint." 

"I  read  in  the  paper  about  the  Dekes  getting  a  club  in  New 
York,"  introduced  the  Old  Grad,  dismissing  the  Fijis. 

The  editor  dived  again,  and  again  came  up  with  two  books. 
"It  was  a  surprise  to  me  that  they  bought,"  he  replied,  thimibing 
over  one  of  the  nimibers.  "In  the  D.K.E.  Quarterly  only  a  year 
ago  they  published  a  picture  of  the  proposed  new  clubhouse,  repro- 
duced in  four  colors,  plans,  and  even  tentative  sketches  for  club- 
room  murals.  And  now  they  annoimce  the  purchase  and  equipment 
of  the  former  Yale  Club  building  and  the  organization  of  complete

the  committee  says: 

''Rooms  and  suites  may  be  had  at  prices  ranging  from  $17.00  to  $55. 00 
per  month  for  one  person,  if  leased  by  the  year,  or  for  shorter  periods  at  sli^tly 
increased  rates.  We  are  glad  to  announce  that  we  have  engaged  a  chef  of 
high  standing  who,  with  the  grill-room  cook,  valets,  barbers,  and  other 
employees  will  insure  excellent  service. 

''At  the  opening  we  read  that  notwithstanding  the  short  time 
afforded  for  preparation — 

the  employees  of  the  club  were  in  position  dressed  in  their  quiet  but  hand- 
some livery  ....  our  famous  chef  presided  over  the  serving  of  the  dinner, 
assisted  by  four  other  chefs  of  renown  ....  many  numbered  among  our 
leading  attendants  at  public  dinners  expressed  praise  for  what  we  believe  is 
perhi^;>s  the  best  collection  of  cigars  to  be  found  in  any  dub  in  the  country. 

"It's  a  far  cry  from  the  chapter  of  our  grandfathers  when  one 
fancy  vest  was  the  common  property  of  the  crowd!  The  world  do 
move;  but  which  way  ? 

"Here's  what  the  Deke  editor  says  about  booze: 

''One  of  the  most  striking  changes  in  the  spirit  of  American  college  life 
finds  expression  in  the  way  the  undergraduate  of  today  has  come  to  look  on 
drinking  as  an  evil  to  be  shimned.  This  is  not  to  say  that  the  dry  wave  has 
submerged  the  college  world,  or  that  there  are  not  fraternity  houses  in  which 
liquor  is  not  frequently  found;  but  throughout  the  college  world  in  general 
there  has  been  a  great  change  of  sentiment  within  recent  years.  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  the  college  man  who  drinks  is  now  the  exception  where  be 
was  once  the  rule. 

"There  are  those  who  probably  stand  ready  to  charge  that  the  fraternities 
have  not  led  in  this  reform  and  that  they  even  lag  behind  it.  Periiaps  that 
charge  is  true  in  some  instances,  but  we  believe  that  fraternities  in  general, 
and  our  own  in  particular,  are  far  from  being  as  lax  in  the  matter  of  liquor  as 
the  outside  world  commonly  assiunes.  Certainly  it  is  true  that  in  most  of  our 
chapters  there  is  a  regulation,  generally  well  enforced,  against  the  use  of  liquor 
in  the  chapter  houses;  though  it  is  true  that  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  as  a 
fraternity,  has  not  taken  a  positive  stand  in  this  matter. 

"There  are  fraternities  of  international  standing,  however,  which  ha\'e 
forbidden  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  in  any  form  in  any  of  their  chapter  houses. 
Phi  Delta  Theta  did  thb  nearly  a  decade  ago;  Zeta  Psi  has  taken  the  same 
step,  and  half  a  dozen  others  are  fully  as  hostile  to  the  use  of  liquor  by  members 
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^thin  their  chapter  houses.  Some  have  even  gone  further,  and  have  pro- 
hibited the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  at  national  or  sectional  banquets. 
It  is  said  that  when  Kappa  Alpha  was  organized  at  Washington  and  Lee  in 
1865,  a  provision  against  the  use  of  liquor  in  the  chapter  rooms  found  its  way 
into  the  first  ritual  and  has  there  ever  since  remained.  If  that  is  true,  this 
southern  imiversity  led  the  way,  half  a  century  ago,  in  a  reform  that  the  rest 
of  the  college  world  is  just  catching  up  with.  Certain  it  b  that  college  frater- 
nities are  fast  lining  up  on  the  side  of  the  ''Drys,''  and  that  this  change  of 
attitude  is  one  of  the  most  significant  things  in  the  college  world  of  today. 

"Perhaps  I  shouldn't  let  anything  mar  this  expression  of  prin- 
ciples, but  somehow  I  can't  help  contrasting  with  it  this  little  ad 
for  the  D.K.E.  Club  taken  from  another  issue  of  the  same  maga- 
zine: 

'*  Members  may  obtain  cigars,  wines,  liquors,  etc.,  for  the  holida3rs  at  the 
Club  by  simply  notifying  the  office  and  the  order  will  be  promptly  filled  and 
item  charged  to  member's  accoimt. 

"It  does  seem  imfortimate  that  this  fly  had  to  drop  into  the 
ointment — not  so  much  that  it  spoils  the  ointment,  but  it  shows 
that  the  flies  are  propagating  somewhere.  I  am  just  pesky  enough 
to  believe  that  more  harm  will  result  from  the  little  ad  and  what 
it  stands  for  than  from  the  big  editorial,  and  what  it  stands  for. 

"Speaking  of  booze:  Collier^ Sy  over  a  year  ago,  stirred  up  the 
fraternity  hornets  by  ascribing  to  Zeta  Psi  the  distinction  of  being 
the  first  fraternity  to  prohibit  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  aU 
its  chapter  houses.  The  resulting  correspondence,  and  the  editorial 
comment  in  the  various  fraternity  magazines,  would  indicate  that 
they  were  not  the  first,  as  the  Deke  editor  has  indicated.  Sigma 
Nu  in  1898  and  Phi  Delta  Theta  in  1908  were  among  the  first  to 
pass  formal  convention  resolutions,  while  Kappa  Alpha  of  the 
South  seems  to  have  been  our  Abou  Ben  Adhem.  Other  fraternity 
men  representing  Delta  U.,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  A.  T.  O.,  Phi  Delta 
Theta,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  S.  A.  E.,  and  Beta  Theta  Pi,  in  addition 
to  those  already  advertised,  wrote  to  Collier's  and  the  editor  had 
to  burst  into  print  again  only  six  weeks  later.  His  final  sentence, 
*  College  fraternities  are  lined  or  lining  up  on  the  right  side  of  one  of 
the  most  vital  of  social  problems,'  is  a  more  important  matter  than 
whether  Zeta  Psi  or  Kappa  Alpha  is  entitled  to  first  credit.     The 
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Carnation  of  Delta  Sigma  Phi  has  carefully  collected  all  of  the  dip- 
pings and  presents  them  as  a  'Symposium  on  John  Barleycorn/ 
You'll  be  interested  to  know  that  I  have  clipped  it  out  and  sent  it 
to  Mr.  Deets  Pickett,  research  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Temper- 
ance.  Prohibition,  and  Public  Morals  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  Washington.  The  Board  sent  the  Quarterly  a  question- 
naire on  the  subject  of  liquor  advertising,  obviously  meant  for  news- 
papers, and  so  I  felt  that  this  would  appropriately  let  them  in  for 
one  of  my  characteristic  two-page  letters.  Mr.  Pickett  took  time 
to  read  it,  and  he  is  now  in  touch  with  the  Inter-Fraternity  Con- 
ference, and  is  obtaining  some  material  that  is  perhaps  new  to  him 
on  fraternity  men." 

"Very  noble,  I'm  sure,"  commented  the  Old  Grad,  dryly. 
"I  see  you  are  still  able  to  toot  your  own  horn." 

"Don't  mention  it.  But  that  reminds  me  of  the  Delta  Upsilon 
Quarterly,^*  smiled  the  irrepressible  Editor.  He  pointed  to  the 
magazine,  occupying  a  place  of  honor  on  his  desk.  "If  fraternity 
magazines  were  on  sale  at  the  newsstands  it  would  outsell  all  the 
others  put  together.  It  has  the  real  magazine  flavor.  Its  cam- 
paign story  on  Justice  Hughes  ought  to  have  been  enough  to  elect 
him,  and  the  pictures  that  accompanied  it  were  later  reproduced 
with  credit  in  some  of  the  popular  magazines.  But  what  I  started 
to  say  was  that  the  D.U.'s  have  a  real'exchange  editor,  Mr.  Goldwin 
Goldsmith,  a  Columbia  University  man  on  the  faculty  at  Kansas. 
Without  saying  a  word  about  the  obvious  youthfulness  of  my 
editorial  utterances  he  published  two  of  them  with  comment  in  his 
department,  *The  Gossip  of  the  Greeks.'  It's  true  also  that  he 
advertised  for  a  successor  in  the  same  issue,  which  may  indicate 
the  nigger  in  the  woodpile,  but  I  choose  to  be  pleased,  all  the  same." 

The  Old  Grad  uncoiled  himself  from  his  chair  and  moved 
toward  the  door.  "I've  got  an  engagement  down  the  street,"  he 
explained.     "Anyhow,  you're  talking  too  much  about  yourself." 

"Wait  a  minute!"  demanded  the  Editor.  "I  haven't  asked 
you  what  you  think  of  the  name  for  the  new  department.  I 
thought  I  would  take  a  picture  of  all  the  trash  on  the  desk  just  as 
it  lies  here  and  reproduce  it  with  the  title,  *  Through  the  Editor's 
Specs.'" 
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The  Old  Grad's  eyes  twinkled,  and  he  opened  the  door  and 
stepped  out.  "My  suggestion  would  be  *  Through  the  Editor's 
Hat,'"  he  drawled,  and  a  hurtling  copy  of  Baird  bounced  harm- 
lessly on  the  closing  door-panel.

The  length    ^  ri  •     /  j 

u     \A      *  j^u  *   r^u       •  •     1   J-,.    •  1    A  Pnze  for  an  Answer 

should  not  exceed  that  of  the  onginal  editorial, 

and  the  prize  awatd  is  limited  to  undergraduates.  Alumni  con- 
tributions will  be  welcome,  but  will  not  compete  for  the  prize.  The 
award  will  be  made  in  the  May  number.  The  editorial  is  as 
follows: 

An  examination  of  the  recently  issued  list  of  averages  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota  confirms  the  impression  conveyed  by  similar  lists  at  other  places, 
that  the  scholastic  standing  of  a  chapter  frequently  bears  no  relation  to  the 
reputation  and  the  real  worth  of  the  fraternity  which  it  represents.  It  is  with 
real  amusement  that  we  note  that  Alpha  Sigma  Phi  and  Acacia  stand  at  the 
head  of  this  Minnesota  list,  with  most  of  the  best  known  fraternities  in  the 
middle,  and  Psi  Upsilon  at  the  end.  This  is  not  said  to  discourage  a  dose 
attention  to  scholarship  on  the  part  of  fraternities  and  their  chapters,  but  to 
point  out  that  the  fraternity  ideal  and  the  scholarship  ideal  are  in  their  nature 
fundamentally  discrete.  From  our  point  of  view,  which  we  think  in  this  matter 
will  be  generally  accepted,  Manliness  is  in  brief  the  common  standard  by  which 
the  prestige  of  all  fraternities  is  to  be  judged.  This  is  an  essential  property 
of  a  given  man;  it  can  be  recognized  on  brief  acquaintance;  it  can  be  made  a 
test  of  eligibility;  it  disappears  but  slowly  from  the  man  to  whom  it  is  native, 
under  the  stress  of  external  temptations  from  which  it  is  the  business  of  the 
fraternity  to  guard  its  members;  it  is  also  acquired  very  slowly,  if  at  all,  by  the 
man  who  has  it  not.  Scholarship,  on  the  other  hand,  is  an  accident  of  indi- 
viduality, though  a  most  valuable  one;  it  can  be  achieved  by  anyone  of 
reasonably  sane  mind;  it  comes  and  goes  and  waxes  and  wanes  without  chan- 
ging the  basic  value  of  the  man;  it  is  in  its  academic  sense  often  absent  from 
those  who  in  the  world's  real  testing  grotmd  have  reversed  the  damning  verdict 
of  their  teachers.  Who  would  want  to  be  thrown  for  life  into  the  society  of 
the  ten  best  scholars  of  a  University  ?  Who  would  not  be  glad  to  be  thrown 
for  life,  if  need  be,  into  the  society  of  the  ten  most  manly  men  of  the  same 
college  ?  The  very  putting  of  such  a  question  makes  evident,  on  the  one  hand, 
why  the  best  fraternities  refuse  to  be  led  too  far  afield  on  the  scholarship  cam- 
paign (save  to  insist  that  for  a  Man  whatever  is  worth  doing  is  worth  doing 
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well),  and  on  the  other  hand  why  it  is  that  the  English  universities  have 
succeeded  where  most  of  ours  have  failed  in  stamping  on  their  men  something 
deeper  than  the  mere  infinite  multiplication  of  association  paths  in  the  cerebral 
cortex — a  most  valuable  piece  of  office  machinery,  without  doubt,  but  how 
about  the  Man  to  whose  lifelong  care  the  utilization  of  all  this  equipment  is 
assigned? 

We  should  be  remiss  in  our  duty  if  we  failed  to  list,  at  least,  the 

growing  number  of  chapter  publications  that  regularly  come  to  our

record  which  we  have  not  yet  achieved,  but  toward  which  we  seem 
to  be  turned. 

While  the  ^ew  York  Sig  seems  to  be  resting  for  a  time  on  its 
oars,  the  Sig  Ckicagoan  is  alive  and  doing,  displaying  a  prodigal 
disregard  of  printer's  estimates  and  a  great  deal  of  good  stuff.  The 
Christmas  number  of  eight  pages  sported  a  hoUy  border  in  Nature's 
own  tints,  a  cartoon  by  McCutcheon,  and  eight  pages  of  timely 
copy.  The  January  issue  presented  no  polychromatic  decoration, 
but  again  produced  eight  pages  of  lively  material.  The  February 
number  appeared  as  war  seemed  more  and  more  imminent,  and 
properly  displayed  the  coat  of  arms  and  flag  of  these  United  States, 
en  appliqui  (as  Lady  Duff  Gordon  would  say),  flanking  Stephen 
Decatur's  famous  apostrophe  to  Our  Country,  industriously  cribbed 
from  the  editorial  page  of  the  Chicago  Tribune,  These  Chicago 
chaps  have  an  advertising  manager  who  likes  to  work,  and  as  a 
result  the  editorial  department  is  put  to  it  to  provide  sufficient  copy 
to  float  the  ads — a  condition  to  which  the  attention  of  Messrs. 
Curtis,  Collier,  and  the  rest  of  the  publishing  fraternity  is  respect- 
fully directed.  The  literary  proclivities  of  the  Hoosier  are  as 
apparent  in  the  Sig  Chicagoan  as  elsewhere:  Past  Grand  Consul 
Ailing  is  a  contributor  to  the  first  two  copies,  and  Past  Grand 
Consul  Ade  to  the  last  two.  The  martial  number  (which,  after  all, 
is  not  March's  but  February's)  laimches  formally  Omicron  Omi- 
cron's  appeal  for  a  new  house,  and  displays  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the 
Chicago  campus  from  a  photograph  taken  twenty-four  years  ago, 
thus  indicating  subtly  the  age  of  the  house  which  the  local  chapter 
now  occupies.    Before  leaving  the  subject  we  wish  to  record  our 
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delight  in  the  serial  *'The  Diary  of  a  Freshman''  which  has  been 
running  through  several  niunbers.  Its  authorship  is  modestly 
shrouded  in  anonymity,  but  it  is  real  humor.  Perhaps  we  shall 
some  day  be  able  to  reproduce  some  of  it. 

The  5/.  Louis  Sig  News  is  another  of  the  New  York  Sig  series. 
It  is  frankly  published  to  awaken  interest  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  for 
which  admirable  purpose  two  numbers  have  already  appeared.  A 
veteran  advertising  man  is  at  its  helm,  and  as  a  result  it  has  an 
air  of  finish  that  is  pleasant  to  observe.  Several  of  its  good  cuts 
appear  in  this  issue.  We  hope  that  it  will  live  longer  than  its 
original  purpose  will  necessitate. 

We  trust  thiat  Beta  Kappa  and  Rho  Rho  will  not  consider  their 
journals  damned  with  faint  praise  if  they  receive  but  a  stickful  of 
comment.  The  Oklahoma  Sig  and  the  Pine  Tree  Sig  are  planned 
typographically  after  the  New  York  upstart  and  chiefly  concern 
their  own  imdergraduates  and  alimmi.  One  finds  the  expected 
colimin  of  new-house  propaganda,  and  instinctively  feels  that  the 
boys  might  perhaps  "get  away"  better  if  they  ran  several  issues 
without  letting  the  cat  out  of  the  bag.  The  often-used  phrase 
"co-operation  of  alumni''  usually  means  "contributions  of  alumni," 
and  they  are  naturally  a  bit  shy  about  it.  A  cut  or  two  might  help 
soften  the  stony  heart  of  the  far-away  wage-earner;  he  would  like 
to  see  who  is  going  to  enjoy  the  house. 

Phi  Chapter's  Bulletin  is  a  well-planned  booklet  slightly  larger 
than  an  ordinary  envelope,  containing,  of  course,  the  new  house 
appeal  as  well  as  a  picture  of  the  Freshman  contingent  in  the  chap- 
ter. It  represents  in  a  modest  way  what  we  have  termed  the 
"coimtry-club  Prospectus"  school  of  chapter  publication — ^it  being 
our  thought  that  the  same  expenditure  spread  over  more  frequent 
and  less  pretentiqus  journals  would  prove  more  efficacious. 

The  palm  for  originality  goes  to  The  Signal,  the  journal  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Alimmi  Chapter.  These  repeated  liberties  with  our 
familiar  nickname — Sig — ^lead  us  to  expect  some  loyal  brother  to 
entitle  his  first  hopeful  Sigmimd  or  some  other  euphonious  impossi- 
bility out  of  honor  to  the  days  of  '55.  But  the  cleverness  of  The 
Signal  lies,  not  in  name,  but  in  typography.  The  sheet  (it  really 
is)  is  printed  on  a  piece  of  paper  the  size  of  a  letterhead,  business 
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size,  and  the  work  is  done  on  the  mimeograph.  The  amazing 
feature  of  it  consists  in  the  fact  that  it  is  printed  in  two  columns, 
and  each  line  is  of  uniform  length,  which  may  appear  easy  until 
you  try  it  on  your  own  Underwood.  After  you  have  made  a  few 
mistakes  in  computing  the  number  of  extra  spaces  to  add,  bear  in 
mind  that  no  mistakes  go  in  cutting  a  stencil  for  the  mimeograph, 
and  you  will  begin  to  appreciate  what  the  pressman-editor  has  on 
his  mind.  The  other  novelty  is  its  publication  interval — one  week. 
The  editor  retires  behind  a  self-abasing  pseudonym — ^Arti  Ficial. 
We  wish  every  active  chapter  and  every  alunmi  chapter  that  is 
one  in  fact  might  enjoy  the  use  of  one  of  these  machines  and  the 
services  of  Brother  Arti;  they  approximate  our  idea  of  the  prac- 
tical chapter  bulletin. 

We  read  with  some  interest  in  the  Shield  and  Diamond  of  Pi 

Kappa  Alpha  the  following  news  note,  standing  unquoted,  stark

More  Lifting 

The  Beta  Theia  Pi  advertises  a  phonograph  record  of  three 
Beta  songs  sung  by  the  Yale  University  Quartet.  The  phonograph  has  been 
used  before  to  preserve  the  voice  of  a  founder  of  one  of  the  fraternities— Beta 
again,  if  our  memory  b  accurate. 

Rather  an  unimportant  paragraph  to  be  reprinted  with  extended 
comment  here,  perhaps,  but  our  interest  and  our  comments  are 
aroused  by  the  fact  that  it  was  our  memory,  and  not  that  of  the 
exchange  editor  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  that  was  being  heralded  abroad . 
The  paragraph,  the  one  that  precedes  it,  and  the  five  that  follow  it, 
were  lifted  without  credit  from  the  February,  1916,  Quarterly  with- 
out change  of  order  or  phraseology.  Five  of  our  paragraphs  did 
not  pass  the  censor  and  were  ruthlessly  stricken  out — a  procedure  * 
that  argues  against  our  first  supposition,  viz.,  that  credit  was  not 
given  us  because  there  was  not  a  pencil  handy.  No  doubt  the 
whole  thing  is  too  trivial  to  mention,  and  no  doubt  we  should  be 
flattered  to  feel  that  our  writing  is  good  enough  to  appear  under 
someone  else's  signature;  but  in  the  same  department  with  our 
stuff  we  find  credit  given  to  Kappa  Sigma  and  to  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon,  neither  of  whose  material  is  protected  by  copyright  any 
more  than  ours,  "if  our  memory  is  accurate."

It  seems  clear  at  this  writing  that  the  present  issue  will  not  be 
in  the  mail  in  time  to  further  plans  for  the  Grand  Chapter.  This 
The  Grand  ^  unfortimate;  but  it  seemed  essential  to  get  as  full 
Qiapterand  and  complete  a  list  of  war-workers  in  this  issue  as 
the  War  possible,  even  at  the  expense  of  whatever  publicity 

would  have  been  afforded  the  Grand  Chapter  by  its  prior  appear- 
ance. Announcements  made  in  the  February  issue  have  not 
been  materially  altered  since  their  publication. 

We  hope  that  our  list  of  fighting  men  is  reasonably  complete. 
At  the  same  time,  we  doubt  it,  for  every  day  brings  news  of  one 
or  two  more  who  have  been  overlooked.  The  training-camp  men 
are  extremely  busy  and  cannot  be  criticized  for  failure  to  get 
together  to  furnish  Quarterly  news. 

The  table  doubtless  speaks  for  itself.  It  is  intended  to  give 
at  a  quick  glance  an  idea  of  the  condition  in  which  the  call  to  arms 
left  the  chapters.  Without  question  the  entire  matter  is  more 
serious  than  even  the  table  indicates.  The  problem  for  the  entire 
fraternity  world  is  a  grave  one,  and  the  few  short  sessions  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  will  be  all  too  few  even  to  attempt  a  solution. 
We  hope  that  Sigma  Chis  who  cannot  answer  the  appeal  of  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  will  heed  that  of  the  White  Cross,  for  its  future 
is  in  grave  danger.

Responding  to  the  appeal  for  a  helping  hand  to  the  wounded  and 
dying  soldier — somewhere  in  France — Brother  Joseph  Eastman, 
at  the  head  of  a  corps  of  twenty-five  Stanford  students,  including 
Brothers  Hal  Blote,  1918,  and  Carl  Randau,  1919,  of  Alpha  Omega, 
left  California  on  February  4  to  join  the  American  Ambulance  in 
France. 

Brother  Eastman  announced  a  French  ambulance-service  meet- 
ing a  few  months  ago  to  be  held  in  the  chapter-house  smoking-room. 
Long  before  the  scheduled  hour  men  from  all  parts  of  the  campus 
had  streamed  in,  filled  the  large  front  room  to  its  utmost  capacity, 
and  crowded  on  tiptoes  around  the  door  while  Brother  Eastman 
modestly  explained  that  a  group  of  San  Francisco  capitalists  had 
volunteered  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  Stanford  ambulance  corps  at 
the  front.  An  even  himdred  men  filed  their  applications  at  once. 
For  weeks  afterward  men  from  Cornell,  Illinois,  and  in  fact  from 
all  parts  of  the  country,  as  well  as  from  Stanford,  kept  Brother 
Eastman  hot-footing  to  take  cafe  of  their  applications  and  to  man- 
age the  project  until  the  list  was  finally  confined  to  twenty-five. 

The  Stanford  unit,  it  is  generally  believed,  will  serve  as  a  flying 
squadron  on  the  front  wherever  the  fighting  is  heaviest.  It  is  en- 
gaged for  six  months.

WHEN  the  thirty-third  Grand  Chapter  of  Sigma 
Chi  convenes  in  St.  Louis  on   the  twenty-eighth  of 
I  June,  it  will  be  sixty-two  years  to  the  day  from  the 
[founding  of  the  Fraternity. 

Furthermore,  when  the  thirty-third  Grand  Chap- 
I  ter  convenes,  it  will  find  St.  Louis  and  St.  Louis  Sigs 
I  ready  to  extend  to  all  White  Cross  wearers  and  their 
ladies  a  sincere  and  hearty  welcome.  So  prolific  has 
been  the  "pep"-ery  (from  "pep,"  not  pepper)  leader- 
ship of  "Pop"  Henning  that  even  now  arrangements  are  made  for 
your  physical  and  mental  comfort  and  pleasure. 

While  the  principal  feature  of  any  Sigma  Chi  gathering  is  the 
spirit  of  good  fellowship  that  always  runs  riot  on  such  occasions, 
nevertheless  various  supplementary  diversions  have  been  planned, 
as  was  set  forth  in  the  program  and  article  which  appeared  in  the 
February  Quarterly. 

The  momentxun  developed  by  the  entertainment  and  arrange- 
ment conunittees  in  preparing  the  tentative  program  has  kept 
them  in  motion,  and  consequently  other  features  have  been  added. 
One  of  the  most  recent  announcements  is  an  open  golf  tourna- 
ment. When  golf  was  mentioned  in  our  recent  article  as  an 
optional  entertainment,  we  were  not  advised  that  there  were  so 
many  "bugs"  in  the  Fraternity;  but  this  information  is  now  in 
our  possession.  It  is  offered  by  what  lawyers  would  call  the  best 
evidence;  that  is,  direct  testimony — not  hearsay.

Send  all  applications 
for  the  honor  of  donating  the  cup,  and  for  entries  to  brother  W.  C. 
Henning. 

Sig  fellowship  and  music  have  always  gone  hand  in  hand. 
The  thirty-third  Grand  Chapter  will  be  no  exception.  In  keeping 
with  the  present  national  situation,  the  musical  theme  will  be 
largely  patriotic.  A  song,  "Old  Glory,"  written  by  John  Richard 
Weathers,  Lambda  1872,  to  be  sung  to  the  tune  of  "The  Red, 
White,  and  Blue",  will  hold  a  prominent  place  on  the  musical 
program.

THE  TRI-PROVINCE  CONVENTION

During  one  of  the  most  critical  periods  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  the  mad  whirl  of  the  government  wheels  and  the 
hum  of  business  life  in  Washington  were  stayed  while  the  Wash- 
ington Sigs  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  playing  the  part  of  hosts 
at  the  second  Tri-Province  Convention,  which  was  held  at  the 
Shoreham  Hotel  on  March  30  and  31,  1917. 

From  the  very  first,  when  the  special  car  loaded  with  Sigs  from 
New  York  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  twenty-ninth  and  was 
met  by  the  reception  committee  headed  by  our  most  worthy 
brother,  Thomas  E.  Whelan,  Beta  Zeta  1916,  to  the  very  last,  when 
those  who  found  it  impossible  to  stay  over  were  ushered  to  their 
berths  in  the  car  outward  boimd  in  the  wee  small  hours  of  the 
momfaig  of  April  i,  the  convention  was  a  huge  success  and  enjoyed 
by  all. 

At  sunrise  on  Friday  the  thirtieth  the  large  blue  and  gold  banner 
with  the  white  cross  of  Sigm&  Chi  in  the  center  was  unfurled  to  the 
breeze  and  hung  over  the  main  entrance  of  the  Shoreham,  where 
it  rentained  throughout  the  convention.  Promptly  at  10:00  a.m. 
the  first  business  session  was  called  to  order  in  the  Gold  Room  by 
E.  R.  Wilson,  Grand  Praetor  of  the  First  Province.  That  Sig 
business  sessions  can  really  be  enjoyed  was  amply  proved  by  the 
large  attendance,  and  Washington  Sigs  were  shown  the  modus 
operandi  of  Sigma-Chi-dom. 

Unfortunately  space  will  not  permit  going  into  details.  These 
will  appear  in  full  in  the  next  Bidleiin,  and  are  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  warrant  each  and  every  Sig  to  look  forward  to  its  early 
arrival. 
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Friday  noon  luncheon  was  served  in  the  Shoreham  Grill,  a 
special  section  having  been  reserved.  The  afternoon  business 
session  was  followed  by  a  delightful  automobile  trip  around  the 
dty,  taking  in  the  Speedway  and  Potomac  Park,  from  which  the 
guests  returned  just  in  time  for  dinner  at  the  "Official  Sig  Hotel." 

In  the  evening  an  initiation  was  held  at  the  chapter  house. 
The  active  chapter  covered  itself  with  glory  with  its  splendid 
exemplification  of  the  Ritual,  the  whole  affair  being  carried  through 
without  a  hitch.  It  was  inunediately  followed  by  a  good  old-time 
smoker.  And  what  a  smoker  it  was!  The  hit  of  the  evening 
seemed  to  be  the  many  and  varied  selections  rendered  by  some 
imique  southern  entertainers  of  dusky  skin,  who  performed  on 
instnunents  each  of  which  seemed  to  contain  all  the  requisites  of  a 
full-fledged  orchestra — ^Yea,  verily,  they  should  be  himg  in  the 
National  Museimi. 

Saturday  morning,  again  promptiy  at  ten  o'clock,  the  third 
business  session  was  called  to  order.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting 
the  entire  body  of  Sigs  walked  around  the  comer  to  the  University 
Club,  where  a  most  delightful  luncheon  was  served  in  a  portion  of 
the  main  dining-room  set  aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of  Sigma  Chi. 
During  the  course  of  the  luncheon  a  few  of  the  Washington  Sigs 
were  introduced  to  a  new  game  called  "Stick."  Yes,  they  got 
stuck,  but  only  regretted  that  their  guests  could  not  be  with  them 
long  enough  for  them  to  return  the  favor  with  some  Eastern  games. 

After  limcheon,  automobiles  were  again  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  guests  for  sightseeing.  They  proceeded  first  through  the 
United  States  National  Cemetery  at  Arlington,  Va.,  where,  in 
compliance  with  resolutions  passed  at  the  business  sessions,  a 
sheaf  of  beautiful  white  roses,  tied  with  blue  and  gold  ribbon,  was 
placed  on  the  grave  of  General  Benjamin  P.  Rxmkle.  At  the  same 
time  the  brothers  grouped  around  the  grave  were  led  by  Grand 
Consul  Allen  in  that  good  old  song,  "A  Sig  I  Am."  A  similar 
tribute  was  then  paid  to  Dr.  Robert  L.  Famham,  at  Glenwood 
Cemetery.  Here  especially  were  the  hearts  of  the  local  men 
touched,  for  Brother  Famham  was  an  old  Epsilon  man. 

We  arrived  at  the  hotel  at  about  six  o'clock,  with  just  enough 
time  left  to  catch  a  few  breaths  before  the  grand  climax  of  the 
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convention,  the  banquet.  Even  those  whose  hair  is  gray  (or 
conspicuous  by  its  absence)  could  not  help  feeling  their  spirits 
rise,  when,  as  the  brothers  were  about  to  be  seated,  Miss  Whelan, 
who  has  a  beautiful  sporano  voice,  sang  "The  Star  Spangled 
Banner."  Brother  E.  C.  Kemper,  Epsilon  191 1,  president  of  the 
Washington  Alumni  Chapter,  acting  as  toastmaster  (a  position 
in  which  he  has  never  failed  to  shine),  inunediately  called  for  a 
toast  to  "Woodrow  Wilson,"  the  "Stars  and  Stripes,"  and  the 
"United  States  by  the  will  of  God."  Rev.  Wallace  Radcliflfe,  Iota 
1862,  gave  the  invocation,  and  the  banquet  was  on. 

The  menu — ^well,  all  that  need  be  safd  on  that  subject  is  that 
it  was  prepared  by  the  Shoreham's  chef,  and  that  it  was  of  such 
quality  that  even  the  most  fastidious  brother  could  not  help  making 
heavy  inroads  on  whatever  was  set  before  him.  As  for  the  speeches 
— ^if  space  would  only  permit  they  would  be  printed  verbatim. 
When,  among  others,  such  men  as  Grand  Consul  Wilber  P.  Allen, 
Grand  Quaester  William  V.  Brothers,  Grand  Praetor,  W.  C. 
Henning,  Grand  Praetor  E.  R.  Wilson,  Grand  Trustee,  Joseph  T. 
Miller,  and  R.  S.  Doyle,  Epsilon  1918,  were  on  the  program,  those 
who  did  not  have  the  privilege  of  hearing  them  could  well  leave 
it  to  their  imagination. 

One  of  the  biggest  hits  on  the  program  was  "The  Sweetheart  of 
Sigma  Chi"  so  admirably  rendered  by  Miss  Whelan.  Everybody 
present  joined  in  the  chorus,  and  when  the  last  line  had  been 
rendered  the  singer  was  greeted  with  round  after  round  of  applause. 
Miss  Whelan  was  recalled  again  and  again,  and  each  time  was 
assisted  by  Brother  Johnson,  Beta  Theta,  who  has  an  excellent  tenor 
voice.  Whenever  there  seemed  to  be  an  opening,  a  special 
orchestra,  whose  six  members  were  dressed  in  Hawaiian  costiune, 
rendered  selections  of  that  peculiar  and  weird  music  found  only  in 
those  little  islands  in  Mid-Pacific. 

All  present,  though  sorry  to  see  the  convention  come  to  a  close, 
extended  to  the  Pittsburgh  Sigs  their  best  wishes  and  expressed 
hopes  for  a  repetition  of  these  pleasures  at  the  third  Tri-Province 
Convention  next  year. 

Every  active  and  alumni  chapter  of  the  First,  Second,  and  Ninth 
provinces  with  the  exception  of  Beta  Lambda  was  represented 
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throughout  the  convention.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
to  the  chairman,  Brother  R.  S.  Doyle,  Epsilon  1918,  who  devoted 
all  his  time  (as  well  as  some  of  the  government's)  and  energies 
to  making  the  aflfair  one  long  to  be  remembered.  It  was  largely 
through  his  untiring  efforts  that  the  convention  was  put  on 
such  a  high  plane.  No  matter  where  he  may  go  in  the  near 
future,  be  it  to  the  trenches  on  the  other  side,  or  down  to  the 
Mexican  border,  the  old  familiar  words  will  greet  him,  "Here's  to 
you.  Brother  Doyle." 

The  old  saying,  "March  comes  in  like  a  lamb  and  goes  out  like 
a  lion,"  has  once  more  been  proved.  This  year  it  came  in  like  a 
lamb,  and,  as  all  the  brothers  who  attended  the  convention  can 
attest,  went  out  in  true  form.  It  is  our  most  earnest  wish  that 
our  brothers  "from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  from  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  to  the  headwaters  of  the  Mississippi"  will  alter  their 
maps  of  Sigma  Chi,  so  that  the  name  of  Washington  will  stand  out 
in  large  red  letters,  as  a  Real  Sig  town.

The  Fourth  Province  Convention

The  chapters  of  the  Fourth  Province  gathered  in  their  annual 
convention,  at  Bloomington,  Ind.,  on  May  4  and  5.  Lambda 
Chapter  at  Indiana  University  acted  as  host  to  the  delegates,  who 
represented  the  Purdue,  De  Pauw,  Wabash,  and  Butler  chapters. 
The  Hanover  Chapter  failed  to  have  a  delegate  present. 

Friday  night  the  delegates  attended  and  assisted  in  the  initia- 
tion of  the  three  Lambda  neophytes,  the  ceremonies  of  initiation 
being  conferred  upon  Harold  Jones,  Anderson,  Ind. ;  Lynn  Howard, 
Mondovi,  Wis.;  and  Dayton  S.  Hamer,  Huntington,  Ind.  Execu- 
tive Secretary  Byron  D.  Stokes,  Albion  1913,  and  Grand  Praetor

IT  WAS  DRY,  this  dinner  given  by,  to,  and  for  the  Sigs  of  Camp 
Llano  Grande,  Tex.,  but  it  had  its  compensations.  Aside  from 
meeting  twenty  new  brothers,  who  came  from  the  four  comers  of 
the  nation  down  to  this  Texas  border  coimtry,  there  were  other 
compensations. 

For  example,  we  had  butter — ^well,  not  exactly  butter,  but  a 
yellow  spread  that  looked  like  butter,  and  we  cleaned  out  the  little 
hotel  in  Mercedes  of  that  golden  article.  Also  we  had  meat  that 
wasn't  beef,  salad,  and  mince  pie.  Much  other  food,  too,  to  the 
extent  of  fifty  cents'  worth,  which,  to  men  who  had  been  living  upon 
a  government  allowance  of  about  twenty-five  cents  a  day,  tasted 
pretty  good. 

We  learned,  therefore,  another  purpose  for  having  a  Sigma  Chi 
** banquet" — to  get  real  food.  Somehow  the  food  part  of  it  here- 
tofore had  always  been  more  or  less  a  side  issue.  But  food  vied 
with  Sigma  Chi  spirit  in  claiming  attention  at  this  banquet,  which 
was  held  Friday  night,  December  22,  1916. 

Deane  Wiley,  Beta  Zeta  ex-1912,  was  the  prime  mover,  and  he 
scoured  around  on  his  rangy  horse  imtil  he  had  roimded  up  all  the 
Sigma  Chis  in  the  outfits  here  at  Llano  Grande,  at  Donna,  at  Mer- 
cedes, and  places  in  between.  Twenty-one  sat  down  to  the  dinner, 
which  was  presided  over  by  ManviUe  H.  Sprague,  Alpha  Omega 
1905.  There  was  not  a  formal  speech,  but  lots  of  yells,  songs,  and 
enthusiasm,  and  it  was  a  dinner  always  to  be  remembered  by  the 
following  who  attended:  ManviUe  H.  Sprague,  Alpha  Omega  1905, 
Grafton,  N.D.,  Captain,  Co.  C,  ist  N.D.  Infantry;  Thomas  S.

If  we  are  going  to  be  as  censorious  toward  one  another  as  the 
outside  worid,  and  inflict  even  more  severe  penalties  and  artificial 
aneSy  then  our  brotheriy  love  means  no  more  than  the  witch- 
bumer's  love  for  his  victim.  If  we  had  the  only  kind  of  brother- 
hood that  is  worth  while,  we  would  think,  not  of  punishing  the 
erring  one,  but  of  our  responsibility  for  his  error.    Oh!  but  what's 

'  Brother  Schroeder  refers  to  our  comment  on  the  file  of  letters  received  by  the 
Fraternity  from  the  presidents  of  the  imiversities  in  which  our  chapters  are  located. 
One  president  wrote:  "I  believe  that  it  will  raise  the  standing  of  fraternities  in  the 
estimation  of  the  faculty  and  authorities  if  the  fraternities  will  take  the  initiative  in 
getting  rid  of  the  bad  students  instead  of  leaving  the  matter  to  the  college.'' 

Our  observations,  to  which  Brother  Schroeder  objects,  were:  "Only  the* other  day 
a  man  was  expelled  from  Sigma  Chi  for  failure  to  pay  his  chapter  bills.  What  chap- 
ter— what  fraternity — would  have  taken  such  a  step  a  generation  ago  ?  And  yet, 
fimdamentally,  scholarship,  morals,  right  living,  are  more  important  in  their  deep 
effect  on  the  group  than  the  activities  of  an  occasional  dead-beat.  To  be  the  power 
for  good  which  we  can  be  we  must  be  in  every  sense  every  brother's  keeper.  We  must 
strive  to  make  each  man  of  greatest  value  to  himself,  to  his  college,  and  therefore, 
automatically,  to  us.  The  day  is  close  at  hand  when  we  shall  say  to  the  man  who  does 
not  heed,  'Get  out!  There  is  another  man  waiting  who  will  listen  and  profit.'  Then 
indeed  will  the  fraternity  have  found  the  place  of  service." 

What  do  you  think,  Brother  Sig? 
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the  use  ?  You  don't  want  a  sermon  such  as  I  would  like  to  preach. 
Perhaps  even  the  making  of  a  protest  is  useless.  However,  I  am 
going  to  let  it  go  anjrway.

received,  and  that  furnished  by  Henry  W.  Mahon,  Jr.,  Alpha 

Upsilon  1918,  has  finally  been  selected  as  best.    The  original  Alpha 

Chi  Rho  editorial  reads  as  follows: 

An  examination  of  the  recently  issued  list  of  averages  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota  confirms  the  impression  conveyed  by  similar  lists  at  other  places, 
that  the  scholastic  standing  of  a  chapter  frequently  bears  no  relation  to  the 
r^utation  and  the  real  worth  of  the  fraternity  which  it  represents.  It  is  with 
real  amusement  that  we  note  that  Alpha  Sigma  Phi  and  Acacia  stand  at  the 
head  of  this  Minnesota  list,  with  most  of  the  best  known  fraternities  in  the 
middle,  and  Psi  Upsilon  at  the  end.  This  is  not  said  to  discourage  a  close 
attention  to  scholarship  on  the  part  of  fraternises  and  their  chapters,  but  to 
point  out  that  the  fraternity  ideal  and  the  scholarship  ideal  are  in  their  nature 
fimdamentally  discrete.  From  our  point  of  view,  which  we  think  in  this  matter 
wiU  be  generally  accepted.  Manliness  is  in  brief  the  common  standard  by  which 
the  prestige  of  all  fratenuties  b  to  be  judged.  This  b  an  essential  property 
of  a  given  man;  it  can  be  recognized  on  brief  acquaintance;  it  can  be  made  a 
test  of  eligibility;  it  disappears  but  slowly  from  the  man  to  whom  it  is  native, 
under  the  stress  of  external  temptations  from  which  it  is  the  business  of  the 
fraternity  to  guard  its  members;  it  is  also  acquired  very  slowly,  if  at  all,  by  the 
man  who  has  it  not.  Scholarship,  on  the  other  hand,  is  an  accident  of  indi- 
viduality, though  a  most  valuable  one;  it  can  be  achieved  by  anyone  of 
reasonably  sane  mind;  it  comes  and  goes  and  waxes  and  wanes  without  chang- 
ing the  basic  value  of  the  man;  it  is  in  its  academic  sense  often  absent  from 
those  who  in  the  world's  real  testing  groimd  have  reversed  the  danining  verdict 
of  ^t heir  teachers.  Who  would  want  to  be  thrown  for  life  into  the  society  of 
the  ten  best  scholars  of  a  University  ?  Who  would  not  be  glad  to  be  thrown 
for  life,  if  need  be,  into  the  society  of  the  ten  most  manly  men  of  the  same 
college  ?  The  very  putting  of  such  a  question  makes  evident,  on  the  one  hand, 
why  the  best  fraternities  refuse  to  be  led  too  far  afield  on  the  scholarship 
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campaign  (save  to  insist  that  for  a  Man  whatever  is  worth  doing  is  worth  doing 
well),  and  on  the  other  hand  why  it  is  that  the  English  universities  have 
succeeded  where  most  of  ours  have  failed  in  stamping  on  their  men  something 
deeper  than  the  mere  infinite  multiplication  of  association  paths  in  the  cerebral 
cortex — ^a  most  valuable  piece  of  office  machinery,  without  doubt,  but  how 
about  the  Man  to  whose  lifelong  care  the  utilization  of  all  this  equipment  is 
assigned? 

Brother  Mahan's  prize- winning  answer  reads: 

Someone  has  very  profoundly  remarked  that  the  test  of  any  institution  is 
determined  by  the  quality  of  its  finished  product.  This  remark  is  universally 
accepted  as  a  truth.  Accordingly  it  is  with  real  amusement  that  I  am  led  to 
disagree  with  the  scholarship  editorial  in  the  Garnet  and  WhiU  of  Alpha  Chi 
Rho.  The  writer  would  lead  us  to  believe,  in  his  assumption  that  the  fraternity 
ideal  and  the  scholarship  ideal  are  fundamentally  discrete,  that  the  fraternity 
man  can  frequently  go  swimming  without  getting  wet,  or,  in  other  words,  that 
manliness  is  the  major  element  and  that  scholarship  is  the  minor,  or  perhaps 
the  void,  element  in  the  chapter  standing.  In  order  to  see  his  position  we  must 
set  aside  the  principles  of  logic  and  be  led  to  the  conviction  that  any  part  of  a 
product  shall  be  the  standard  by  which  the  entire  product  shall  be  judged. 
Imagine  any  industrial  establishment,  an  automobile  factory  for  instance- 
can  we  say  that  its  product  shall  be  judged  by  the  painted  finish  alone, 
or  the  machinery  alone,  or  the  starting  device,  or  whatnot?  The  entire 
make-up  of  the  finished  product  goes  to  determine  its  quality,  and  without 
any  one  of  the  factors  which  play  their  part  the  worth  of  the  finished  product 
is  materially  lessened.  So  does  the  nde  apply  to  society  or  fraternity.  The 
aggregate  cannot  be  measured  by  the  actions  or  characteristics  of  one  man, 
nor  by  a  single  trait,  which,  combined  with  many,  constitutes  the  entirety. 
We  must  measure  the  body  in  toto  to  challenge  their  qualitative  standing.  So 
the  fairness  of  the  assertion  by  question  that  the  ten  best  scholars  are  foreign 
to  the  ten  most  manly  men  proves  no  more  than  saying  to  a  Greek,  that  of 
twenty  men,  ten  are  old  and  ten  are  young.  If  we  assume  the  statement 
to  be  correct,  that  manliness  shall  be  the  common  standard,  why  were  not 
fraternities  organized  in  institutions  where  to  cultivate  manliness  is  the  prime 
endeavor,  and  scholarship  reigns  as  a  matter  of  secondary  importance- 
dancing  academies  and  life-saving  schools,  for  example  ?  And  now  the  writer 
says  that  scholarship  can  come  and  go  and  wax  and  wane  without  changing 
the  basic  value  of  the  man.  I  ask  him  then,  why  was  it  that  colleges  and 
universities  were  created,  and  how  would  he  accoimt  for  the  fact  that  men,  poor 
and  humble  in  boyhood,  have  risen  through  what  he  himself  chooses  to  call  ^*  the 
multiplication  of  association  paths  in  the  cerebral  cortex "  to  positions  of  the 
highest  trust  and  esteem  ?  He  would  neutralize  his  own  contention  in  assert- 
ing without  statistics  that  under  one  ciraunstance,  beautiful  to  us  all,  scholar- 
ship is  "often  absent";  for  may  it  not  as  well  be  "often  present"  ?    And  I 
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believe  that  the  history  of  humanity  will  bear  me  out  in  saying  that  the  average 
number  of  greater  achievements  fall  to  the  credit  of  those  in  whose  possession 
it  was  often  present.  He  who  mastered  and  retained  it  was  the  one  to  whose 
lifelong  care  the  utilization  of  all  the  equipment  was  assigned.

Honorable  mention  has  been  awarded  to  the  following: 

Jhe  whole  fallacy  of  the  argument  in  Garnet  and  WhiU,  that  the  fraternity 
ideal,  which  they  like  to  call  Manliness,  and  the  scholarship  ideal  are  in  their 
nature  "fundamentally  discrete/'  lies  in  the  contrasting  of  two  things  that  are 
in  their  nature  not  fundamentally  different.  If  it  were  a  question  of  choosing 
between  scholarship  and  manliness,  with  all  that  the  latter  term  implies,  we 
would  not  hold  for  a  minute  for  scholarship.  But  such  is  not  the  case.  To 
argue  that  one  of  these  qualities  is  better  than  the  other  is  to  argue  that  heredity 
is  more  important  than  environment,  and  vice  versa.  Both  can  work  for  good 
or  evil.  Either  can  make  or  mar  a  man.  But  it  is  when  you  get  the  two 
together  that  the  genius  results.  And  so  we  would  not  attempt,  as  does  the 
Alpha  Chi  Rho  publication,  to  set  scholarship  and  manliness  against  each 
other.  By  their  very  nature  they  overlap  and  coincide  to  such  a  degree  that 
we  must  combine  them  to  get  the  ideal,  well-rounded  fraternity  type. 

That  scholarship,  however;  is  more  than  a  mere  "accident  of  individuality," 

or  valuable  "piece  of  office  machinery,"  is  brought  out  in  a  recent  investigation 

made  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  of  the  men  who  were  most  scholarly  in 

school  and  then  reached  highest  emminence  in  after  life.    From  i860  to  1890 

fifty-nine  men  graduated  with  highest  honors  and  of  these,  twenty-eight, 

or  50  per  cent,  are  recorded  in  Who^s  Who  In  America;  one  hundred  and 

eighty-five  men  were  elected  to  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  fifty-eight 

of  these,  or  30  per  cent,  appear  in  Who's  Who;  four  hundred  men  graduated 

without  any  friUs  and  of  these  forty,  or  10  per  cent,  are  written  up.    Before 

Who's  Who  was  published,  from  1833  to  1859,  fifty-three  received  highest 

honors  and  twenty-six,  or  50  per  cent,  became  eminent;   one  hundred  and 

sixty-seven  made  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  fifty-two,  or  30  per  cent  became  eminent; 

four  hundred  and  seventy-six  graduated  without  distinction  and  twenty-nine, 

or  6  per  cent,  became  eminent.    And  it  is  safe  to  say  that  similar  investigations 

in  other  colleges  would  yield  the  same  results.    These  figures  show  that 

scholarship  is  one  of  the  chief  ingredients  of  success  and  must  have  a  place  in 

the  scheme  of  the  all-round  fraternity  man.    Must  he  have  manliness  ?    Yes. 

But  as  you  can't  take  two  cog  wheels  from  a  machine  and  say  that  the  one  is 

more  efficient  than  the  other,  just  so  you  can't  quibble  over  the  relative  merits 

of  scholarship  and  manliness.     It  takes  them  both  to  bring  harmony  and 

success.

Encouraged  by  the  large  attendance  at,  and  interest  in,  the  joint 
dinner  given  in  February,  1916,  by  the  Alpha  Theta  Chapter,  the  Har- 
vard Group  and  the  Boston  Alunmi,  the  three  organizations  again 
combined  this  year  for  a  dinner  at  the  Boston  City  Club  on  Saturday 
evening,  March  3. 

A  determined  eflfort  to  secure  a  turnout  of  a  himdred  old-timers  and 
youngsters  was  frustrated  by  a  combination  of  imtoward  preventions. 
The  evening  was  unhappily  chosen,  inasmuch  as  the  dinner  conflicted 
with  the  opening  night  of  the  automobile  show,  with  wedding  anniver- 
saries, class  and  college  dinners,  and  business  engagements  in  other  cities, 
of  enough  loyal  men  to  keep  the  number  present  below  the  desired 
century  mark.    But  notwithstanding  so  many  deterrents  nearly  seventy

Maine,"  William  B.  Ferguson,  Alpha  Theta  1902,  who  represented  the 
Navy  in  that  important  imdertaking.  He  illustrated  his  interesting 
story  of  that  task  with  many  stereopticon  views  of  various  stages  of  the 
work  and  proved  beyond  doubt  that  the  explosion  which  caused  the 
disaster  occurred  outside  the  ship.  Brother  Ferguson  now  holds  an 
important  position  with  the  Remington  Arms  Co.,  at  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

The  Phi  Kappa  Psis  were  holding  a  Founders'  Day  dinner  in  the 
same  club  at  the  same  hour,  and  greetings  were  exchanged,  your  reporter 
presenting  those  of  Sigma  Chi,  and  Mr.  George  Baker,  past  president  of 
Phi  Kappa  Psi,  an  alumnus  of  DePauw  and  a  prominent  banker  of  Boston, 
performing  most  acceptably  a  like  duty  for  his  fraternity.

Al- 
though there  were  no  set  speeches,  we  were  favored  with  short  talks  by 
Grand  Praetor  "Irv"  Smith  and  Grand  Trustee  "Daddy"  McLain. 
"  Daddy's  "  young  brother  "  Dow"  traveled  all  the  way  from  Washington 
just  to  say  "how"  to  us.  Dave  Kinne  dropped  in  from  New  York  and 
we  appreciate  the  greetings  which  he  brought  from  the  New  York  Alumni 
Chapter. 
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"Judge"  Mecum,  Consul  of  Phi  Phi  Chapter,  pleased  us.  with  his 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  chapter.  EspeciaUy  do  we  congratulate 
L.  S.  Judd,  Phi  Phi  1919,  upon  his  election  to  assistant  manager  of  the 
baseball  team  and  Samuel  McClure,  Phi  Phi  1918,  upon  his  imanimous 
nomination  to  business  manager  of  the  Pennsylvanian. 

The  results  of  the  Tri-Province  Convention  held  in  Washington, 
March  30  and  31,  indorsing  universal  military  training  and  a  resolution 
that  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  form  an  Auxiliary  of  the  Red  Cross,  were 
read  by  our  president,  Brother  Wilson,  and  unanimously  approved. 

A  report  on  the  House  Fund  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Club  was  r^id.  This 
fund  is  for  the  purpose  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  home  for 
Phi  Phi  Chapter.  The  striking  feature  of  the  report  was  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  9 . 2  per  cent  return  on  the  money  invested,  and  that  $6,000  or 
thereabouts  has  been  contributed  within  a  year  and  a  half.  Brother 
Pierson  also  called  attention  to  the  house  notes,  of  which  $3,000  are  now 
due,  showing  that  if  these  were  paid  the  property  purchased  by  the  Club 
for  Phi  Phi's  home  would  be  clear  of  mortgage.  He  requested  that  all 
men  present  and  all  who  read  this  letter  meet  these  notes  in  order  that 
we  may  begin  the  work  of  construction  at  once.  These  notes,  together 
with  contributions  from  men  who  did  not  sign  notes  while  active,  will 
be  gladly  received  at  any  time.

Many  of 
the  stories  deal  with  personages  once  prominent  in  Pennsylvania's  social  or 
political  history,  while  of  pioneer  times,  when  savages  ruled  in  the  valley,  there 
is  a  fresh  and  goodly  store  of  half -forgotten  history.  The  book  was  published 
in  Philadelphia  by  John  Joseph  McVey.

Dr.  William  Lewis  Jeffries  was  bom  October  8,  1889,  at  Louisville,  Ky. 
Careful  training  on  the  part  of  a  devoted  father  and  mother  produced  in  him 
every  characteristic  of  a  true  gentleman  of  the  highest  type.  Scholariy, 
ambitious,  gentle  in  his  disposition,  and  always  standing  for  what  was  right, 
he  held  a  place  while  on  North  Carolina's  campus  which  has  seldom  been  hdd 
by  any  other.  While  instructor  in  chemistry,  he  received  his  Ph.D.  degree 
in  the  spring  of  191 5.  The  following  year  he  accepted  a  responsible  position 
with  the  Du  Pont  Powder  Co.  His  ability  and  efficiency  soon  led  to  promo- 
tion. On  March  9, 191 7,  while  installing  a  bleaching  plant  at  Moimtain  Mills,

''Jeff"  loved  Sigma  Chi  all  his  days.  He  worked  willingly  and  faithfully 
for  the  welfare  of  Sigma  Chi  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  many 
times  Alpha  Tau  has  profited  greatly  by  his  wise  and  discreet  advice.  In  his 
death  we  lose  a  loyal  Sigma  Chi,  a  faithful  brother,  and  a  sincere  friend.  In 
body  he  has  departed,  but  in  spirit  he  will  always  be  in  our  midst.

DePauw's  new  $60,000  admimstration  building  and  $250,000 
dormitory  are  in  the  process  of  construction.  They  will  be  completed 
in  time  for  occupancy  by  next  fall  when  school  will  reopen.  These  new 
buildings  will  greatly  add  to  the  appearance  of  the  campus. 

Owing  to  the  war  crisis,  DePauw  has  installed  military  training, 
which  is  compulsory  for  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  and  optional  for 
the  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Practically  every  man  in  college  is  taking  it 
one  hour  daily.  Brown  is  the  captain,  and  Simison  is  first  lieutenant  of 
the  Freshman  company.  0*Hair  is  first  lieutenant  of  the  Junior  com- 
pany; Shaffner  is  corporal  of  the  same  company. 

The  Alumni  Athletic  Board  decided  by  a  unanimous  vote  to  abolish 
all  spring  varsity  athletics  on  account  of  the  war.  By  doing  this  the 
students  will  have  more  time  to  devote  to  military  drill. 

However,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  athletic  authorities  to  continue 
intra-mural  sports  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 

We  are  much  delighted  to  learn  that  the  test  case  which  was  carried 
on  in  the  circuit  court  concerning  the  taxation  of  fraternity  property 
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was  won  by  the  fraternities.  The  winning  of  this  case  means  that 
fraternities  will  not  be  required  to  pay  taxes  on  their  property,  on  the 
theory  that  fraternity  property  is  used  for  educational  purposes.

RHO  CHAPTER— BUTLER  COLLEGE 

Rho  Chapter  will  hardly  disband  for  the  summer,  as  every  member 
of  the  bimch  lives  here  in  Indianapolis.  It  seems  probable,  however, 
as  the  deadline  for  this  letter  approaches  that  the  chapter  will  disband 
much  sooner  than  usual,  owing  to  the  spirit  of  military  preparedness 
which  persistently  impresses  itself  on  the  mind,  and  which  has  penetrated 
even  the  most  remote  comers  of  daily  life  in  the  Hoosier  capital.  The 
city  is  the  center  of  the  recruiting  activities  of  the  state,  and  as  a  result 
evidences  of  the  military  preparation,  which  the  entire  country  is  under- 
going, are  ever  present.  Soldiers  in  uniform  are  numerous  on  the 
downtown  streets,  where  recruiting  stations  are  thickly  scattered,  and 
the  stirring  music  of  fife  and  drum  corps  continually  assails  the  ears  of 
the  passers-by.  In  addition  to  all  this,  military  training  has  been 
inaugurated  at  Butler,  and  two  squads  of  about  sixty  men  each  are 
working  under  officers  of  the  Indiana  National  Guard  for  an  hour  and 
a  half  each  day.  The  pleas  of  the  recruiting  officers,  coupled  with  the 
general  spirit,  have  apparently  got  under  the  skin  of  the  brothers,  and 
despite  an  effort  to  hang  together  in  the  service  they  have  split  up  so 
that  Rho  Chapter  is  now  represented  in  practically  all  phases  of  duty 
resulting  from  the  declaration  of  war,  with  the  exception  of  the  war- 
grooms'  colony. 

Fuller  and  Hughel  are  preparing  to  take  examinations  for  the  officers' 
reserve  corps.  Bonham  and  Larsh  are  undergoing  the  physical  examina- 
tion which  it  is  necessary  to  pass  before  being  admitted  to  the  naval 
aviation  corps,  and  both  are  fairly  certain  of  passing  the  examination. 
Odell  and  Sanders  are  members  of  Troop  B,  First  Indiana  Cavalry,  while 
Pledges  Stephenson  and  Kingsbury  have  enrolled  in  the  hospital  corps. 
Oilar,  Larkin,  and  Pledge  Ed  Wagoner  have  been  mustered  into  Battery 
E  of  the  artillery,  and  Brother  Jameson,  though  undecided  between  the 
artillery  and  infantry,  is  strongly  inclined  to  enter  a  sharpshooters' 
company  which  is  now  being  organized.    All  other  school  activities 
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have  been  brought  to  a  standstill  by  the  war,  and,  despite  the  fact  that 
preparations  had  been  made  for  the  most  extensive  spring  athletic 
program  in  the  history  of  the  school,  all  athletic  contests  have  been 
canceled. 

Hughel  represented  Butler  in  the  state  oratorical  contest,  and  finished 
second,  an  American  Indian  taking  first  with  an  oration  on  ^'The  Amer- 
ican Indian's  Appeal."  Hughel  also  captained  the  debating  teams, 
which  so  far  are  imdefeated.  Brother  Odell,  also,  represented  Sigma 
Chi  on  the  team.  Brother  CMell  has  also  been  appointed  assistant 
editor  of  the  Butler  Drift,  which  will  make  its  appearance  the  first  of  May. 

It  is  with  great  zest  that  I  write  the  grades  which  the  fraternities 
of  Butler  made  last  term.  Sigma  Chi  topped  the  list  with  an  average 
grade  of  72 .41  per  cent.  Delta  Tau  Delta  came  second  with  72 .05  per 
cent;  Phi  Delta  Theta,  third  with  71.68  per  cent;  and  Lambda  Chi 
Alpha,  fourth  with  70.38  per  cent.  The  showing  Sigma  Chi  made  was 
especially  pleasing  to  us  as  it  was  in  such  contrast  to  that  made  the 
previous  term  when  we  finished  last  with  67 .58  per  cent. 

Rho  will  lose  three  men  by  graduation  in  June,  John  Fuller,  M)nron 
Hughel,  and  Earl  Bonham,  all  of  whom  will  be  sorely  missed  by  the 
chapter.  Although  on  accoimt  of  outside  work  Fuller  has  not  taken 
an  active  part  in  school  activities,  he  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
influential  men  in  school,  and  in  the  Fraternity  has  been  instrumental  in 
maintaining  the  scholarship  at  a  high  grade.  Hughel  throughout  his 
college  life  has  been  active  in  all  school  affairs.  He  has  been  a  member 
of  Butler  debating  teams  for  four  years,  has  represented  the  college  for 
three  years  in  the  state  oratorical  contest,  was  editor  of  the  Butler 
Collegian  in  his  Junior  year,  is  president  of  the  Duzer  Du  Dramatic 
Club,  and  of  the  Senior  class.  **Tow''  Bonham  for  four  years  has  been 
the  shining  light  of  Butler  athletic  teams,  having  played  quarterback 
on  the  eleven  and  shortstop  on  the  baseball  team.  He  was  twice  chosen 
for  all-state  quarterback,  and  unlike  many  stars  has  kept  up  his  end  of 
the  regular  school  work.

With  so  many  of  the  brothers  leaving,  the  outlook  for  next  year  is 
not  as  bright  as  it  would  be  otherwise,  but  this  much  we  can  say:  It 
appears  that  we  shall  have  as  many  men  to  begin  with  next  year  as  we 
had  this  year,  and  perhaps  more,  and  unless  the  war  situation  becomes 
much  more  serious  we  feel  confident  that  we  shall  have  as  flourishing  a 
chapter  in  every  respect  as  we  have  enjoyed  the  past  year.

Alpha  Omega  received  the  war  proclamation  on  the  eve  of  the 
Easter  recess.  A  green  news  extra  with  half-page  type,  hanging  above 
the  mantlepiece,  served  as  a  lighted  match  to  a  bomb.  The  spirit  of 
patriotism,  romance,  and  adventure  which  through  history  has  charac- 
terized the  spirit  of  Sigma  Chi  was  instantly  revived  and  burst  in  a 
series  of  events  that  foreshadow  ill-fortune  for  the  Kaiser. 

In  the  first  place.  Dr.  Jordan's  dove  of  peace  which  has  long  found  a 
comfortable  home  with  the  boys  made  a  hasty  getaway.  (Mayhap  in 
palmier  peaceful  days  it  will  return.) 

From  first  in  peace  the  chapter  stepped  up  to  first  in  war  and  sent 
two  brothers,  F.  J.  Kelly,  19 19,  and  H.  H.  Glen,  1920,  as  the  first  Stan- 
ford men  to  enlist.  Scarcely  had  the  ink  dried  on  President  Wilson's 
signature  when  "  Chicago  "  Kelly  deposited  a  couple  of  shirts  in  a  travel- 
ing bag,  rushed  half-dressed  "Bun"  into  a  tari,  and  sped  away  to  catch 
the  "Overland"  for  Chicago,  where  they  boarded  Kelly's  yacht,  the 
"Casonia" — ^now  in  the  coast-patrol  service. 

Next,  Staniford,  Dick  Kelly,  Lonabaugh,  Homer,  and  Randau 
hurried  off  applications  for  commissions  in  the  army,  and  then  the 
landslide  came.  Dr.  Wilbur  announced  eight  hours  of  intensive  military 
training  in  lieu  of  studying  nights  and  taking  finals.  There  was  an 
awful  scramble,  and  when  the  dust  had  settled  four  honest-to-goodness 
students  remained  in  the  house.  Incidentally  the  militant  Freshmen 
with  few  hours  to  their  academic  credit  are  laying  claims  to  Sophomore 
titles  and  dodging  the  Freshman  training,  while  the  second-year  men 
are  reviewing  price  lists  of  corduroys. 

Plans  for  a  new  house  were  literally  knocked  in  the  head  with  the 
war  announcement.  The  chapter  has  secured  an  ideal  location  over- 
looking the  lake  and  entertained  hopes  of  getting  $20,000  at  an  early 
date  toward  building  a  $25,000  home. 

Collegiate  honors  have  been  won  by  the  boys,  among  whom  are 
William  Pike,  captain  1920  baseball;  Hugh  Glen,  stroke  on  1920  crew;

Three  of  the  brothers  are  angling  for  sheepskins:  Captain  Jack 
Homer,  L.  C.  Steams,  and  Herb.  C.  Parker.  Parker  expects  to  return 
to  college.  Steams  will  laimch  off  in  the  world  after  his  marriage,  and 
Homer  looks  forward  to  army  service.  "Fritz"  Carroll,  another  Senior, 
will  enter  the  business  school  at  Harvard. 

From  France  word  has  come  that  Joseph  Eastman,  1918,  has  been 
designated  to  drive  the  Pellissier  Memorial  Ambulance,  which  was 
donated  by  the  Stanford  students  to  the  American  relief  work.

All  athletics  have  been  discontinued,  and  several  of  our  mighty 
members  are  thereby  cheated  out  of  their  letters,  but  owing  to  decreased 
financial  strain  Graduate  Manager  Tiffany  has  given  vent  to  a  fiendish 
smile.  The  sharp  command  of ''  Squad  Left"  penetrates  the  atmosphere 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Deadman's  Diamond  instead  of  "  Stri-i-u-k  Tuh." 

The  house  is  still  weathering  the  insistent  April  showers,  but  the 
price  of  butter  has  ascended  to  a  place  on  high,  the  ignoble  bean  has 
displaced  former  luxuries,  and  now  we  have  an  alternated  but  balanced 
ration  of  rice  and  hash.

There  are  only  about  two  months  left  us  of  the  present  school  year, 
and  the  question  of  beginning  the  next  year  in  a  house  more  conven- 
iently located  with  regard  to  the  Institute  has  been  under  careful  con- 
sideration for  several  months.  It  had  seemed  very  advisable  to  the 
active  chapter  and  to  our  near  alumni  that  such  a  step  be  taken,  until 
the  development  of  the  present  national  crisis,  which  makes  conditions 
here  in  the  fall  very  imcertain.

The  call  of  the  naval  reserve,  or  "  Mosquito  Fleet, "  caused  the  enlistment 
for  training  in  Boston  and  New  York  of  over  100  fraternity  men  alone, 
and  these  men,  with  many  others  who  have  enlisted  for  active  service 
in  the  army,  navy,  cavalry,  and  aviation  corps  will  receive  credit  for  the 
semester's  work. 

Six  men  of  Eta  Eta  have  left  college  and  enlisted  in  various  branches 
of  the  service  as  follows:  naval  reserve,  M.  Forrest,  Chicago;  E.  M. 
Pilsbury,  Somerville,  Mass.;  W.  D.  Washburn  and  G.  H,  Ludlow, 
Evanston,  111. ;  M.  P.  Merritt,  Danvers,  Mass. ;  Cavalry,  F.  P.  Clements, 
Ticonderoga,  N.Y. 

In  the  Dartmouth  corps,  consisting  of  12  companies  of  75  men 
strength,  Sigma  Chi  is  represented  in  the  officers'  force  by  three  captains^ 
Chase,  1917,  Noyes,  1918,  and  Chandler,  1918. 

Kileen,  1915,  is  doing  active  service  on  the  French  front  in  the 
American  ambulance  service.  Pledge  Roger  Nutt,  1920,  left  Hanover 
just  previous  to  the  recent  initiation  for  ambulance  work  in  France. 

Cotton,  1917,  and  Hood,  1918,  have  been  elected  to  "Casque  and 
Gauntlet"  and  Brother  Miller,  1917,  to  "Dragon,"  Senior  societies.

BETA  KAPPA  CHAPTER — UNIVERSITY  OF  OKLAHOMA 

Beta  Kappa  has  just  suffered  the  greatest  catastrophe  through 
which  any  chapter  can  possibly  pass,  namely,  the  "ordeal  by  fire."  On 
March  31  our  chapter  house  at  744  Asp  Avenue  burned.  The  roof 
and  entire  third  floor  were  practically  demolished  by  the  flames,  while 
the  second  and  lower  floors  were  badly  injured  by  water.  While  most 
of  the  furniture  was  rescued  in  a  more  or  less  damaged  condition,  the 
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loss  of  personal  property  to  the  brothers  was  severe.  We  estimate  that 
the  $1,500  of  insurance  which  we  carried  will  barely  cover  the  actual 
loss.  The  conflagration  was  started  by  a  short  circuit  in  the  electric 
wiring  between  the  third  floor  and  the  roof,  and  the  entire  third  floor 
was  in  flames  by  the  time  the  fire  was  discovered. 

A  track  meet  was  being  held  at  the  time  and  everybody  was  out  but 
one  brother  who  happened  to  be  in  the  bathtub  at  the  time.  This  brother 
adniits  that  he  would  soon  have  been  in  hot  water  if  the  cook  had  not  dis- 
covered the  fire.  James  had  the  novel  experience  of  having  hk  wardrobe 
reduced  to  a  track  suit  in  which  he  was  performing  at  the  time  of  the  fire. 

Now,  it  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good.  Alumni  all  over  the 
state  have  promised  their  financial  support  to  the  new  chapter-house 
project,  which  we  have  been  advocating  for  some  time.  We  have  a  large 
lot  in  what  is  possibly  the  best  location  in  town,  being  three  doors 
north  of  the  president's  mansion  and  diametrically  opposite  and  north  of 
the  site  of  the  proposed  $50,000  Y.M.C.A.  building.  The  lot  is  beauti- 
fully shaded  with  trees  and  is  in  every  sense  an  ideal  situation  for  a 
fraternity  home. 

Beta  Kappa  confidently  expects  by  next  fall  to  be  the  proud  pos- 
sessor of  what  will  probably  be  the  finest  fraternity  home  in  the  South. 
Plans  are  now  under  way.  Enthusiasm  is  high,  and  every  Sig,  both 
alumni  and  active,  has  his  shoulder  to  the  wheel. 

April  20  was  a  big  day  for  Sigma  Chi  in  Oklahoma.  On  that  night 
we  have  our  annual  Founders*  Day  banquet  at  the  Oklahoma  City. 
Brothers  came  from  all  over  the  state  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the 
installation  of  Sigma  Chi  in  Oklahoma  and  unanimously  and  earnestly 
and  unreservedly  pledged  their  support  to  the  new-house  proposition 
as  outlined  by  the  committee.  We  feel  that  if  this  proposition  is  swung, 
as  per  our  expectations,  Sigma  Chi  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having 
a  chapter  only  five  years  old  and  yet  able  to  build  one  of  the  premier 
fraternity  homes  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

Life  at  the  university  has  undergone  a  radical  change  since  April  16.

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The  death  of  William  Raimond  Baird  on  March  15  occurred 
just  as  the  February  issue  was  going  to  press  and  we  just  had  time 
to  pull  out  of  the  niunber  a  few  words  of  com- 
Mr.  Baird' s  Death       ment  on  the  i9i65M^^^emen/ to  his  eighth  manual 
(1915)  which  had  come  out  shortly  before  that 
time.    Our  remarks,  though  entirely  friendly,  were  not  without  criti- 
cal reference  to  one  or  two  of  Mr.  Baird's  Editorial  policies,  but 
these  have  no  place  now  beside  the  obvious  fact  that  the  fraternity 
world  was  greatly  benefited  by  Mr.  Baird 's  life  and  work.    It  so  hap- 
pens that  we  had  closed  our  critique  with  a  quotation  from  the  ob- 
servations of  Mr.  Claude  T.  Reno,  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm, 
It  was  better  than  Mr.  Baird's  own  defense  of  himself,  of  which 
seven  pages  appear  in  the  Supplement  to  his  last  edition;  it  is  also 
better  than  anything  that  has  appeared  since  his  death.     We 
therefore  omit  our  original  criticism  and  present  Mr.  Reno's: 

But  the  effort  made  in  some  quarters  to  convict  Mr.  Baird  of  wilful  mis- 
statements, omissions,  undervaliiations,  and  whatnot,  will  receive  no  encour- 
agement from  those  who  best  know  the  kind,  courteous  gentlemen  who  has 
devoted  so  many  years  of  a  long  and  successful  life  to  the  Greek  cause.  Before 
rushing  their  criticisms  to  the  printer  it  might  be  wise  for  some  of  our  neigh- 
bors to  reflect  that  possibly  Mr.  Baird  knows  almost  as  much  of  their  frater- 
nities as  they  themselves  know.  Mr.  Baird  was  compiling  manuals  before 
many  of  us  who  now  wield  Greek  blue  p)encils  were  bom.'  He  has  seen  fra- 
ternities come  and  go.  He  has  witnessed  their  vain  strivings,  their  frustrated 
ambitions,  their  p)eriods  of  deep  depression,  their  eras  of  great  success.  He 
knows  the  Greek  world  more  intimately  than  any  other  living  man — ^Indeed, 
better  than  any  man  at  any  time  ever  knew  it.    He  has  amassed  a  larger  Greek 

'The  first  edition  of  Baird  appeared  in  1879,  two  years  before  the  Quarterly,  now 
in  its  thirty-sixth  year,  was  founded. 
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fraternity  library  than  any  other  individual  or  fraternity  or  corporation.  He 
has  read  more  widely  than  any  single  individual  and  perhaps  as  much  as 
Palmer'  and  Rogers'  and  Hulley'  and  the  rest  of  us  put  together.  The  man 
is  the  recognized  authority  of  Greek  fraternity  lore  the  world  over.  America 
compiles  an  encyclopedia  and  Mr.  Baird  is  asked  to  write  the  article  on  the 
Greek  fratemit>'.  England  published  a  new  edition  of  her  famous  Britannica, 
and  although  she  confines  her  editors  largely  to  her  own  subjects,  yet  she 
sends  to  America  and  to  Mr.  Baird  for  his  article.  Now  a  man  of  such  stand- 
ing and  character  shoidd  be  free  at  least  from  the  imputation  of  wilful  mis- 
statements or  intentional  distortion  of  facts. 


The  practice  among  affluent  alumni  of  contributing  to  their 
colleges  takes  a  new  angle  with  several  recent  gifts  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago:    One  came  from  a  man  out 

of  college  four  years,  and  provides  one  year's  Gifts,  Great  and  Small 
special  scholarship  in  this  graduate's  own  de- 
partment; the  other,  from  an  alunmus  of  one  year's  standing,  in- 
volves fifty  dollars  a  year  for  ten  years  and  then  a  thousand  in  a 
limip,  all  to  provide  books  for  the  Men's  Club  of  the  University. 
The  delight  with  which  these  widows'  mites  were  welcomed  indicate 
that  college  administrators  properly  value  such  gifts  quite  as  much 
as  larger  gifts  from  larger  pocketbooks.  An  illuminating  moral 
might  be  appended  pointing  to  the  utterly  flat  status  of  Sigma  Chi's 
fine  new  endowment  fimds,  recently  put  in  working  order  by  the 
ratification  of  the  trust  agreement.

If  rq>orts  taken  at  random  are  used  as  a  criterion  for  judgment, 
the  promotion  of  true  learning  was  at  low  ebb  in  Sigma  Chi  during 
the  past  scholastic  year.  At  the  Memorial  House 
the  boys  were  fifth  in  a  field  of  six  competitors — 
Wabash  had  like  fortune.  Gamma  just  lifted  herself  out  of  the 
coveted  cellar  position  in  a  group  of  eleven  rival  chapters.  At 
Albion  we  trailed  the  four  nationals  and  remained  a  respectful 
distance  to  the  rear.  Sigma  Chi  was  seventh  among  eight  frater- 
nities at  Cincinnati  and  the  University  of  Oregon,  and  seventeenth 
out  of  a  possible  eighteen  at  Iowa  State  College.  And  this  recital 
does  not  exhaust  the  list  of  second-division  chapters,  scholastically 
q>eaking. 

We  had  our  victories,  too,  but  these  we  expect,  and  oflFer  no 
commendation  for  the  performance  of  duty. 

In  place  of  honorable  mention,  owing  to  the  generosity  and  fore- 
sight of  Joe  Miller  of  Pittsburgh  we  are  enabled  to  oflFer  two  scholar- 
ship cups:  one  to  be  awarded  after  competition  among  the  various 
chapters  throughout  the  country,  the  other  to  go  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania chapter  having  the  highest  scholastic  average.  Now  get 
busy!  It  is  hoped  that  one  of  last  year's  delinquents  can  capture 
the  national  cup.

IT'S  OVER  in  form,  but  never  in  spirit.  From  the  first  fraternal 
greeting,  throughout  the  entire  convention,  and  on  to  the  end 
of  the  world,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Sigma  Chis  of  St.  Louis,  whose 
good-will  and  sincere  endeavor  were  realized  rather  than  paraded, 
are  princes  in  the  kingdom  of  fraternal  hospitality. 

Subordinate  to  their  admirable  executive  leadership  follow 
representatives  from  the  various  active  chapters,  spokesmen  in 
behalf  of  the  alimmi  groups,  a  worthy  and  commendable  representa- 
tion of  Past  Grand  Officers,  a  splendid  array  of  the  older  boys,  and 
a  crowd  of  loyal  all-around  Sigs,  inspired  by  a  galaxy  of  wives, 
mothers,  sisters,  and  sweethearts,  standing  on  the  first  steps  of  the 
Thirty-third  Grand  Chapter,  leading  to  the  eventual  transforma- 
tion of  three  days  into  a  bulwark  of  lasting  friendship  and  con- 
summate organization. 

While  "Billy"  Brothers'  department  was  carrying  the  financial 
burden  of  transporting  the  representatives,  the  efficient  foresight 
of  the  Executive  Committee  concluded  arrangements  for  a  special 
train  over  the  Illinois  Central,  leaving  Chicago  the  night  of  Wednes- 
day, June  27.  It  being  a  small  matter,  however,  as  to  how  they  all 
got  there,  in  comparison  with  what  followed  their  arrival,  it  must 
suffice  to  say  that  Brothers  "Sid''  Johnston  and  "Jack"  Homer,

The 
gentlemen  were  assigned 
the  spadous  quarters  of 
Liggett  and  Tower  halls,  while  the  ladies  occupied  the  McMillan 
dormitory.    Although  the  Arrangements  Committee  executed  their 
initiatory  efforts  in  the  running  of  a  hotel,  they  thought  of  every 
possible  provision,  being  strongly  backed  by  the  St.  Louis  Alimmi 
Chapter,  which  was  decidedly  on  duty  to  make  comfort  reign 
supreme. 

Throughout  the  day,  Wednesday,  Jime  27,  the  first  eager 
brothers  arrived  at  the  Union  Station,  where  transportation  to  the 
scene  of  action  awaited  their  convenience.  The  majority  of  this 
niunber  were  the  bogey  artists  who  had  come  down  early  in  the 
hope  of  lifting  the  cup  offered  in  the  Pre-Convention  Medal  Handi- 
cap Golf  Tournament,  which  was  held  at  the  Algonquin  Club.  All 
afternoon  was  spent  in  the  roimds  of  driving  and  putting,  and 
there  must  have  been  some  high  scores  from  the  lack  of  discussion 
following  the  play.  Li  view  of  their  efforts  the  trespassers  were 
served  with  dinner  at  the  Club,  returning  in  the  early  evening 
to  the  campus,  where  they  assisted  in  preparing  for  the  arrival 
of  the  entire  delegation  the  following  day. 

With  the  first  call  to  arms,  the  scene  of  which  was  the  McMillan 
Dining  Hall,  at  8:00  a.m.,  Thursday  the  twenty-eighth,  the  com- 
plete assemblage  was  present.  Everybody  registered  and  was 
supplied  with  a  coupon  book,  covering  the  program  of  entertain- 
ment and  procedure.  The  tour  of  informal  inspection  of  Washing- 
ton University  was  launched  at  9:00  a.m.  This  little  group  of  two 
hundred,  sauntering  through  the  cement  corridors  of  the  stately 
modem  buildings,  across  the  green  acres  of  the  campus,  past  the 
lofty  chapel,  and  under  the  half-mile  row  of  verdant  old  trees  to  the 
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scene  of  brotherly  battle,  may  be  likened  to  a  band  of  enthusiastic 
wild  hyenas,  only  recently  liberated  and  ready  to  safeguard  their 
purposes  and  absorb  the  results  of  their  efforts  imder  the  protective 
guidance  of  their  ambitions  founded  imder  the  White  Cross. 

What  could  be  more  encouraging,  therefore,  than  to  see  the 
spacious  Francis  G3m[masium  filled  nearly  to  its  extensive  capacity 
at  10:00  A.M.  with  the  exponents  of  higher  argumentation? 

Opening  with  an  invocation  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Consxil, 
Wilbur  P.  Allen,  Alpha  Nu  1901,  the  first  business  session  was 
given  over  primarily  to  temporary  organization.  There  followed 
the  presentation  of  credentials,  and  a  number  of  words  of  welcome 
from  the  usual  members  whose  minds  overflow  with  phraseable 
thoughts. 

Perhaps  the  most  inspiring  and  interesting  feature  of  the  session, 
and  a  feature  typical  of  the  entire  convention,  was  the  reading  of  a 
number  of  telegrams  by  the  Grand  Consul,  from  our  patriotic 
brothers  in  Uncle  Sam's  training  camps,  whose  sense  of  liberty 
and  love  of  duty  forbade  their  inestimable  presence. 

While  the  Bulletin  will  cover  the  detailed  minutes  and  record 
the  names  of  the  various  conmiittee  members,  it  seems  fitting  to 
mention  that  Brother  Dow  McClain,  Xi  1874,  a  loyal  veteran  of 
the  Civil  War,  guarded  our  presence  in  the  capacity  of  Custos, 
aided  by  a  group  of  powerful  assistants.  Brother  Bertram  Adams, 
Grand  Annotator,  let  nothing  worthy  of  record  pass  by  his  trio  of 
helpers. 

The  reading  of  a  telegram  from  Brother  Judge  Howard  Ferris, 
of  Cincinnati,  Mu  1876,  containing  an  expression  of  regret  regarding 
his  imavoidable  absence,

A  cool  breeze  hovering  over  the 
tables,  together  with  the  completion 
of  a  successful  chicken  dinner,  created 
a  scene  of  the  highest  possible  jovial 
character,  which  sad  to  say  presently 
gave  way  to  the  opening  of  the 
second  business  session  at  3:00  P.M. 
The  reports  of  the  Committees  on 
Credentials  and  Temporary  Organi-

remaining  committees  were  delegated 
into  action.  The  greater  part  of  this  session  was  taken  up 
with  the  extensive  survey  of  the  brief  by  Past  Grand  Consul 
Joseph  C.  Nate,  Alpha  Iota  1890,  on  his  History  of  the  Sigma 
Chi  Fraternity,  the  preparation  of  which  is  now  well  under  way. 
Supplemented  by  explanations  and  photographs,  a  complete  descrip- 
tion of  the  nature  of  the  work  was  given  which  received  admiring 
conmiendation  in  the  expression  of  all.  After  the  introduction  of 
some  legislative  proposals,  and  a  consideration  of  several  motions 
which  will  find  seclusion  in  the  BuUetiHy  the  warm  gymnasium  was 
deserted  for  rest  and  relaxation  in  the  sixty  automobiles  which 
gathered  to  pilot  this  inquisitive  aggregation  around  the  parks  and 
highways  of  St.  Louis.  Each  car  bedecked  with  a  flag  bearing 
a  white  cross  fell  in  a  line  over  one  mile  in  length,  and  the  traffic 
laws  were  set  aside  while  the  rubbernecks  got  their  eyes  full  of 
scenery  and  dust.  After  two  hours  a  round-up  was  effected  at  the 
Sunset  Hill  Coimtry  Club  on  the  twenty-mile  outskirts  of  the  dty. 
Here  dinner  was  served,  and  pleasure  held  prominence  imder  the 
guidance  of  such  entertainers  as  William  H.  Woodward,  Xi  Xi  1913; 
J.  Porter  Henry,  Tau  Tau  1909;  Leigh  C.  Turner,  Eta  Eta  1904; 
A.  Sidney  Johnston,  Tau  Tau  191 2;  Ernest  A.  Green,  Xi  Xi  1904; 
together  with  the  ladies'  committee  on  entertainment,  headed  by 
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Mrs.  \^lliain  C.  Henning,  and  composed  of  Mrs.  J.  Porter  Henry, 
Mrs.  Leigh  C.  Turner,  Mrs.  L.  EL  Gault,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Newton, 
Mrs.  A.  S.  Johnston,  and  Mrs.  £.  A.  Green. 

With  the  sinking  of  the  sun  behind  the  hills  the  return  trip  was 
ounmenced,  and  by  8:30  p.m.  everyone  was  back  on  the  campus 
and  had  foregathered  in  the  Graham  Memorial  Chapel.  Here 
the  Historic  Literary  Exercises,  presided  over  by  Grand  Consul 
Allen,  were  held  in  a  manner  characterizing  the  highest  and 
best  in  a  fraternal  assemblage.  The  invocation,  full  of  import  and 
serenity,  was  masterfully  delivered  by  Brother  Wm.  B.  Ricks, 
followcxi  by  Hunter  Jones's  organ  recital.  Past  Grand  Consul 
George  Ade,  with  a  sense  of  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion,  offered  a 
short  address,  iq>propriate  and  impressive.  A  warm  welcome  was 
extended  to  every  visitor  by  George  Reeves  Throop,  Ph.D.,  Collier 
Professor  of  Greek  in  Washington  University,  combined  with  a 
welcome  to  St.  Louis  by  Louis  P.  Aloe,  acting  mayor  of  the  dty. 
Clipping  this  friendly  spirit  of  hospitality.  Brother  Francis  W. 
Russell,  D.D.,  Alpha  Epalon  1890,  extended  a  greeting  to  the  Sigma 
Chis  as  a  body.  With  his  usual  felidty  of  expression  Brother 
Gerald  T.  Morrow,  Beta  Theta  1918,  responded  in  a  spirit  of  thanks 
and  acknowledgment  for  the  cordial  manner  in  which,  we  may 
rightly  say,  the  Sigs  were  tendered  the  keys  to  the  dty.  Past  Grand 
Consul  Hamilton  Douglas,  Theta  Theta  1887,  presented  two  very 
handsome  silver  cups  to  the  Fraternity,  which  were  donated  by 
Joseph  T.  Miller,  Beta  1893,  as  a  memorial  to  his  beloved  wife  Mary 
Idiller,  as  a  means  of  encouraging  higher  scholarship  and  of  pro- 
moting true  learning.  A  vocal  solo  "Ah!  Fois  e  Lui, "  by  Verdi, 
was  beautifully  rendered  by  Mrs.  Grace  Claric  DeGraff,  and  its 
pure  tone  ringing  with  the  noble  and  scholarly  message  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  address,  "The  Genius  of  Sigma  Chi,"  by  George 
Caleb  Moor,  D.D.,  Kappa  Kappa  1901,  will  always  remain  in  the 
heart  of  every  listener,  an  incentive  to  higher  ideals.  For  who, 
endowed  with  the  virtues  of  sincerity,  service,  sense,  and  sacrifice, 
could  not  master  the  greatest  obstacles  and  live  true  to  the  lessons 
of  "Li  Hoc  Signo  Vinces"  ? 

With  the  final  words  of  the  address,  the  organ  rang  out  with 
"The  Star-Spangled  Banner,"  and  one  by  one,  fflled  with  the  spirit 
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of  patriotism,  the  delegates  and  guests  made  their  way  to  Tower 
Quadrangle,  where  Japanese  lanterns  strung  from  a  dense  foUage 
of  trees,  with  a  cool  breeze  blowing  overhead,  lent  an  artistic  and 
oriental  effect  to  a  most  delightful  lawn  f6te.  Thanks  to  the 
decorative  genius  of  Hugo  K.  Graf,Tau  Tau  i9i3,and  tothe  achieved 
efforts  of  the  Entertainment  Committee,  this  day  and  night  of 
mental  activity  and  gayest  revelry  were  brought  to  a  close,  and 
presently  the  campus  gave  way  to  slumber,  and  quiet  reigned. 

After  a  breakfast  of  the  "Ham  What  Am"  variety  in  the  Com- 
mons Friday  morning,  the  third  business  session  was  on.  Various 
reports  were  received  from  committees  elected  on  the  previous 
day,  and  after  this  discussion  was  entered  into  freely  with  regard  to 
the  Eighth  Province  Division.  Through  the  foresight  of  Brother 
Donald  C.  Williams,  Alpha  Beta  delegate  1917,  an  improvement  of 
decided  value  was  urged  and  carried,  whereby  two  provinces 
were  made  out  of  one,  thereby  rendering  possible  more  direct  and 
efficient  Grand  Praetorial  supervisicm  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  But 
for  the  presence  of  Brother  William's  ever-evident  sincerity,  it  will 
surely  be  agreed  that  this  necessary  reform  would  not  have  taken 
definite  shape.  Considerations  were  maintained  for  the  creation 
of  a  rushing  bureau,  which  resolution  was  championed  by  Ogden 
Horton,  1919,  Alpha  Omegadelegate,  supplemented  by  proposals  for 
alimoni  house  residence  during  the  period  of  the  present  war.  By 
the  deliberations  of  the  entire  body  the  plans  were  made  feasible  and 
practical.  But,  transcending  all  discussion,  we  must  agree  that 
most  important  consideration  of  this  particular  session  was  the 
establishment  of  a  Sigma  Chi  War  Bureau  in  order  to  consider 
plans  looking  to  the  well-being  of  all  members  of  the  Fraternity 
entering  upon  the  hazardous  business  of  war  and  in  order  that  a 
record  of  aJl  Sigs  going  into  the  Army  or  Navy  might  be  accurately 
given. 

While  other  important  matters  which  will  stand  forth  in  the 
Bulletin  were  receiving  due  consideration  the  ladies  were  enjoying 
an  automobile  tour  about  the  city,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  they 
were  served  with  limcheon  on  the  balcony  porch  of  the  Bellerive 
Club.  The  magnetic  and  lovable  personality  of  Mrs.  William  C. 
Henning,  the  pilot  of  the  trip,  was  emphasized  in  this  most  enjoy- 
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able  and  eventful  afiFair,  and  the  culmination  of  her  arduous 
endeavors  was  a  whirl  of  jollity,  plus.  In  the  interim  a  stag 
luncheon  was  prepared  and  spread  for  the  gathering  brothers  under 
the  trees  surrounding  the  Graham  Memorial  Chapel,  and  the 
novelty  of  its  service  was  evidenced  by  its  being  at  once  both  stag 
and  chicken. 

With  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session  of  Friday  the  Special 
Grand  Chapter  BuUetin  for  Jime,  1917,  was  distributed  to  the 
delegates  and  visitors,  together  with  the  report  of  William  A. 
Heath,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Most  of  the  time 
was  given  to  serious  consideration  of  the  petition  of  the  Sigma 
Kappa  Delta  local  fraternity  of  the  University  of  Tennessee,  and 
expressions  pro  and  con  created  a  situation  well  worth  while. 
Upon  the  completion  of  numerous  committee  reports,  tracks  were 
made  for  the  boat  excursion  down  the  Mississippi  River  at  7 130  p.m. 

The  "Good  Ship  Alton,"  loaded  to  its  capacity,  bearing  a  jazz 
band,  a  negro  string  quartette,  and  enough  dinner  to  sink  a  liner, 
was  kept  afloat  with  the  hilarious  and  jubilant  spirit  of  fraternal 
buojrancy.  A  "shindig"  typical  only  to  "floatin  down  the  rivah" 
was  perforce  the  foimdation  of  the  atmosphere  of  such  a  high-spirited 
character.  With  the  return  to  the  dock  at  11:00  p.m.,  machines 
carried  the  weary  crew  back  to  the  campus,  and  as  light  after 
light  went  low,  Past  Officers,  Grand  Praetors,  and  the  ever-present 
advisers  found  their  way  to  the  parlors  of  McMillan  Hall.  Here, 
under  the  guise  of  fraternal  well-doing,  a  meeting  resembling  an 
oratorical  carousal  of  the  world's  greatest  deliberative  body  was 
staged.  While  this  was  an  interesting  convening  for  the  "  old  boys ' ' 
it  must  have  been  none  the  less  enlightening  to  the  good  ears  and 
enforced  wakefulness  of  the  lady  visitors  quartered  on  the  second 
floor.  With  the  dispatch  of  this  argumentative  ensemble  the 
pressure  of  pleasure  and  entertainment  died  away  into  a  relaxation 
of  well-earned  sleep. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  called  for  8:30  a.m. 
on  Saturday,  was  prevented  through  Rip  Van  Winkle  proclivities 
brought  on  by  the  late  session  of  the  night  before.  The  presence 
of  food,  a  patter  of  a  light  shower,  and  plenty  of  rest  forestalled  all 
procedure  accordingly  until  10:00  a.m.,  when  at  the  fifth  business 
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session  the  University  of  Tennessee  local  received  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  delegates  for  admission.  More  committee  reports 
and  resolutions  to  help  fill  the  pages  of  the  Annotator's  book  were 
advanced,  until  it  became  necessary  to  call  an  adjournment  and 
carry  the  completion  of  the  business  over  to  the  afternoon  session. 

Limcheon,  by  reason  of  the  continued  rain,  was  served  in  the 
Commons,  and  while  the  last  chicken  in  the  city  underwent  execu- 
tion, yells,  songs,  and  fervor  of  intense  pitch  invaded  the  midst 
until  the  echo  of  the  reboimding  volley  will  long  remain  impressed 
on  our  memories. 

The  sixth  and  last  session  was  of  almost  unlimited  duration, 
and  when,  at  6:30  p.m..  Brother  "Joe"  Miller  finished  reading  his 
last  committee  resolution  covering  scholarship,  constitution  and 
statutory  revisions,  publications,  ritual,  extensions,  memorials,  and 
officers*  reports,  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  for  the  coming  term 
was  entered  into,  and  the  last  session  gave  birth  to  its  own  grand 
finale.  Brother  William  Cleveland  Henning,  Xi  1890,  the  unani- 
mous choice  of  every  brother,  both  present  and  absent,  for  the 
position  of  Grand  Consul,  was  ushered  to  the  guidance  wheel 
through  the  nominations  of  Cleveland  A.  Newton,  Xi  Xi  1902,  and 
Luther  A.  Burrell,  Theta  1874.  If  anything  ever  happened  of  serious 
consequence  to  Bertram  Adams  we  should  have  to  discard  the 
office  of  Grand  Annotator,  and  because  of  his  efficient  past  adminis- 
trations he  was  naturally  re-elected.  "  Billy  "Brothers,  Omega  1906, 
will  still  be  bookkeeper,  as  Quaestor,  and  Miles  Hall,  Alpha  Pi  1906, 
will  be  official  stenographer,  as  Tribime.  Byron  D.  Stokes,  Alpha 
Pi  1913,  will  edit  the  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly  and  compile  the  historical 
data,  as  Historian.  ''Daddy"  John  C.  McClain,  Xi  1874,  was 
re-elected  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Grand  Trustees.  This 
aggregation,  joining  hands  with  twelve  energetic  Grand  Praetors, 
will  surely  make  the  finest  office  force  we  could  hope  for,  and  the 
expression  of  approval  in  this  respect  was  evidenced  by  the  loud- 
soimding,  reverberating  applause  for  the  election  to  each  office. 

Withdrawing  from  the  final  scene  of  business  accomplishments, 
we  betook  ourselves  at  7:30  p.m.  to  the  Washington  Hotel,  to 
achieve  success  as  the  Grand  Chapter  gormandizers.  In  the  mean- 
time the  ladies  were  enjoying  their  banquet  in  the  Art  Building  on 
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the  campus,  where  expressions  of  appreciation  for  the  work  of 
Mrs.  William  C.  Henning  were  unanimously  voted.  Such  ladies  as 
Mrs.  E.  K.  Hyatt,  Mrs.  Edward  Clarke,  Mrs.  Fred  Armstrong,  Jr., 
Mrs.  E.  S.  North,  and  a  number  of  others  contributed  their  support 
to  make  the  scene  a  most  delightful  and  effective  one.  Ravenous 
eating,  on  the  other  hand,  characterized  the  gentlemen's  banquet  of 
a  six-course  dinner,  and  with  "Pop"  Henning,  the  new  Grand 
Consul,  as  overseer,  with  a  huge  display  of  bright  lights,  and  an 
enormous  Sigma  Chi  badge  in  radiant  illimiination,  led  on  by  an 
abundance  of  music,  what  more  could  follow  than  a  splendid  array  of 
speeches,  loyal  and  short?  Preliminary  to  this,  Mrs.  Wilbur  P. 
Allen  presented  the  Past  Grand  Officers  who  were  present,  some 
twenty  in  number,  with  tokens  of  appreciation  and  regard  in  the  form 
of  handsome  gold  watch  chains.  Luther  A.  Burrell,  Theta  1874, 
delivered  the  invocation  and  sounded  a  religious  and  patriotic 
keynote.  John  S.  McMillin,  the  first  Grand  Consul,  nmning  the 
gamut  of  the  past,  capped  his  thoughts  in  an  admirable  manner 
with  some  remarks  on  "The  Early  Days  of  Sigma  Chi.'*  The 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  offered  through  the 
mediiun  of  a  deep  and  venerable  sagelike  voice,  producing  a  sense 
of  magnanimity  to  say  the  least..  "Billy"  Brothers  was  made 
the  recipient  of  a  magnificent  jeweled  ring,  set  in  diamonds  and 
bearing  the  badge  of  the  Fraternity,  while  Wilbur  P.  Allen,  our 
esteemed  and  honored  now  Past  Grand  Consul,  was  presented  with 
a  memento  in  the  shape  of  a  large  White  Cross,  betokening  loyalty 
and  symbolizing  fidelity  with  its  diamonds  and  precious  jewels. 
The  capping  oratorical  effort  of  the  evening  was  the  talk  by  Francis 
Charles  Hume,  Jr.,  Alpha  Nu  1896,  who,  in  shedding  satire  together 
with  ejaculations  of  the  most  humble  and  frank  earnestness,  pro- 
duced a  spirit  of  timely  joviality  and  consequent  burst  of  laughter 
at  every  pause.  With  the  conclusion  of  each  address  a  song  led 
by  the  able  and  clever  Harry  D.  Payne,  Tau  Tau  1915,  and  a  yell 
made  effective  by  the  gestatorial  wiggles  of  Milton  E.  Robinson,  Jr., 
Omicron  Omicron  191 1,  produced  mirth  and  general  excitement 
all  around.  Dow  McClain,  Xi  1874,  true  to  his  patriotic  instincts, 
recited  a  poem  and  sang  a  song,  of  which  Uncle  Sam  may  well  be 
proud,  composed  by  Brother  McClain  himself,  which  on  this 
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particular  occasion  were  received  with  due  impression  of  their  value. 
His  brother,  "Daddy'*  McClain,  Xi  1874,  with  his  usual  sincerity, 
spared  not  a  word  in  his  elaborate  prop>ositions  "For  the  Sake  of 
Sigma  Chi";  while  Miles  Hall,  Alpha  Pi  1906,  resembling  the  short- 
worded  and  magnetic  Abraham  Lincoln,  spoke  a  few  words  which 
will  stay  forever  in  the  minds  of  those  who  were  dose  enough  to 
hear  them.  To  such  beautiful  and  scholarly  expoimding  as  we 
heard  in  the  address  of  Luther  A.  Burrell,  Theta  1874,  we  turn  with  a 
reflection  of  gratitude.  To  the  thoughts  of  Lrwin  J.  Smith,  Zeta 
Psi  1889,  we  look  with  eyes  of  admiration,  as  did  the  old-time  Greeks 
to  the  accomplishments  of  their  own  "Helen  of  Troy."  With  the 
hour  of  one  approaching,  and  a  series  of  speeches  completed,  the 
last  song  sung,  the  last  yell  evolved,  and  weariness  beginning  to 
cre^p  over  the  high-strung  group,  the  way  was  led  back  to  the 
dormitories  on  the  campus,  and  this  day  of  fraternal  surprises  and 
pleasure,  worthy  of  recordation,  came  to  a  close. 

Simday  morning  saw  the  departure  of  the  guests  and  delegates, 
and  by  the  time  noon  had  rolled  aroimd  the  campus  was  a  scene  of 
desolation,  holding  only  the  memories  of  the  few  short  days  now 
passed  away.  So  it  was  that  the  Thirty-Third  Grand  Chapter, 
came,  met,  discussed,  enjoyed,  and  departed.  The  loyal  hearts 
that  were  joined  anew  in  the  bonds  have  traveled  to  the  four  comers 
of  the  globe,  expanding  the  iron  chains  of  friendship,  and  realizing 
the  complete  achievements  on  which  history  and  recollection  alone 
can  concentrate.

Do  you  know  how  I  felt  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at 
St.  Louis  ?  I  wanted  to  make  a  patriotic  address  like  we  do  on  the 
Fourth  of  July.  Patriotism  was  the  keynote  of  the  convention,  and 
it  truly  was  an  inspiration  to  learn  and  know  what  the  membership 
of  Sigma  Chi  was  doing  in  service  to  the  United  States  at  this 
critical  time.  The  Light  of  Courage  was  ever  resplendent,  and  no 
greater  tribute  can  ever  be  paid  the  founders  of  our  Fraternity  than 
the  expressions  that  found  place  in  the  St.  Louis  Grand  Chapter. 
Every  delegate  realized  as  never  before  that  it  is  the  part  of  college 
men  to  protect  their  country  and  assimie  the  full  duties  of  patriotic 
citizenship.  The  best  evidence  of  this  is  the  fact  that  hundreds  of 
Sigma  Chis  are  now  enlisted  in  defense  of  the  flag  and  to  insure  the 
perpetuity  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  democracy. 

For  centuries  the  nations  of  this  world  were  working  out  the 
problems  of  Christianity  in  terms  of  faith.  During  our  own  national 
existence  we  have  been  working  out  the  problems  of  citizenship  in 
terms  of  freedom  and  liberty,  and  today  and  in  the  future  we  shall 
be  working  out  the  problems  of  human  relations  in  terms  of  service. 
Therein  lies  the  true  function  of  fraternity-service.  We  must 
learn  how  to  reconcile  the  interest  of  each  with  the  welfare  of  all  and 
act  upon  it.  The  world-problem  is  how  to  get  concerted  action  and 
yet  retain  the  freedom  of  each  individual  nation.

value  upon  the  heritage  which  our  foimders  handed  down  to  us.

The  Grand  Chapter  banquet,  held  on  Saturday,  June  30,  at 
the  Washington  Hotel,  with  over  two  hundred  Sigs  in  attendance, 
closed  the  program  of  the  St.  Louis  convention. 

Brother  A.  S.  Johnston,  Tau  Tau  1910,  manager  of  the  hotel  com- 
pany, was  food  dictator  of  the  occasion,  and  served  one  of  the 
choicest  dinners  that  ever  delighted  the  himtian  palate.  Grand 
Consul-elect  Henning  presided  and  called  on  Brother  Luther  A. 
Burrell,  Theta  1874,  of  Cincinnati,  for  the  invocation.  Then  fol- 
lowed a  series  of  rousing  good  talks  by  the  old-timers  of  the  craft. 

Brother  John  S.  McMillin,  Xi  1876,  first  Grand  Consul,  took  us 
back  into  the  early  days  of  Sigma  Chi,  and  in  addition  to  entertain- 
ing us  with  historical  side  lights,  rendered  a  lasting  service  to  the 
Fraternity  by  giving  an  interesting  account  of  the  origin  and  his- 
tory of  the  Charge — that  gem  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Ritual.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Brother  Burrell,  who,  by  the  way,  hailing  as  he  does 
from  Cincinnati,  and  wearing  such  a  rotund  and  prosperous  front, 
was  a  happy  reminder  of  our  well-beloved  Judge  Ferris — ^not  so 
much  on  account  of  the  rotundity  either,  but  because  of  the  infinite 
amount  of  Sig  spirit  that  characterized  his  address.  His  was  an 
earnest  talk  of  an  ethical  bent,  and  one  that  the  boys  will  never 
forget. 

Brother  Dow  McClain,  Xi  1874,  broke  into  illustrated  poetry 
and  gave  us  a  poem  on  "Old  Glory''  which  brought  down  the  house. 

Brother  John  C.  McClain,  Xi  1874,  who,  by  the  way,  was  elected 
Grand  Trustee  for  ten  years,  was  there  as  usual  and  had  a  wealth 
of  good  things  to  say. 

The  one  innovation  at  the  banquet  was  the  presence  of  the 
ladies — ^the  happy  and  characteristic  suggestion  of  Brother  Allen, 
who  has  a  way  of  suggesting  good  things  at  the  right  time.    Yes,

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the  ladies  were  there,  fifty  strong,  fair,  fa-  fairy-like,  and  for- 
formidable;  and  when  Brother  Charles  Hume,  Jr.,  Alpha  Nu  1896, 
of  Houston,  arose  for  the  Grand  Chapter  address,  much  to  his  sur- 
prise he  was  confronted  with  the  living  presence  of  his  bride  of 
six  weeks.  Now  Brother  Himie  had  carefully  prepared  a  few 
kindly  sarcastic  extemporaneous  remarks  on  matrimony,  but  with

his  wife  confronting  him  he  realized  that  he  was  about  to  embark  on 
a  perilous  venture.  So,  verily,  Charles  was  in  a  predicament,  as 
he  readily  admitted;  but  his  ingenuity  served  him  well  and,  by 
some  clever  interpolations,  got  by  with  his  aspersions  beautifully, 
much  to  the  delight  of  his  audience. 

Then  he  got  started.  Oh,  Boy,  how  he  did  ramble!  And  what 
a  thorough  grasp  of  his  subject  he  showed!  He  wandered  back 
into  the  hazy  mazes  of  ancient  Greek  history,  about  which  he 
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indulged  the  violent  presumption  that  his  hearers  knew  everything, 
and  about  which,  therefore,  he  said  nothing.  I  must  confess  he 
talked  above  the  heads  of  some  of  us,  as  we  had  difficulty  in  keeping, 
in  mind  the  perfect  thread  of  his  theme.  The  result  was  that  some 
of  us  thought  he  was  guilty  of  that  rhetorical  crime  of  transition; 
but  no,  it  was  just  too  deep  for  us.  We  want  to  hear  more  and  see 
more  of  Brother  Himie,  Jr.  His  talk  was  a  treat  and  a  rare  refresh- 
ment on  a  dry  and  sultry  night. 

Irwin  J.  Smith,  Zeta  Psi  1889,  of  Troy,  N.Y.,  besides  reading  a 
few  timely  resolutions,  revealed  a  momentous  secret  which  startled 
us  all.  Sh!  While  I  whisper  it.  He  was  the  author  of  the  Hume 
address!  Frankly,  we  did  not  think  it  was  in  Brother  Smith;  and 
had  he  not  sprung  the  leak,  all  of  us  would  have  gone  home  none 
the  wiser. 

Another  pleasant  stunt,  in  the  nature  of  an  innovation,  was  the 
presentation  by  Grand  Consul  Ma  Allen  of  twenty  beautiful  gold 
watch  chains  to  twenty  beautiful  Sigma  Chis,  all  of  whom 
bubbled  with  appreciation  upon  their  presentation.  They  would 
have  remembered  her,  notwithstanding  the  gift,  as  long  as 
Sigma  Chi  endures,  and  with  a  memory  as  fond  as  that  of  the 
college  days;  but  the  watch  chains  will  doubtless  serve  to  feed 
the  flames  of  memory  and  keep  the  charming  donor  constantly  in 
mind. 

Brother  Don  Williams,  Alpha  Beta  19 17,  of  Berkeley,  called  on 
impromptu,  surprised  us  all  by  saying  that  St.  Louis  had  pulled 
as  good  a  convention  as  San  Francisco.  Think  of  a  Califomian 
making  such  an  admission!  As  he  has  not  been  heard  from  since 
his  return  to  the  land  of  the  superlative,  we  fear  he  has  been  court- 
martialed. 

Brother  Henry,  Tau  Tau  1909,  your  humble  servant,  was  called 
upon  but  was  too  timid  to  say  anything. 

Harry  Payne,  Tau  Tau  1916,  now  and  then  ably  assisted  by 
Miss  Mary  Louise  Allen,  of  Austin,  Tex.,  provided  the  musical 
feasts  for  the  occasion. 

It  was  after  midnight  when  the  main  meeting  adjourned.  The 
other  meeting  at  the  nineteenth  hole  ran  until  the  small  hours  of  the 
morning — so  I  am  told. 
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The  banquet  dosed  a  big  day  for  Sigma  Chi  in  St.  Louis  and, 
indeed,  throughout  the  country.  It  was  a  successful  convention 
and  remarkably  well  attended,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many 
chapters  had  given  aU  their  sons  to  the  American  colors  and  scores 
of  the  older  boys  usually  seen  at  Grand  Chapters  were  serving  the 
nation  in  one  capacity  or  another. 

Many  of  us  are  already  looking  forward  to  the  1919  convention, 
and,  wherever  held.  Brother  Henning  and  a  large  band  of  his 
St.  Louis  cohorts  will  be  there.

The  Committee  recommends  ^lat  the  Convention  express  its  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  Brother  Nate  for  his  devoted,  painstaking,  and  self-sacrificing 
services  in  collecting  valuable  material  for  the  History  of  the  Fraternity,  and 
for  the  careful  and  thoughtful  preparation  which  has  characterized  his  work 
thus  far.  We  sincerely  trust  that  under  the  present  management  he  will  be 
able  to  continue  the  work  with  enthusiasm  and  vigor,  and  that  he  will  have 
the  History  completed  and  ready  for  publication  at  an  early  date.  We  also 
trust  that  every  member  of  this  Fraternity  will  give  his  hearty  support  to  this 
project.  The  History  promises  to  be  not  only  interesting,  but  will  be  most 
valuable  in  perpetuating  the  high  ideals  of  our  beloved  Fraternity.  It  will  be 
a  history  so  complete  in  every  detail  that  we  shall  all  be  proud  to  possess  it. 

That  the  matter  of  any  compensation  for  the  work  of  writing  the  History 
be  left  to  the  determination  of  the  Fraternity  when  the  work  shall  have  been 
published.

It  is  urgently  requested  that  the  report  on  the  Sigma  Chi  his- 
tory project  as  presented  by  Past  Grand  Consul  Nate,  which 
appears  in  the  forthcoming  issue  of  the  BuUelin  under  "Minutes 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,"  will  be  read  and  digested  by  every  member 
of  the  Fraternity.  A  paragraph  from  the  report  is  introduced  here 
to  give  some  notion  of  the  size  of  the  task  confronting  the  fraternity 
historian: 

You  will  be  interested  in  the  printed  histories  of  other  fratemities  which 
have  succeeded  in  producing  volumes  of  anything  like  the  plan  and  scope  of 
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that  proposed  for  Sigma  Chi.  Accompanying  this  report  is  the  interesting 
story  of  the  twenty-five  years  of  effort  involved  in  the  production  of  Mr.  Walter 
B.Palmer's  comprehensive  history  of  Phi  Delta  Theta.  Also,  the  similar 
achievement  of  Mr.  William  C.  Levere  for  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  which  was  like- 
wise the  task  of  years,  its  problems  of  information-getting  being  finally 
surmounted  only  by  travels  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Levere  personally,  which  were 
nation-wide,  and  the  exclusive  devotion  of  long  periods  of  time  to  the  one 
task  in  which  he  so  signally  served  his  fraternity.  In  the  preface  of  his  work 
Mr.  Levere  says  that  while  not  regretting  that  so  much  of  his  life  and  time 
has  gone  into  the  work,  he  knows  full  well  that  if  the  magnitude  of  the 
task  had  been  ai^redated  it  would  never  have  been  undertaken.  The  wish 
to  do  it  would  have  existed,  but  the  sacrifice  of  so  many  months  and  years 
of  life  would  have  seemed  too  great.  The  extended  labors  of  the  late 
Mr.  William  Raimond  Baird  in  historical  studies  for  Beta  Theta  Pi  were  of 
similar  diuration. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  prospectus  issued  by  Brother  Nate 
and  distributed  at  the  Grand  Chapter: 

"The  Catalogue  and  History  of  1890  assigns  the  date  of  June  30, 1855,  for 
the  founding  of  the  Fraternity,  and  the  date  of  June  28,  1857,  "almost  the 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  order,"  as  the  date  of  the  First  Grand 
Chapter.  We  have  known  now  for  some  years  that  the  actual  date  of  founding 
was  June  28, 1855,  but  we  have  continued  to  carry  through  all  our  records  the 
First  Grand  Chapter  date  as  being  June  28, 1857.  The  actual  date  of  the  First 
^and  Chapter,  as  fully  verified  in  these  pages,  is  June  12,  1857.  Without 
Attempting  to  indicate  here  the  several  steps  which  lead  us  inevitably  to  the 
new  date  now  assigned,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  former  date,  of  June  28, 1857, 
is  completely  n^atived  by  the  fact  that,  in  1857,  June  28  fell  upon  Sunday. 
An  example  of  largely  amplified  information  now  available  as  to  the  earlier 
history  of  the  Fraternity  b  found  in  the  presentation  of  "  The  Original  Epsilon — 
The  New  Story  of  an  Old  Chapter."  A  further  form  of  service  which  it  is 
bdieved  the  present  publication  renders  is  in  answering  numerous  historical 
<)uestions  heretofore  opened  in  the  Fraternity  literature,  but  which  have 
remained  without  any  former  effort  at  definite  solutions.  A  typical  case  in 
point  is  found  in  the  discussion  in  our  Quarterly  ensuing  upon  the  discovery  of 
the  old  charter  of  Ganmia  Chapter,  and  its  presentation  to  the  chapter  in  con- 
nection with  the  dedication  of  the  new  house  of  Ganuna  on  June  11,  1912. 
This  long  lost  charter  was  found  to  designate  the  Fraternity  as  "Sigma  Chi" 
while  the  constant  understanding  has  been  that  the  Fraternity  was  "Sigma 
Phi,"  until  some  time  subsequent  to  the  founding  of  Gamma  on  December  24^ 
1865.  The  latter  understanding  is  correct  and  b  fully  validated,  and  the 
wording  of  the  charter  explained,  by  records  appearing  in  these  pages.    If  the 
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present  work  shall  serve  to  afford  a  reasonably  well-assured  historical  narrative 
of  former  years  in  Sigma  Chi  in  all  such  bearings  as  those  suggested,  the  achieve- 
ment has  surely  been  worth  whatever  of  time  or  effort  it  has  cost." 


The  rqx)rt  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Province  Organization 
and  Constitutional  Revision  urging  the  redistricting  of  the  chapters 
of  the  Fraternity  to  provide  for  twelve  instead  of  ten  provinces, 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  follows: 

Resolution  Amending  Section  2  of  Statute  Xm  of  the  Statutes  of 
THE  Sigma  Cm  Fraternity 

Whereas,  In  clause  "d/*  Section  5,  Article  m  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Fraternity,  the  Grand  Chapter  is  given  power  to  define  the  provinces  of  the 
Fraternity; 

Whereas,  The  distances  between  the  chapters  of  the  Eighth  Province 
are  so  great  as  to  prevent  the  Grand  Praetor  "maintaining  an  intimate  knowl- 
edge of  their  condition  and  necessities''; 

Whereas,  The  necessity  for  maintaining  the  dose  relationship  between 
the  General  Fraternity  and  the  particular  chapters  through  the  medium  of 
the  Grand  Praetors  and  of  supervising  the  development  and  conduct  of  the 
chapters  is  becoming  increasingly  great;  it  is 

Resolved y  That  Section  2  of  Statute  Xill  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  In  the  clause  beginning  "Sixth  Province,"  strike  out  the  word  "Colo- 
rado." 

2.  In  the  clause  beginning  "Eighth  Province,"  strike  out  the  words 
"Montana,  Idaho,  Nevada,  Arizona,  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington." 

3.  In  the  clause  beginning  "Tenth  Province,"  strike  out  the  words  "New 
Mexico." 

4.  Add  the  words,  "Eleventh  Province — ^Montana,  Idaho,  Oregon,  and 
Washington." 

5.  Add  the  words,  "Twelfth  Province — California,  Nevada,  and  Arizona." 

6.  In  the  clause  beginning  "Eighth  Province,"  add  the  words  "New 
Mexico  and  Colorado."

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Praetors  of  the  provinces  affected  by  this  amend- 
ment shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  accordance  with  the 
last  clause  of  Section  i.  Article  XIII,  of  the  Constitution  as  provided  in  such  a 
case. 

Whereas,  In  clause  "d,"  Section  5,  Article  m,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Fraternity,  the  Grand  Chapter  is  given  power  to  define  the  provinces  of  the 
Fraternity; 
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Wheseas,  The  distances  between  the  chapters  of  the  Third  Province  are

Resolved,  That  Section  2  of  Statute  XUI  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  In  the  clause  beginning  "Third  Province,*'  strike  out  the  words  "West 
Virginia." 

2.  In  the  clause  beginning  "First  Province,"  add  the  words  "West  \^- 
ginia."

The  following  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
merits  attention: 

4.  Your  committee  desires  to  emphasize  to  this  Grand  Chapter  the  im- 
portance of  retaining  the  interest  of  the  alumni  in  the  activities  of  the  Frater- 
nity, and  that  one  interest  of  no  small  moment  is  the  maintaining  of  a  financial 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  alimmi. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  obligation  of  the  initiate  in  Sigma  Chi  be 
made  broad  enough  to  fix  his  financial  liability  to  the  General  Fraternity  for 
the  period  of  his  natural  life. 

Your  committee  is  mindful  of  the  fact  that  the  instant  proposition  is  much 
larger  in  its  scope  and  application  than  seems  at  first  blush,  and  rather  than 
suggest  ^>ecific  legislation,  your  committee  suggests  the  appointment  of  a 
Commission  at  this  time  to  investigate  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  in  order  that  that  body,  if  it  b  deemed  fit  and  necessary,  may 
enact  the  reconmiendations  of  such  a  Commission  into  law.

Following  the  suggestion  of  Past  Grand  Consul  Nate,  the  con- 
vention ordered  that  a  Sigma  Chi  badge  be  presented  to  Mflton 
Vernon,  Alpha  1861,  the  first  initiate  into  the  Fraternity  after  the 
name  was  changed  from  Sigma  Phi  to  Sigma  Chi.

Portions  of  a  resolution  offered  by  H.  W.  Mahan,  Jr.,  Alpha 
Upsilon  '18,  calling  for  concerted  action  on  the  part  of  alimtmi  of 
the  Fraternity  during  the  period  of  the  present  crisis  at  least,  are 
given  herewith: 

Wheseas,  Every  assistance  must  be  given  to  the  active  chapters  in  keeping 
up  their  personnel  during  the  period  of  the  war,  and 

Whereas,  This  assistance  will  be  more  effective  if  the  activity  of  the  re^)ec- 
tive  alumni  chapters  is  directed  and  encouraged  by  the  Executive  Committee 
through  the  deliberation  of  the  Thirty-third  Grand  Chapter;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Chapter  request  the  Central  Office  of  the  General 
Fraternity  to  communicate  immediately  with  the  heads  of  the  alumni  chapters 
and  require  them  to  hold  special  meetings  of  their  chapters  to  consider  the 
question  of  assbting  the  rushing  in  the  active  chapters  of  their  immediate 
vicinity. 

2.  Also  to  require  these  alumni  chapters  to  get  a  niunber  of  the  jrounger 
members  of  the  alimmi  to  move  into  the  chapter  houses  and  stay  there  at 
least  during  the  rushing  season,  to  assist  in  rushing. 
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Badge  legislation  has  at  last  assumed  definite  fonn.  The  sug- 
gestion by  the  Committee,  after  a  careful  sifting  of  all  phases  of 
the  subject,  that  the  Balfour  contract  be  continued,  put  the  Sig 
in  insignia.  The  benefits  which  accrue  to  the  Fraternity  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract  are  treated  under  the  caption  ''Event  and 
Comment"  in  this  issue  of  the  Quarterly.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Insignia  as  adopted  by  the  convention  follows: 

Raolved,  i.  That  the  Balfour  contract  continue  for  a  period  of  one  year 
from  date  of  contract. 

2.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  enforce  the  terms  of 
the  contract. 

3.  That  the  terms  of  the  contract,  its  benefits  and  advantages  to  the 
Fraternity  as  a  whole  for  purposes  of  more  adequate  chapter  visitation,  be 
published  in  every  issue  of  the  BuUetin  and  the  Quarterly  so  that  all  brothers, 
both  active  and  aliunni,  may  be  conversant  with  the  contract. 

4.  That  the  price  of  the  pin  be  raised  to  $4.00,  and  that  this  amount  be 
included  in  the  initiation  fee  paid  to  the  General  Fraternity.

The  Committee  on  Publications  in  a  supplementary  report  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  had  this  to  offer: 

The  Grand  Editor,  during  the  past  term,  has  been  charged  under  the 
statutes  with  continuous  detail  work,  for  which  no  salary  has  been  provided. 
The  Fraternity  has  received  the  ^lendid  services  of  Brother  Robinson  as  the 
Editor  of  our  Quarterly  Magazine  for  the  past  two  3rears  without  salary,  which 
position  heretofore  has  paid  a  salary  of  $400.00  a  year. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  recognition  of  this  splendid  service  and 
sacrifice,  as  a  token  of  the  Fraternity's  appreciation,  presented  him  the  simi  of 
§100.00.  Brother  Robinson,  as  appears  in  his  report  to  this  convention,  has 
now  returned  this  $100.00  with  the  expressed  desire  that  this  simi  form  a 
nucleus  of  a  fund  to  purchase  an  ambulance  to  be  used  in  the  American  Field 
Service  in  France.    This  ambulance,  with  equipment,  will  cost  $1,600.00. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  this  convention  hereby  express  its 
hearty  appreciation  to  Brother  Robinson  for  his  gratuitoiis  services  as  editor 
of  the  Quarterly  Magazine,  which  has  been  conducted  with  such  signal  ability 
and  success,  and  we  conunend  his  noble  spirit  of  patriotism  in  creating  a  fund 
for  sending  into  France  an  ambulance  to  be  known  as  "The  Sigma  Chi  Frater- 
nity Ambulance." 

In  order  that  this  project  may  be  promptly  carried  out,  we  recommend  that 
the  following  members  be  appointed  as  a  committee  to  solicit  money  for  this 
fund  and  to  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  this  noble  cause,  a 
cause  which  will  reflect  glory  on  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  in  thxis  doing  a  bit 
in  our  present  war:  Brothers  Wilbur  P.  Allen,  George  Ade,  Newman  Miller, 
Joseph  T.  Miller,  John  C.  McClain,  John  T.  McCutcheon,  John  B.  McPherson, 
William  C.  Henning,  chairman. 


The  following  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  inves- 
tigate the  subject  of  social  service :  Grand  Praetor  William  B.  Ricks, 
chairman;  Past  Grand  Consul  Howard  Ferris;  Brothers  Roy  M. 
Harmon,  Omicron  Omicron;  R.  Williams,  Omega  Omega;  and 
P.  J.  Weiss,  Upsilon  Upsilon. 
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Grand  Consul  ^Ibur  P.  Allen,  in  his  message  to  the  Grand 
Chapter,  perorated  as  follows: 

In  conclusion,  let  me  state  that  I  feel  how  imperfectly  I  have  served  you 
in  the  capacity  of  Grand  Consul — ^the  difference  between  anticipation  and  reali- 
zation has  been  great.  We  had  not  hoped  to  reach  the  heights  of  accomplish- 
ment attained  by  a  Miller,  whose  wonderful  leadership  touched  every  field  of 
fraternity  endeavor  and  illimiined  them  with  the  glory  of  his  achievements. 
We  could  not  cHmb  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  heights  where  Joe  Nate's 
magnetic  leadership  led  kindly  and  serene.  Ours  was  the  humbler  field,  the 
simpler  service. 

Out  in  Berkeley  I  promised  you  to  use  my  best  efforts  to  see  that  every 
chapter  knew  the  presence  of  a  Grand  Officer.  Over  nine-tenths  of  the  chapters 
have  been  visited  by  from  one  to  three  Grand  Officers.  I  had  hoped  to  sub- 
stantially increase  the  available  assets  of  the  Fraternity,  and  God  being  my 
helper  we  shall  have  a  40  to  50  per  cent  increase  of  the  present  available  assets 
just  as  soon  as  this  war  is  over  and  I  dare  go  to  the  boys  for  the  money  they  have 
promised.  We  have  turned  over  to  the  incoming  administration  a  dean  busi- 
ness sheet  without  a  single  deficit. 

We  have  tried  to  make  Sigma  Chi  a  force  for  Democracy — have  tried  to 
live  up  to  the  best  ideals  of  the  Fraternity — have  tried  to  carry  the  idea  of 
service  to  the  humblest  chapter,  to  the  end  that  the  active  men  should  have 
the  largest  voice  in  the  builjding  of  the  Fraternity. 


Manual  and  Directory. — ^The  publication  of  the  next  edition  of 
the  Manual  and  Directory  will  be  deferred  until  1920. 


Song  Book. — ^The  Committee  on  the  Song  Book  was  continued. 
Brother  E.  Raiford  Payne,  Omega  Omega,  was  made  a  member  of 
this  committee,  and  the  Executive  Committee  was  authorized  to 
publish  the  new  edition  as  conditions  might  warrant.  Owing  to  a 
scarcity  of  material  received  following  George  Ade's  several  S.O.S. 
messages,  it  has  been  impossible  to  begin  definitely  the  work  on  the 
new  book.

Believing  that  the  Ritual,  as  it  now  exists,  is  as  nearly  perfect  in  its  con- 
struction as  b  possible  to  be  made  at  present,  your  Committee  has  absolutely 
no  change  in  its  structure  or  wording  to  offer.

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Presentation  of  the  Mary  Stewart  Miller  Memorial 
Cups — Thirty-third  Grand  Chapter 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Historic  Literary  Exercises  in  the 
Graham  Memorial  Chapel,  Washington  University,  on  the  evening 
of  Jime  28,  Past  Grand  Consul  Douglas  spoke  as  follows  in  pre- 
senting to  the  Fraternity  the  beautiful  scholarship  cups  given  by 
Grand  Trustee  Joseph  T.  Miller  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife  Mary 
Stewart  Miller: 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  The  duty  which  falls  to  me  at  this 
moment  I  regard  as  both  an  honor  and  a  privilege,  and  yet  it  is  one  which  b 
far  from  easy  for  me  to  perform.  A  few  months  ago  there  departed  from  her 
happy  home'drde  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  the  beautiful  ^irit  of  Mary  Stewart 
Miller.  In  this  home  the  husband,  Brother  Joseph  T.  Miller,  and  the  two 
daiighters,  Jane  and  Nancy,  are  realizing  the  heartache  and  loneliness  of  the 
bereaved  of  wife  and  mother.  But  there  abides,  and  ever  will  abide,  in  that 
home  circle  the  fragrant  memory  and  enduring  inspiration  of  a  character  well 
possessed  of  all  those  attributes  which  are  loveliest  in  womanhood.  Brother 
"Joe"  Miller,  a  Grand  Trustee  of  this  Fraternity,  is  an  ahmmus  of  the  Beta 
Chapter,  at  old  Wooster,  in  whose  chapter  life  he  and  I  have  shared  as  brothers. 
It  is  a  chapter  which,  though  now  inactive  throiigh  no  faidt  of  its  members, 
has  continued  an  honored  name  in  Sigma  Chi  throiigh  many  years,  and  to 
which  we  both  are  proud  to  pay  our  allegiance.  I  fed  that  I  will  be  pardoned 
for  expressing  in'this  way  my  personal  relation  to  Brother  Miller  and  his  home. 
Often  have  I  known  its  generous  hospitality.  I  well  recall  a  visit  to  it  shortly 
after  the  completion  of  our  labors  in  the  revision  of  the  Ritiuil  in  1909.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  there  was  then  first  induded  in  our  ceremonies  the  beauti- 
ful public  Service  in  Memoriam.  This  service  was  at  that  time  privileged  to 
read  aloud  in  the  family  circle  of  Brother  Miller.  I  refer  to  it  only  that  this 
further  inddent  may  be  meiitioned  here  tonight,  namdy,  that  the  serious 
interest  and  reverent  comment  of  Mary  Stewart  Miller,  as  she  listened  to  these 
impressive  words  of  our  beautiful  Ritual,  will  be  an  imperishable  memory 
among  all  of  iis  who  ^en  heard.  Her  devotion  to  Sigma  Chi  was  deep  and 
sincere  from  the  days  of  her  girlhood,  and  she  was  laid  to  rest  still  wearing  our 
White  Cross,  which  she  had  always  loved  so  well.  The  thoughts  which  throng 
upon  MS  in  these  renewals  of  beautiful  memories  cannot  be  forgotten  among 
those  of  us  who  knew  Mary  Stewart  Miller,  even  thoiigh  they  may  not  be 
uttered  now. 
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As  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  thb  devoted  life  and  character,  Brother 
Joseph  T.  Miller  has  asked  me,  as  a  lifelong  friend  and  brother  in  old  Beta 
Chapter,  to  present  to  the  Fraternity  two  memorial  cups.  They  are  beautiful 
with  the  jeweler's  art,  and  are  to  be  presented  to  those  dusters  which  shall 
win  them  by  right  of  merit  of  high  scholarship  and  worth  under  all  the  best 
ideals  of  Sigma  ChL  They  will  be  given  to  us  here,  by  Nancy,  the  little  daugh- 
ter of  Brother  Miller,  and  we  shall  receive  them  with  gratitude  for  her  mother's 
life  and  for  this  expression  in  memory  of  her. 

The  cups  were  then  presented  by  Miss  Nancy  Miller,  the  chair- 
man of  the  evening  receiving  them  and  requesting  Brother  Newman 
Miller  as  a  Past  Grand  Consul  of  the  Fraternity  to  make  response 
on  behalf  of  Sigma  Chi.  The  appreciation  of  the  Fraternity  was 
then  expressed  by  Brother  Miller.

SIGMA  cms,  ATTEN-SHUN! 

It  was  August  4,  1917,  and  the  occasion  was  the  memorable 
banquet  which  the  Indianapolis  Alunmi  Chapter  gave  to  the  Sigs 
of  the  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  Officers'  Training  Camp.  Brother 
Colonel  John  T.  Bamett,  Xi  '75,  who  has  given  his  life  to  our  army, 
presided,  and  we  could  not  help  being  impressed  and  inspired  by 
his  strength  of  character  and  military  bearing.  At  his  right  was  his 
former  class  and  bimk-mate  at  West  Point,  General  Glenn,  our 
commanding  officer,  and  one  whom  we  have  come  to  look  upon  as 
an  ideal  military  man.  We  were  also  honored  by  the  presence  of 
Grand  Consul  Henning,  who  became  very  popular  with  us;  George 
Ade,  grand  man  of  Sigma  Chi;  and  Grand  Praetor  MacNab. 
These  were  among  the  stars  shining  at  this  imique  Sigma  Chi 
banquet 

It  would  be  difficult  indeed  to  write  any  accoimt  of  oiu*  life  here 
without  extending  an  appreciation  for  this  biggest  event  of  our 
camp  life. 

Just  three  months  ago,  a  little  over  5,000  men  from  Indiana, 
Ohio,  West  Virginia,  and  Kentucky  met  with  the  most  strenuous 
and  efficient  experience  of  their  lives.  Looking  back,  they  were  a 
motley  mob,  and  it  was  very  evident  that  their  chests  and  torsos 
should  be  and  would  be  reversed.  But  they  were  an  exceptionally 
fine  group  of  men,  95  per  cent  of  whom  were  college  men,  and  they 
possessed  "pq),"  detennination,  and  cheerful  optimism  to  a  remark- 
able degree.  That's  all  the  military  authorities  asked  for — they 
would  supply  the  rest. 

The  first  night  himdreds  gathered  around  big  bonfires  and  sang, 
and  no  matter  how  hard  the  march  or  how  heavy  the  packs  got 
to  fed  there  has  alwa)rs  been  "pep"  enough  left  to  sing,  "Pack 
All  Your  Troubles  in  Your  Old  Kit  Baig  and  Smile,  Smile,  Smile." 
We  were  greeted  with  thirteen  military  textbooks,  a  fourteen-hour 
day  schedule  of  work  and  study,  and  a  herculean  grip  of  discipline.

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WeVe  had  the  hobbles  on  ever  since  and  have  been  making  good 

time.    We  learned   close-order  drill 
and  extended  order  for  battle;   we 
endangered  the  neighborhood  on  the 
rifle  range;  we  made  military  maps 
that  rivaled  the  cartoons  of  John  T. 
himself;  we  engaged  in  tactical  and

found.  You  should  have  seen  the  Pall  Malls  disappear  in  that 
crowd  of  fellows — ^to  ^om  the  sight  of  even  a  lowly  "Home 
Run"  is  somewhat  exhilarating,  in  camp.

Somewhere  in  the  Army 
September  8, 1917 
To  Sigma  Chis  in  Harvard 
Dear  Brothers: 

It  would  be  detrimental  to  the  Fraternity  nationally  if  the  Harvard 
Group  were  allowed  to  be  inactive,  even  for  the  duration  of  the  war, 
and  die  war  has  practically  stripped  Harvard  of  the  Sigma  Chis  who 
have  been  there  up  to  this  time.  Hence  the  duty  of  continuing  the 
Group  as  an  active  alimmi  association  falls  on  the  shoulders  of  you  new 
Harvard  brothers  who  have  entered  this  year,  and  it  is  for  this  reason 
that  I  am  trying  to  reach  you  through  the  Quarterly,  which  is  my  only 
sure  means  of  reaching  you. 

To  organize  the  Group  is  a  simple  matter,  even  for  one  who  has  never 
been  there  before.  If  any  old  Harvard  Sig  returned,  he  will  undoubtedly 
have  already  organized  it,  but  if  not,  some  of  you  new  men  should  do 
so  at  once.  To  get  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  brothers,  post  an 
examination  blue-book  on  the  various  bulletin  boards,  requesting  that 
all  Sigs  sign  it,  and  make  an  announcement  of  these  in  the  Crimson. 
Then  annoimce  a  meeting,  held  usually  in  the  Territorial  Room  at  the 
Union,  in  the  Crimson,  and  notify  by  postal  card  all  whose  addresses 
you  have.

SELLS  EQUITABLE  TO  POLICY- 
HOLDERS 


The  Equitable  life  Assurance  Society^ 
with  its  assets  of  more  than  $500,000,000 
and  outstanding  insurance  of  more  than 
$1,500,000,000,  IS  to  belong  to  its  500,000 
policyholders  for  all  time,  by  the  terms 
of  a  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  announced  yesterday  bjr 
William  A.  Day,  president  of  the  Equi- 
table. Under  the  proposal  General  T. 
Coleman  duPont,  holder  of  a  majority 
of  the  stock,  would  turn  it  into  the 
company  for  $2,000,000  less  than  he  paid 
the  J.  P.  Morsan  estate  for  it  two  yean 
ago,  and  the  holders  of  minority  stock 
would  receive  a  price  of  approximatdy 
$1,500  a  share  for  their  holdings.  Tfaie 
stock  would  be  paid  for  out  of  the  reserve 
funds  of  the  society  and  then  canceled, 
the  society  being  then  made  entirdy 
mutual.  The  pkud  has  to  be  ratified 
by  the  policyholders  before  being  put 
into  operation;  it  b  regarded  as  most 
probable  that  thev  will  approve  it.  The 
plans  were  worked  out  under  the  direction 
as  counsel  of  Charles  £.  Hughes,  who 
was  counsel  for  the  Armstrong  Com- 
mittee. 

In  dving  up  the  control  of  the  Equit- 
able, General  duPont  surrenders  control 
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of  the  society's  affairs  completely.  At 
the  time  of  the  purchase  of  the  stock  he 
let  it  be  known  that  he  would  like  to  see 
the  policyholders  become  the  possessors 
of  it.  Officials  of  the  Equitable  said 
last  night  that  for  the  $2,000,000  the 
transaction  cost  him  he  will  receive 
nothing  except  the  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing he  nad  done  a  good  thing.  General 
diiPont  is  chief  owner  of  the  Equitable 
office  building  at  1 20  Broadway,  on  which 
the  EquitaUe  Society  holds  a  mortgage 
of  $20,500,000.  The  payments  to  be 
made  to  General  duPont  for  the  stock 
will  be  paid  in  the  form  of  deductions 
from  the  interest  and  amortization 
charges  on  the  mortgage.  So  the 
reserves  of  the  society  will  not  be 
weakened.— J\r«w  York  TtPtes,  July  22. 


GEORGE  ADE  TELLS  WHY 
ARE  AT  WAR  WITH 
GERMANY 


WE 


If  you  had  approached  the  average 
dtizen  of  the  Unit^  States  m  June,  19 14, 
and  asked  how  his  sympathies  lay  as  to 
the  commercial  warfare  going  on  between 
Great  Britain  and  Germany,  the  chances 
are  that  he  would  have  shown  a  cold 
indi£ference  and  an  utter  lack  of  partisan- 
ship. As  between  Great  Britain,  re- 
corded in  all  schoolbooks  as  our  heredi- 
tary foe,  and  Germany,  a  country 
that  sent  us  many  of  our  most  amiable, 
industrious,  and  useful  citizens,  the 
chances  are  that  he  mi^^t  have  expressed 
a  good-natured  denre  to  have  Germany 
get  the  upper  hand  in  the  markets  of  the 
world. 

Only  five  years  ago  the  prosperous 
Americans  who  made  frequent  voyages 
to  Europe  or  the  West  Indies  showed  a 
marked  preference  for  the  Hamburg- 
American  or  the  North  German  Lloyd. 
You  would  find  on  one  of  those  German 
boats  an  almost  fraternal  relationship 
between  the  officers  and  the  first-class 
.  passengers.  I  was  on  a  big  German  ship 
m  the  West  Indies  a  few  years  ago  and 
I  recall,  with  some  shame,  that  we  cele- 
brated the  Kaiser's  birthday  and  sent  him 
a  Icmg  cablegram  of  congratulations  and 
good  wishes. 

Our  students  of  music  and  art,  our 


families  seeking  the  placidity  of  an  old- 
world  atmosphere,  our  young  doctors  and 
surgeons  have  flocked  to  Berlin  and 
Vioona  and  Munich  and  Dresden,  have 
adjusted  themselves  easily  and  comfort- 
ably to  the  German  manner  of  living,  and 
have  come  home  with  a  sincere  affection 
for  German  friends. 

Of  all  languages,  other  than  En^^ish, 
German  has  be^  favored  in  our  public 
schools.  The  accepted  governess  for  a 
child  of  wealth  has  been  a  Ftftuldn. 

When  Enidand  subju^ted  the  Boers, 
our  sympathies  ran  with  the  Boers, 
although  the  war  was  between  an  En^^ish- 
n3eaking  people  and  a  race  relatM  to 
the  Continental  Teutons  and  we  got  all 
of  our  war  news  from  British  sources. 

We  have  had  two  great  waves  of  immi- 
graticm  from  Germany.  Great  Britain 
sent  to  us  only  the  Irish,  and  thev  came 
to  increase  our  distrust  and  dislike  of 
the  so-called  En|^ish-sp«ikmg  cousins. 

We  have  fraternized  with  the  Germans, 
emulating  their  glorious  examples  as  to 
foaming  beverages  and  Frankfurter 
sausages,  but  we  have  always  shied  at  an 
Englishman  fresh  from  his  own  shores. 

What  I  am  tr^g  to  lead  up  to  is  this 
rational  conclusion:  that  in  the  closing 
days  of  July,  1914,  there  was  in  this 
country  no  deep-seated  racial  prejudice 
in  favor  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  as  against 
a  resident  of  the  German  Empire. 

To  begin  with,  we  aro  not  an  Ang^o- 
Saxon  people.  We  are  a  composite — a 
melting.pot  mixture.  We  do  not  even 
speak  the  English  language.  I  can  prove 
that  by  the  literary  reviews  of  Great 
Britain. 

Only  a  few  alarmists  and  extremists 
ever  suggested  that  we  were  in  danger 
of  a  German  invasion,  and  the  man  wno 
wanted  to  talk  about  the  coming  Euro- 
pean war  couldn't  find  anyone  to  talk  to. 
Why,  David  Starr  Jordan  had  demon- 
strated by  hidber  mathematics  and  bio- 
logical research  that  such  a  calamity  as 
a  general  European  war  was  an  absolute 
impossibility  and  that  it  was  criminal 
follv  for  us  to  build  up  an  army  and  navy 
with  money  that  might  be  devoted  to 
the  strengthening  of  each  congressman  in 
his  own  district.  Dr.  Jordan  is  still  run- 
ning around,  trying  to  collect  the  frag- 
ments of  his  busted  theories.  He  is  our 
best  authority  on  fishes  and  he  proves  it 
every  time  he  talks  about  war. 
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All  the  soothing  assunuices  of  the  peace 
lovers  have  come  to  naught.  This  time 
the  cry  of  ''Wolf I"  was  not  a  false  alarm. 
The  unbelievable  thing  has  happened. 
We  are  at  war  with  our  friends  of  yes- 
terday. We  have  marked  as  an  enemy 
every  man  who  gives  undivided  alle- 
giance to  the  Kaiser  because  we  know  that 
Uie  Kaiser  would,  if  he  could,  do  to  us  ten 
times  over  what  he  did  to  unoffending 
Belgium. 

In  Germany  it  is  commonly  believed 
that  the  pro-ally  sentiment  over  here  is 
a  poisonous  product,  encouraged  and  fos- 
tered by  British  falsehoods.  We  are  a 
simple  and  credulous  people,  avaricious, 
and  lacking  the  long  vision  of  those  who 
would  build  empires  and  control  large 
destinies. 

Is  there  any  measure  of  truth  in  their 
belief  that  we  have  been  misled  and 
hoodwinked  by  Britain?  Now  that  we 
are  in  the  war,  can  any  man  convince 
himself  that  we  mi^^t  have  kept  out  of 
it?  Should  we  have  refused  to  sell 
munitions  to  the  allies  ?  Could  we  have 
repressed  and  held  in  check  our  feeling  of 
ip^titude  to  France  for  services  rendmd 
long  ago? 

If  we  can  give  straight  answers  to  these 
questions  we  are  doubly  fortified  for  the 
war. 

And  if  these  questions  sug^t  them- 
selves to  us  time  and  time  agam,  it  b  not 
because  we  have  our  doubts,  but  because 
the  more  judicially  and  cold-bloodedly 
and  impartially  we  cross-examine  our- 
selves, tne  more  evident  it  becomes  that 
we  either  had  to  go  into  this  war  or  sur- 
render our  charter  as  a  free  people. 

Two  prodi^ous  facts  stood  out  before 
us  at  the  be^:uming  of  the  struggle.  All 
the  sophistnes  and  indirections  of  the 
diplomats,  all  the  green  books  and  blue 
books  and  white  books  flooding  the  world, 
all  of  the  libraries  that  will  be  written  in 
explanation  and  defense,  never  can  remove 
or  even  alter  these  two  mountain  peaks 
of  truth. 

One  fact  was  that  Germans  deliberately 
forced  the  war  because  it  seemed  that 
the  fortunate  day  had  arrived  when  the 
Continent  of  Europe  could  be  pounded 
into  submission. 

The  other  fact  was  that  Germany 
deliberately  broke  her  word  of  honor  and 
outlawed  herself  by  the  brutal  invasion 
of  Belgium. 

With  these  two  facts  looming  in  front 
of  them,  the  American  people  imme- 


diately and  instinctively  turned  agunst 
Germany.  Our  sympathies  were  given 
whole-heartedly  to  the  allies  because  they 
couldn't  go  anywhere  else.  The  issues 
were  too  plain.  The  evidence  was  too 
unmistakable.  Great  Britain  and  France 
did  not  lead  us.  We  were  led  by  an  old- 
fashioned  and  elemental  preference  for 
decency  and  fair  plav. 

After  that  we  sold  food  and  mimitions 
to  the  enemies  of  Germany. 

The  Germans  have  always  insisted  up- 
on their  ri^t  to  sell  guns  and  shells 
anywhere  in  the  world  at  any  time.  Our 
soldiers  in  the  Spanish-American  war 
were  killed  by  German  bullets  fired  from 
German  guns.  Every  Filipino  insurrecto 
hiding  in  ambush  to  get  one  of  our  men 
carried  a  German  we^wn  that  had  been 
smugg^  to  him. 

We  had  a  right  to  sell  our  products  to 
Great  Britain  and  France.  And  now, 
thank  goodness,  we  can  say  openly  what 
we  have  felt  all  the  time,  that  it  was  our 
duty  to  su[n>ly  them. 

With  half  of  the  worid  on  fire,  a  good 
many  dark  places  are  being  illuminated. 
This  war  has  vindicated  British  policies 
and  crowned  France  with  a  ^ry  that 
never  can  perish. 

Germanv  with  all  of  her  devemess, 
foresightedness,  and  preparedness  for  any 
contingency  has  persistently  blundered  in 
her  guessing  as  to  other  nations.  Ger- 
many pUyed  every  other  country  in  the 
worid  for  either  a  fool  or  a  coward. 
France  could  not  long  resist,  because  her 
army  was  disorganized  and  her  people 
lacked  heroic  fiber.  Belgium  would  yi^ 
if  it  saw  an  invincible  army  crossing  the 
frontier.  Great  Britain  dared  not  come 
in.  If  she  did  Ireland  would  rebel,  £^^pt 
would  uprise,  there  would  be  dvil  war  m 
India,  the  Boers  would  fight  for  Germany, 
and  Canada  might  be  seized  by  the 
United  States.  Russia  was  to  be  bam- 
boozled and  corrupted.  The  Balkan 
states  were  to  be  had  for  the  picking. 

The  qualities  which  enable  a  people  to 
wage  war  successfully — tenacity,  obedir 
ence  to  superiors,  unfaltering  loy^t^,  the 
willing  spirit  of  sacrifice,  the  abihty  to 
husband  resources  and  concentrate  ener- 
gies—these were  not  to  be  found  any- 
where except  in  Germany. 

The  disappointment  of  Germany  has 
been  the  triumph  of  democracy.  We  find 
the  London  cockney  fighting  alongside  of 
the  Canadians,  the  New  Zealander,  the 
Arab  from  Soudan,  the  Irishman  from 
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Cork,  Sikhs  and  Ghourkas  from  India,  been  murdered;  if  our  flag  had  not  been

It 
must  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Whitlock  was  something  more  than  the  success- 
ful Mayor  of  Toledo  and  the  wise  adherent  of  the  Progressive  Party  when  he 
went  to  Brusseb  in  1913.  It  was  frankly  stated  when  he  was  named  as  min- 
bter  that  it  was  to  provide  him  with  a  soft  berth  where  he  might  finish  books 
which  he  planned  to  write.  He  was  to  get  his  reward  just  as  Mr.  Howells  got 
his  when  he  was  sent  to  Vem'ce  and  Arthur  Sherbiune  Hardy  to  Persia  and 
James  Russell  Lowell  to  Spain.  Politics  thus  pays  its  homage  to  literature. 
The  man  who  had  written  a  biography  of  Lincoln,  an  autobiography  admirably 
depicting  the  life  of  the  Middle  West,  several  novels,  and  not  a  few  essays  was 
given  a  chance  to  proceed  with  creative  work  in  a  delightful  and  stimulating 
(because  new)  environment.  Europe  had  long  meant  to  him  a  place  of  cidture 
and  civilization.    Like  Hawthorne  from  Pierce  so  he  from  )^^lson  agreed  to 
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rest  and  tone  up  at  Unde  Sam's  expense,  incidentally  doing  the  chores  of  a 
diplomatic  post  that  never  had  been  too  many  or  too  serious. 

It  was  not  to  be.  He  became  an  international  figure.  He  saw  from  the 
inside  one  of  the  world's  most  terrible  tragedies  enacted.  He  came  to  be  the 
symbol  of  salvation  to  a  people  otherwise  doomed.  Always,  when  a  journalist 
and  mayor,  a  friend  of  the  masses  and  a  foe  of  eicploitation,  he  naturally  and 
gladly  assumed  the  burden  of  responsibility  thrust  upon  him.  Unable  to  be 
vocal  and  speak  or  write  for  immediate  use  all  that  he  thought  about  all  the 
deeds  he  has  seen,  he  has  had  the  opportunity  to  make  ready  a  classic,  adequate 
as  to  style,  and  charged  as  all  his  books  have  been  with  a  moral  passion.

Captain  Roy  B.  Staver,  former  commander  of  Battery  C,  First  Dlinois  field 
artillery,  died  in  Roosevelt  Hospital,  New  York,  yesterday  on  the  eve  of  receiving  his 
commission  as  a  major. 

According  to  his  friends,  death  was  due  to  an  intestinal  disorder.  He  was  taken 
to  the  hospital  ten  days  ago.  Captain  Staver  had  just  completed  his  course  at  the 
Reserve  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Plattsburg  and  would  have  received  his  commis- 
sion as  major  today.

Battery  C,  ipdiich  Captain  Staver  commanded  for  a  time  on  the  Mexican  border 
is  now  at  Fort  Sheridan  with  other  batteries  of  the  First  Illinois  field  artillery,  under 
command  of  Colonel  Henry  J.  Reilly. 

In  October,  19 15,  Captain  Staver  married  Mrs.  Cornelia  Hood  McLaughlin  at 
the  home  of  her  brother-in-law,  Stanley  B.  Cohen,  63  West  Seventy-third  Street, 
New  York.  Captain  Staver  was  a  graduate  of  West  Point,  but  rescued  from  the 
army  several  years  ago  to  go  into  business  here. 

From  the  Daily  News,  Chicago,  Aiigust  i,  1917: 

Funeral  services  for  Captain  Roy  B.  Staver,  formerly  commander  of  Battery  C, 
First  Illinois  artillery,  who  died  late  yesterday  in  Roosevelt  Hospital,  New  York,  will 
be  held  in  New  York.  Word  to  this  effect  reached  Chicago  late  last  night  in  a  telegram 
to  Mrs.  Harry  B.  Staver.  wife  of  Captain  Staver's  brother,  who  rushed  to  the  dying 
soldier's  bedside. 

Death  occurred  after  a  second  (^>eration  for  appendicitis.  Had  Captain  Staver 
survived  he  would  have  received  his  commission  as  major  in  the  Reserve  Officers' 
Corps.    He  was  a  student  at  the  Plattsburg  training  camp  this  summer. 

Captain  Staver  was  a  graduate  of  West  Point.  He  resigned  from  the  army  to 
enter  business  in  Chicago.  He  married  Mrs.  Cornelia  Hood  McLaughlin  in  New  York, 
October  30, 19 15.    The  widow  survives.

Sherman  L.  Marshall,  Kappa  Kappa  1885,  died  in  Peoria,  HI.,  on 
May  30, 191 7. 

The  Lewistown  Pulton  Democrat  said: 

"Sherman  Marshall  died  in  Peoria  Wednesday  night" 

When  the  wires  flashed  this  message  back  to  Lewistown  the  entire  community 
felt  the  shock  of  personal  loss. 

Mr.  Marshall  was  a  well-known  figure  in  the  county  seat.  EBs  continuous  public 
service  gained  for  him  a  wide  acquaintance  and  many  warm  friends  throughout  the 
state. 

He  had  served  the  county  for  34  years  as  supervisor  from  Pleasant  Township, 
from  1893  to  1917.  During  that  period  he  had  been  chairman  of  the  board  for  many 
years,  serving  continuously  from  1897  to  1904. 

He  represented  his,  the  Democratic,  party  at  national,  state,  and  congressional 
conventions  many  times.  His  judgment  was  sound,  not  only  on  politics,  but  on  men, 
and  becatise  of  this  he  was  called  upon  to  serve  repeatedly  both  in  the  state  and  the 
national  Democratic  organizations. 

The  work  of  Mr.  Marshall  as  supervisor  will  remain  a  living  memory  to  the  people 
of  Fulton  County.  He  was  unswerving  in  his  devotion  to  his  work,  and  has  saved 
the  county  thousands  of  dollars. 

Lewistown  is  peculiarly  indebted  to  Mr.  Marshall  for  his  tireless  efforts  to  assist 
in  the  building  of  the  courthouse,  a:nd  after  its  completion  to  make  it  possible  for  the 
county  to  furnish  it.  He  personally  selected  the  plain  and  handsome  furniture  of  the 
building  after  a  comprehensive  inspection  of  many  buildings. 

Through  his  good  judgment  and  far-sightedness  as  chairman  of  the  Fulton  County 
Home  Committee  the  Home  today  is  almost  self-supporting.    At  the  March  session 
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of  the  board  of  supervisors  he  had  the  pleasure  of  paying  off  the  last  note  against  the 
Home. 

As  chairman  of  the  finance  committee  he  has  been  the  "watchdog  of  the  county 
treasury,"  as  one  fellow-member  of  the  board  expresses  it  Another  says,  "Fulton 
County  should  erect  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Sherman  Marshall,  because  of 
his  integrity  and  unbounded  ability  in  safeguarding  the  county's  interests  during  his 
long  service  on  the  board."  A  well-known  judge  says  that  Mr.  Marshall  was  by  all 
means  the  best  supervisor  Fulton  County  ever  had. 

For  34  years  he  gave,  as  a  willing  gift,  his  best  years  and  much  of  his  time  and  his 
ability  to  further  Fulton  County's  interests. 

The  hundreds  who  gathered  from  far  and  near  to  pay  their  tribute  of  respect  on 
Sunday  were  lifelong  friends,  neighbors,  leading  members  of  the  fraternal  orders  to 
which  he  belonged,  members  of  the  State  Canal  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors. 
This  great  gathering  on  the  beautiful  lawn  of  his  boyhood  home  was  a  silent  offering 
of  public  esteem. 

Mr.  Marshall  was  an  honor  student  of  his  dass  in  college  and  one  of  the  three 
speakers  at  the  dass  commencement.  He  was  a  leader  among  men,  but  as  far-reaching 
as  was  his  public  influence,  the  real  charm  of  his  sunny  nature  reached  its  perfect  flower 
in  his  home  life.

a  snob.    ''There  is  no  question  about  it.    I  have  denied  men 

entrance  into  Beta  Theta  Pi  simply  because  'back  home  their 

family  did  not  quite  measiu-e  up  to  the  required  standard.'    They 

were  good  men — in  fact,  they  were  prominent  college  men.    And  I 

have  done  worse  than  that — ^I  have  granted  entrance  to  men,  who 

in  college  as  Freshmen  were  rather  worthless,  largely  because,  back 

home,  their  families  did  measure  up." 

This  apostle  of  the  religion  of  snobbery,  aside  from  returning  a 
sweeping  indictment  against  the  fraternity  system,  has  ushered  into 
view  as  part  and  particle  of  the  complexity  of  life,  our  old  oriental 
friend — ^Ancestor  Worship;  and  Kipling's  prophecy  is  at  last  broken 
— the  twain  have  met. 

It  is  the  candor  impelling  the  statement  rather  than  the  state- 
ment itself  that  startles.  The  condition  is  inherent  in  the  life 
of  the  people.  We  have  in  America,  growing  rank  over  the  soil  of  an 
essentially  political  democracy,  the  poisonous  fungi  of  a  social 
aristocracy.  It  recalls  rather  vividly  some  human  statics  we  have 
known,  who  had  nothing  in  particidar  to  recommend  them  except 
that  through  the  circumstances   of  birth  they  were  deposited 
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within  the  drcle  of  the  D.A.R.  or  other  numerous  estimable  societies 
dependent  on  vital  statistics. 

Our  friend,  ''the  snob/'  with  an  alarming  lack  of  hmnility, 
enrols  himself  and  others  of  his  ilk  in  an  exclusive  brotherhood  of 
"good  families."  He  is  one  of  the  self-elect.  We  had  been  long 
of  the  opinion,  which  it  now  appears  is  erroneous,  that  to  boast 
of  good  breeding  tokened  the  low-brow  and  that  to  chase  con- 
dition and  culture  was  to  lose  them. 

The  writer  of  this  epic  on  snobbery  is  at  pains  to  paraphrase  the 
junker  Jastrow,  and  with  Teutonic  abandon  states  that  "the  word 
'democracy'  belongs  to  the  vocabulary  of  a  waning  philosophy," 
and  that "  the  brotherhood  of  man  is  practically  impossible."  And 
this  stuff  was  set  up  and  distributed  while  the  clock  of  time  was 
striking  democracy's  greatest  hour. 

"And  this  is  the  mission  which  I  see  when  I  try  to  visualize 
the  future  of  a  great  organization  like  Beta  Theta  Pi.  It  is  already 
an  exclusive  element  whose  members  are  eugenically  pure.  The 
sociological  value  of  such  an  element  is  eminent.  And  the  first  step 
in  focusing  the  existing  energies  toward  the  proper  goal  of  '  Chris- 
tian gentleman-hood'  is  to  appreciate  this  value." 

Truly,  a  shrinking  violet,  is  this  exclusive  super-aristocrat,  who 
admits  that  he  and  his  kind  require  "humanizing"  influences. 
Even  though  it  were  possible  for  any  creeping  vision  to  penetrate 
the  dim  beginnings  to  the  end  that  it  coidd  be  authoritatively 
annoimced  that  some  little  segment  of  humanity  was  "eugenically 
pure,"  would  it  not  be  the  hallmark  of  "Christian  gentleman- 
hood"  to  link  one's  self  onto  the  wonder  and  vastness  of  the  great 
surging  life  about  us,  which  is  always  on  the  way  aiid  which  can 
never  arrive  ? 

Editorially,  Beta  Theta  Pi  remarks,  apropos  the  article  on  snob- 
bery, "A  chapter  socially  superior  could  very  well  afford  to  assist 
in  organizing  a  group  of  men  socially  inferior  into  a  chapter  of 
another  fraternity  with  benefit  to  both  parties."  Excellent! 
There  is  but  one  imperfection.  Who  would  determine  sodal 
status  ?  The  group  desiring  to  organize  a  chapter  socially  inferior  ? 
Is  not  this  the  system  in  vogue  somewhere  in  Bombay  ? 

We  believe  in  the  natural  spread  of  social  democracy  and  we 
believe,  too,  in  an  equality  of  opportimity,  both  in  the  world  at 
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large  and  on  the  campus.  We  believe  in  taking  the  available  man 
wherever  he  is  found,  and  no  man's  antecedents  can  eliminate 
him  imless,  indirectly,  they  work  his  undoing.  We  believe  that  our 
power  of  detecting  and  assaying  the  latent  ability  of  those  about  us 
determines  the  measure  of  our  success  in  the  fraternity  world. 
Our  desire  is  to  take  every  man  for  what  he  really  is  and  not  for 
what  he  appears  to  be.  And  we  believe  that  in  spite  of  family  and 
caste  and  pride  and  prejudice  "A  man's  a  man  for  'a  that."

of  May  18,  while  cleaning  a  revolver  in  his  room  in  the  Emerson 
Hotel,  Baltimore,  Md.,  he  was  accidentally  shot  and  died  soon  after. 

That  morning  at  breakfast  in  Chicago,  Hatch,  in  his  usual  un- 
ostentatious way,  quietly  told  us  of  his  great  hopes  of  increasing 
the  endowment  funds  of  the  Fraternity  through  the  medium  of 
endowment  insurance.  He  had  taken  out  a  policy,  he  said,  for  one 
thousand  dollars  in  favor  of  the  Fraternity,  a  small  beginning,  and 
requested  his  insurance  broker  to  prepare  for  our  use  a  table  indi- 
cating at  what  a  really  small  outlay  one  could  enrich  the  fraternal 
treasury.  The  thing  loomed  large  in  Hatch's  mind.  Here,  at 
last,  was  a  workable  scheme  by  which  Sigma  Chi  coidd  be  made 
financially  secure.  Those  who  could  not  well  afford  to  contribute 
outright  a  certain  sum,  coidd  arrange  to  meet  the  small  pa3anents 
incident  to  keeping  insurance  afloat. 

In  July  there  was  paid  to  the  Fraternity  the  amoimt  due  on  the 
Hatch  policy.  The  Endowment  Insurance  plan,  as  it  relates  itself 
to  the  best  interests  of  Sigma  Chi,  b  Bruce  Hatch's  monument. 
We  shoidd  like  to  do  whatever  is  possible  to  keep  the  idea  alive  and 
nourished  if  for  no  other  purpose  than  as  a  memorial  to  an  imselfish 
gentleman:  It  is  difBicult,  however,  to  present  the  plan  in  detail 
here,  so  mixed  is  it  with  tragedy.  It  will  suffice  to  say  that  the 
heart  of  Bruce  Hatch  was  in  it  and  his  heart's  blood  sealed  it. 
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Chandler,  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  man  who  designed  the  George 
Fitch  Memorial  at  Elnox,  dropped  in  and,  arranging  his  anatomy 
to  conform  with  the  general  outline  of  the  other  comfortable  chair, 
called  for  the  exchanges. 

"Look  'em  over,"  we  said,  tossing  him  the  new  arrivals. 

After  considerable  silence  the  Beta  secretary  ceased  reading 
and,  looking  up  said,  ''Listen  to  this  from  the  Signet.*' 

"Let's  have  it,"  we  retimed,  registering  attention. 

(Business  of  reading.) 

Again  the  colleges  are  justified.  For  a  long  time  their  critics,  both  without 
and  within,  have  been  saying  that  with  the  abolition  of  hazing  and  other  rough- 
and-tumble  rivalries  the  virtues  known  of  old — strength,  courage,  and  sacri- 
fice—have disappeared,  and  that  the  selective  processes  of  education  have 
served  only  to  evolve  an  intellectual  aristocracy  of  mollycoddles.  And  critics 
have  said  the  same  of  France  and  England  and  the  United  States.  But  as 
France  and  England  in  the  stress  of  the  world  crisis  have  shown  beyond  question 
that  the  qualities  of  character  which  readers  of  history  have  been  wont  to 
associate  mournfully  with  "the  good  old  days"  are  in  case  of  need  just  as 
potent  and  prevalent  today,  so  the  United  States,  and  the  men  of  American 
colleges  in  particular,  are  invalidating  the  charges  which  the  lovers  of  blood 
and  iron  have  been  pleased  to  make.  The  men  of  our  colleges  are  rising  to 
the  occasion  in  a  way  that  speaks  eloquently  for  the  manhood  of  our  nation 
and  the  patriotism  of  her  citizens. 

Moreover,  the  response  of  the  college  men  to  the  President's  call  has  not 
been  the  boisterous  and  impulsive  response  of  boys  who,  drunk  with  a  new 
excitement,  know  not  what  they  do.  There  has  been  nothing  of  the  nois  and 
ostentatious  enthusiasm  with  which  the  word  of  Vera  Cruz  was  so  lately 
received.  The  three  years  of  the  European  carnage  have  had  a  quieting  and 
enlightening  influence  upon  all  who  read  and  think.  Today  the  college  men 
are  offering  their  services  in  the  spirit  of  serious  consecration. 

It  b  well  for  the  world  that  they  fed  that  they  are  summoned  to  a  cause 
manifestly  worth  fighting  for,  worth  d3dng  for  if  necessary.  President  Wilson's 
long  forbearance  followed  at  last  by  his  clarion  declaration  that  the  world  must 
be  made  safe  for  democracy — a  declaration  which  will  re-echo  through  the 
ages  without  doubt — ^has  precipitated  an  international  issue  as  significant  for 
hmnan  freedom  as  that  of  slavery  in  this  country  in  'Sixty-one.    Russia's 
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de^)erate  lunge  into  democracy  has  added  to  its  force.  This  nation  could 
no  better  enter  the  arena  of  Eiiropean  politics  than  as  the  indignant  champion 
of  free  government  in  the  world.  It  is  indeed  well  that  the  purpose  of  the 
United  States  b  so  dearly  conceived  and  so  worthy  of  the  support  of  the  best 
blood  of  the  continent. 

But  there  is  peril  in  the  general  enlistment  of  the  college  men  of  the  country. 
It  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  deplete  our  colleges  and  send  the  sturdiest 
sons  of  Columbia  into  the  trenches  to  bear  the  first  deadly  brunt  of  the  attack. 
If  the  war  b  to  be  long,  we  should  utilize  their  special  trainiiig,  in  many  in- 
stances provided  by  the  states  of  the  nation,  for  special  services.  Many  of  them 
are  best  fitted  to  be  officers,  and  of  these  a  majority  would  prefer  to  rush  into 
the  ranks  to  waiting  for  the  peculiar  preparation  which  they  need.  Fortunately 
our  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  training  can^  and  the  selective  draft  are  intelligent 
ways  of  meeting  this  problem.  There  are  many  of  them,  willing  and  eager  to 
fi^t,  who  ought  never  to  be  allowed  to  join  the  army  at  all.  The  problems  of 
economic  and  social  readjustment  during  the  war  and  after  the  war  will  require 
our  best  trained  men  in  large  numbers.  I  have  in  mind  a  Phi  Sigma  Kappa 
man  who  is  fairly  itching  to  be  in  the  Pershing  expedition  but  whose  place  in 
American  agriculture  would  be  very  hard  to  fill.  Of  course  this  is  not  true  of 
all  college  men.  There  are  some  of  them  whose  place  is  in  the  ranks.  If  we 
must  supply  fodder  for  cannon,  lamentably  be  it  said,  their  contribution  to  the 
cause  might  best  be  in  this  way.    But  few  of  these  are  volimteers. 

There  are  many  undergraduates,  too,  who  ought  to  wait  and  quietly 
complete  their  college  course.  Their  service  to  their  country  is  not  yet  dear; 
but  if  it  is  to  be  one  of  the  peculiarly  important  services,  they  are  not  ready 
for  it,  whatever  it  may  be.  After  the  first  hysteria  has  passed  we  realize  that 
our  preparations  m\ist  be  not  for  one  supreme  attack,  but  for  a  second,  and 
then  a  third,  and  then  for  peace;  perhaps,  as  the  spokesmen  of  Eiirope  suggest, 
for  the  war  after  the  war.  The  colleges  must  keep  going,  with  full  enrolment, 
replacing  the  leaders  we  shall  lose  and  supplying  a  surplus  as  well  for  the 
infinite  work  ahead. 

All  this  means,  young  patriots  of  the  fraternity,  that  you  should  change 
your  work  only  most  deliberatdy  and  thoughtfully.  In  some  instances  it  may 
even  be  best  to  reconsider  your  step  already  taken.  To  the  courageous  the 
place  of  danger  is  always  most  attractive,  but  if  he  is  needed  more  in  some  other 
place  it  is  his  solemn  duty  to  abandon  his  chosen  project.  It  is  a  time  when 
feeling  runs  high  and  the  word  ''slacker''  is  freely  in  use.-  To  my  knowledge 
there  have  been  most  unwise  decisions  made  to  avoid  its  painful  sting.  Our 
President  was  called  a  coward  because  he  withhdd  his  hand  from  Mexico,  but 
recent  revelations  amply  prove  the  wisdom  of  his  forbearance.  He  was  also 
called  a  coward  because  of  his  patience  with  imperial  Germany,  but  now  we 
realize  that  his  waiting  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  cause  for  which 
we  fight.  For  some  of  you  who  are  ready  for  service  the  former  example  is 
given;  for  all  of  you  who  are  not  ready,  the  latter. 
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And  now  just  a  word  to  the  conscientious  objectors.  You  are  in  a  very 
small  minority,  no  doubt,  but  we  know  something  of  your  attitude.  You  feel 
that  war  is  manslaughter  and  a  crime,  that  neither  morally  nor  economically 
does  a  commendable  end  justify  criminal  means,  that  whatever  social  or  even 
moral  defense  there  may  be  for  war  it  is  still  a  repudiation  of  the  Christ,  that 
it  is  an  international  misfortune  for  no  powerful  nation  to  preserve  intact  during 
this  cataclysm  the  ideal  of  peace,  that  the  war  aims  of  some  of  the  allied 
countries  are  such  as  we  shoidd  not  under  any  circimistances  seek  to  bring  to 
pass,  that  the  only  overthrow  of  Prussianism  which  can  be  effective  cannot  be 
imposed  from  without  but  must  spontaneously  come  from  within,  and  that, 
however  pure  the  purposes  of  this  nation  may  be,  its  participation  in  the  war 
is  without  justification. 

If  you  honestly  feel  this  way,  your  opinion  is  entitled  to  respect,  and  I 
abjure  you  to  hold  firmly  to  your  faith.  It  would  be  the  supreme  tragedy  of 
patriotism  for  you  to  do  otherwise.  Yoiu*  path  will  be  l<mely  and  the  object  of 
scorn  to  many,  but  your  self-respect  is  more  important  than  the  approval  of 
others.  Incidentally,  not  only  Don  Quixote,  but  Columbus,  Galileo,  and  even 
Jesus  were  subject  to  ridicule  and  persecution.  You  owe  it  to  truth  and  to  your 
country  and  to  the  democracy  for  which  we  have  declared  this  war  to  stick  to 
your  belief.  It  may  be  your  privilege  to  preserve  during  these  trying  times  a 
nobler  and  worthier  ideal. 

But  this  does  not  mean  that  you  are  to  give  violent  expression  to  your 
views.  You  must  respect  the  other  man's  if  you  feel  that  your  own  should 
receive  consideration  by  him.  Your  nation  has  accepted  what  is  generally 
considered  a  solemn  duty,  and  as  a  member  of  that  nation  you  must  not 
embarrass  its  performance.  Perhaps  you  can  conscientiously  render  some 
immediate  service  to  your  fellowmen,  either  in  the  Red  Cross  or  in  the  industrial 
task  of  caring  for  the  great  human  family.  Decide  soberly  what  your  woric 
must  be,  and  then  without  disturbance  or  equivocation  see  that  it  is  done  well. 
Democracy  will  hardly  be  worth  fighting  for  if  it  caiises  you  to  renounce  what 
you  honestly  conceive  to  be  the  truth. 

It  is  a  critical  period  for  oiu*  fraternity.  Many  of  the  chapters  cannot  well 
stand  the  financial  burden  of  interrupted  seasons.  Many  must  witness  the 
delay  of  projects  well  begim.  Many  must  struggle  along  with  painful  un- 
certainty as  to  what  the  future  may  bring.  But  the  depletion  of  our  ranks  is  a 
splendid  testimony  of  the  spirit  of  the  Brotherhood.  Where  such  devotion 
to  ideab  has  been  there  can  never  be  disruption  or  death.  Verily  the  expres- 
sion of  that  spirit  is  insurance  against  all  serious  loss;  the  yoimger  brothers  of 
these  valiant  volunteers,  every  one  of  these  men  who  does  his  duty  as  he  sees  it, 
will  be  sturdier  and  nobler  for  their  example.  The  crisis  of  191 7  will  be  a 
tradition  for  which  we  may  in  future  years  be  proud,  aye  more  than  proud — 
devoutly  thankful.

"Have  you  seen  the  article  on  ^Service'  by  James  Curtis  in 
the  June  issue  out  in  August?"  we  observed,  beating  him  to  it. 
"Fraternity  joximals  are  different  from  the  usual  run  of  periodicals 
in  thiswise:  the  September  Cosmopolitan  is  out  in  August  and 
the  Saturday  Evening  Post  is  on  the  stands  Thursday  afternoon. 
Pardon  the  digression — ^here  goes: 

Having  furnished  as  many  men  for  the  conduct  of  the  war  as  Delta  Tau 
Delta  shows  that  it  has,  when  college  opens  next  autiunn  there  will  be  the  same 
opportunity  for  service  for  the  few  who  return  to  college  as  there  is  for  those 
who  are  doing  their  duty  in  the  various  fields  heretofore  mentioned.  Chapters 
cannot  hope  to  reopen  with  their  usual  nimibers.  The  men  who  return  will 
be  those  who  are  too  young  to  go  to  war  or  who  are  not  selected  or  are  ineligible 
for  various  reasons.  In  other  words,  to  a  large  extent  chapters  will  suffer  from 
the  selective  system.  This  will  place  a  heavy  re^Mnsibility  upon  those  who 
are  left.  It  will,  however,  give  to  them  greater  opporttmities.  New  leaders 
must  be  developed  in  every  line  of  chapter  life.  Young  men  who  are  too  young 
or  too  modest  must  suddenly  develop  the  elements  of  leadership.  By  doing  so, 
they  will  be  rendering  the  best  service  possible  at  this  time.  They  must 
reorganize  upon  entirely  new  lines.  New  men  m\ist  take  the  responsibility 
of  looking  after  the  ''rushing''  season,  the  business  affairs  of  the  chapter,  the 
scholarship  of  its  members,  its  relations  with  the  college  and  other  fraternities, 
and,  in  brief,  new  men  must,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  responsible  for  the  life  of 
their  chapter. 

With  these  things  in  mind,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  few  who  are  left  to  begin 
now  to  prepare  for  the  next  college  year.  This  very  necessity  will  bring  them 
to  new  responsibilities  and  will  teach  them  the  lesson  required  in  all  democracies, 
that  preparation  is  always  essential.  This,  in  itself,  b  a  great  lesson.  If  the 
coming  generation  becomes  imbued  with  the  fact  that  preparedness  is  the  sal- 
vation of  any  cause  or  any  business,  you  who  learn  this  new  way  may  lay  the 
very  foundation  for  the  perpetuation  of  liberty.  Could  you  be  charged  with 
a  greater  responsibility  ?    Will  you  discharge  it  ? 

As  the  conduct  of  and  responsibility  for  this  war  will  apparently  fall 
upon  a  younger  class  of  men  than  ever  before,  so  the  future  of  our  fraternity 
chapters  miist  rest,  to  a  certain  extent,  with  our  boys  who  have  not  had  much 
experience  but  who  are  suddenly  called  to  our  colors  charged  with  the  necessity 
of  assuming  this  obligation  and  making  good.  The  yoimg  man  of  eighteen  can 
accomplish  wonders  when  put  to  the  test.  Our  yoimg  men  will  be  of  that  age, 
and  perhaps  a  little  above  it,  and  they  will  be  put  to  the  test.  Of  course,  a 
young  nuui  with  a  weU-balanced  mind  always  looks  to  the  mature  man  for 
suggestions  and  advice.  Our  yoimg  men  must  not  let  the  summer  go  by 
without  appreciating  their  responsibility.  They  must  take  time  by  the  fore- 
lock and  seek  the  advice  of  their  alumni  and  chapter  advisors,  so  as  to  start 
right.    This  advice  will  be  freely  given,  so  do  not  hesitate  to  ask  it  in  time.

There  will  be  left  siiffident  youth  to  furnish  the  enthusiasm  necessary  to  save 
each  one  of  our  chapters.  There  will  be  left  plenty  of  mature  experience  to 
furnish  the  guiding  hand.  Let  these  two  elements  not  delay  nor  stand  i4>art, 
but  seek  each  other  out  now  and  lay  the  foundation  for  the  most  successful  year 
in  the  history  of  Delta  Tau  Delta — ^while  so  many  of  their  brothers  are  loyally 
and  valiantly  battling  for  the  Liberty  of  the  Earth. 

We  both  lapsed  into  a  silence  that  was  broken  only  by  the  turn- 
ing of  magazine  leaves. 

"Here's  something  that  covers  the  case  for  the  fraternities," 
said  Chandler,  looking  up  from  a  yellow-covered  periodical. 

"Let's  have  Banta,"  we  said,  "and  then  we'll  lock  up." 

One  who  has  access  to  information  concerning  the  present  patriotic  gift 
of  service  in  the  United  States  among  college  men  cannot  help  being  deeply 
impressed  by  the  large  part  plf yed  by  fraternities.  Our  advices  lead  \i8  to 
believe  sincerely  that  statistics  would  show  that  in  proportion  of  their  member- 
ship an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  college  volimteers  have  been  members  of 
national  fraternities. 

If  this  statement  be  true,  immediately  there  arises  the  question,  Why? 
Is  membership  in  a  fraternity  in  any  degree  responsible  for  this  display  of 
patriotism  ?  While  not  attempting  to  answer  the  question  definitely,  we  have 
a  theory.  It  is  based  upon  the  principle  that  patriotism  is  a  sentiment  capable 
of  no  purely  rational  justification,  and  on  the  subordinate  principle  that  the 
growth  of  the  instinct  for  sentiment,  if  the  instinct  b  not  exercised,  will  be 
retarded. 

Not  many  years  ago  patriotic  sentiment  in  this  country  was  rampant; 
so  much  so,  in  fact,  that  it  called  forth  ridicule  from  alien  observers  of  our 
national  life.  Now  the  American,  although  he  denies  it,  is  supersensitive,  so 
when  he  was  laughed  at  by  his  neighbors  he  suppressed  his  patriotic  expres- 
sions. Of  late  years  it  came  to  be  not  quite  the  proper  thing  to  give  voice  to  a 
deep  loyalty. 

The  fraternity  man,  however,  had  a  pet  institution  over  which  he  could 
legitimately  wax  rapturous — ^his  fraternity.  All  of  us  have,  perhaps,  felt  a 
soid-stirring  loyalty  to  our  fraternity  which  is  comparable  to  no  other  love 
for  an  abstract  institution.  Thus  the  fraternity  man  niurtured  and  developed 
the  instinct.  He  was,  you  might  say,  spiritually  prepared  for  the  crisis  as  no 
other  group  of  men  was. 

The  war  cloud  broke.  Possessing  this  almost  blind  devotion,  the  Greek 
needed  but  one  stimulus — ^the  voice  of  authority.  It  spoke.  Almost  imme- 
diately came  the  appeal  from  fraternity  officers  that  every  chapter  should 
honor  his  fraternity  in  doing  his  duty  by  the  nation.  The  transfer  of  lojralty, 
or  rather  the  imification  of  two  loyalties,  was  effected;  the  care-free  college 
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boy  of  yesterday  becomes  the  grim  soldier  in  the  great  war.  Is  it  not  a  plau- 
sible explanation  ?  Is  there  any  way,  aside  from  the  impetus  of  fraternity 
spirit,  in  which  you  can  account  for  the  fact  that  a  group  of  boys  living  in  a 
fraternity  house  respond  more  whole-heartedly  to  the  call  to  the  colors  than 
a  group  of  similar  boys  living  otherwise  in  the  same  environment,  but  in  a 
dormitory  or  rooming-house  ? 

Again,  we  believe,  the  right  of  exbtence  of  the  college  fraternity  is  vin- 
dicated, and  another  is  added  to  the  list  of  reasons  why  the  Greek-letter  society 
should  not  be  legislated  out  of  our  educational  institutions. 

"How  does  that  strike  you  ?"  inquired  the  architect,  concluding 
the  editorial. 

"Great,*'  we  replied,  "with  this  to  say:  Sigma  Chi  issued  no 
appeal.  It  wasn't  necessary,  really.  After  all  it  was  a  matter  for 
individual  decision  after  a  quiet  and  earnest  consideration  of  the 
issues.  Our  boys  thought  the  thing  out  alone,  I  guess,  and  from 
the  reports  received  from  training  camps  and  cantonments  they 
came  through."
